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There  came  into  my  possession,  not 
long  since-,  a  book  bearing  this  title  "'His- 
torical Catalogue  of  the  Members  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Providence 
Rhode  Island,  compiled  and  edited  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Melville  King,  Pas- 
tor Emeritus,  with  the  valuable  aid  of 
Charles  Field  Wilcox."  Its  construc- 
tion at  once  aroused  my  curiosity.  The 
list  of  the  names  of  the  members  reaches 
r:,carl\  1500,  and  the  time  covered  is 
1730-1908.  The  Records  of  the  Church 
now  in  existence  reach  hack  to  and  in- 
cluding 1774.  Hence  the  records  for  the 
years  1730-1774  must  come  from  the 
memoirs  of  men  and  women,  who  were 
living  members  after  1774.  The  church 
was  started  in  Providence  very  soon  af- 
ter the  town  was  planted.  The  exact 
year  is  not  on  record  ;  but  it  was  not  far 
from  1637.  But  neither  memory  nor 
records  of  membership,  now  remains 
from  1037-1774.  There  is  no  knowledge 
of  their  end.  The  book  is  illustrated 
with  .exterior  and  interior  views  of  the 
church  for  the  year  1854  and  again  in 
1008.  There  are  sixteetn  portraits  of 
pastors;  and  of  men  otherwise  connect- 
ed. 

Au  outline  history  of  the  church  be- 
gins the  History  written  by  Henry  Mel- 
ville King,  Faster  Bmeritus.  Two  ap- 
pendices close  the  book,  relating  to  the 
antiquity  of  the  church,  and.  who  were 
its  earliest  members.  The  first  by  Wm. 
A.  Gamwell.  the,  Church  Clerk;  the 
year  reached  was  1638.  There  are 
thousands  of  biographic  dates  attached 
the  names  of  members,  which  are  a 
great  help  to  genealogic  research. 
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November  fifth  was  the  eightieth 
birthday  of  Sidney  S.  Rider.  A.  M..  ISSO, 
bookseller  and  historiographer,  whose 
monumental  collection  of  books,  pamph- 
lets and  manuscripts  relating  to  Rhode 
island  history  now  occupies  a  special 
room  in  the  University  library,  and 
whose  little  publication,  "Book  Notes," 
has  for  many  years  held  as  choice  a  body 
of  readers  as  any  periodical  in  America. 
In  happy  observance  of  the  event  Mr. 
Rider  was  made  the  guest  of  honor  at 
an  informal  little  dinner  at  the  Provi- 
dence Art  Club  which  as  the  evening 
went  on  took  the  delightful  form  of  a 
round-table  affair,  with  the  guest  doing 
most  of  the  talking.  For  several  hours, 
to  the  keen  pleasure  of  those  with  him, 
he  chatted  discursively  of  curious  and 
interesting  happenings  in  his  long  life, 
of  his  experience  abroad  and  at  home  in 
the  buying  and  selling  of  books,  of  the 
long  procession  of  the  prominent  men

John  Taggard  Blodgett  was  once  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  the  U.

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It  is  no  longer  possible  to  successfully  j 
denounce  or  to  condemn  Henry  St.  John, 
Lord  Bolingbroke,  for  his  denunciation 
of  the  practice  of  Religion  in  the  mid- 
die  ages ;  and  so  along  down,  the  eras. 
Human  Reason  of  to-day,  is  much  great- 
er than  ever  before;  to-day,  in  order  to 
obtain  belief,  you  must  state  credential 
facts,  sustained  by  evidence;  no  longer 
will  guess  work  settle  the  end  of  man. 


The  Earthen  "Gods''  are  at  work  re- 
vising the  Roman  Catholic  Bible.  The 
Rev.  Philip  Langdon,  lectured  here' upon 
the  subject. 

In  opening  his  remarks,  the  speaker 
told  of  the  work  and  the  mistakes  of 
the  copyists  in  the  early  days  and  ex- 
plained that  all  of  the  work  was  done 
by  hand  and  that  the  early  scribes  were 
human,  so  that  mistakes  were  made, 
mistakes  of  omission,  addition  and  alter- 
ation, and  he  cited  several  instances  in 
which  the  present  edition  is  different 
from  the  early  Latin  manuscripts.  He 
told  how  tedious  the  work  of  copying  the 
Bible  by  hand  was  and  referred  to  the 
men  who  in  the  past  made  the  revision 
of  the  Bible  their  life  work. 

Before  explaining  the  exact  nature  of 
the  work,  the  speaker  declared  :  "It  may 


be  well  to  state  first  what  we  arc  not 
doing.  We  are  not  trying  to  rewrite  the 
Bible  nor  are  we  going  to  destroy  the 
Bible  in  any  way.  We  are  going  to  re- 
store the  Latin  translation  made  by  St. 
Jerome  in  about  380  or  300.  The  Bible 
was  originally  written  in  the  Hebrew  or 
Greek  language,  but  as  the  world  moved 
westward  people  wanted  the  Bible  in  a 
language  they  could  understand.  Gradu- 
ally there  sprang  up  many  Latin  transla- 
tions, but  as  there  was  no  control  over 
these,  many  mistakes  and  misunder- 
standings arose.  St.  Jerome,  a  noted 
scholar,  was  put  to  work  finally  and  he 
performed  the  commission  intrusted  to 
him  and  about  400  A.  D.  his  version  ap- 
peared." 

After  te'ling  of  the  need  of  the  re 
vision  of  the  Bible,  Fr.  Langdon  ex- 
plained in  detail  how  the  work  was  to 
be  done.  First  a  Bible  had  been  pre- 
pared with  the  printing  on  but  one-third 
of  the  left  hand  page,  the  remainder  of 
the  page  being  left  blank.  A  member  of 
the  order  is  then  sent  to  one  of  the 
many  ancient  hbraries  and  seeks  out  the 
old  manuscripts  of  the  Holy  Scripture 
and  makes  a  careful  comparison  of  the 
two,  noting  correction  in  the  blank  space. 

For  the  purpose  of  proving  the  work 
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a  photograph  of  each  page  of  the  old 
manuscript  is  then  made  and  the  prints 
sent  to  headquarters,  where  a  second 
comparison  of  the  manuscripts  and  the 
new  work  is  made  by  an  expert.  Fr. 
Lang-don  frequently  interspersed  his  re- 
marks with  humorous  anecdotes  and 
was  often  interrupted  by  applause.

The  above  are  for  sale  at  the  book 
stores  of  William  Wilkinson,  and  Henry 
Gushing,  in  Providence.     Price,  $2.50. 

I  find  no  evidence  that  Oberon  was 
printed  at  Boston.  Belcher  was  in  busi- 
ness in  Newport,  a  bookseller  and  pub- 
lisher.   But  wherever  published,  it  brings 


conclusive  evidence  of  "mental  develop- 
ment'' in  Newport. 

My  friend  further  says  :  "You  also  say 
on  same  page,  alluding  to  Berkeley's  stay- 
in  Newport,  'While  there  James  Franklin 
printed  a  book,  written  by  Berkeley,  en- 
titled "Aleiphron  ;"  -the  book  had  a  rapid 
sale.'  That  was  a  downright  blunder,  for 
the  book  was  never  printed  by  James 
Franklin  at  Newport. 

On  the  25th  of  November,  I  sent  a  note 
to  H.  L.  Koopman,  Librarian  of  the 
Library  of  Brown  University,  asking  for 
the  imprint  on  the  title  page  of  the  place 
where  the  book  "Aleiphron"  was  printed 
and  the  date,  winch  copy  is  in  the  Sid- 
ney S.  Rider  Collection,  in  the  John 
Hay  building;  the  following  was  .Mr. 
Koopman's  answer:  "The  Rider  Col- 
lection contains  a  copy  of  Berkeley's 
"Aleiphron,"  in  two  volumes,,  the  sec- 
ond edition,  published  in  London,  in 
1732.''  J  blundered,  in  not  stating  that 
Berkeley's  "Aleiphron"  was  written,  not 
printed,  at  Newport.  This  1  wed  knew, 
forty-three  years  ago;  it  is  so  stated  by 
Eraser  in  his  "Life  of  Berkeley,"  Lon- 
don, 1871;  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the 
Sidney  S.  Rider  Historical  Library,  now 
in  Brown  University.  My  friend  also 
informs  me  that  he  has  a  copy  of  "Al- 
eiphron," whoich  reads  on  the  title  page, 
''The  First  American  edition,  from  the 
Fourth  London  Edition:  By  Sidney's 
Press,  in  1803."'  I  am  thankful  that  a 
friend  saw  those  errors  and  wrote  to 
me  about  them ;  for  1  was  thus  able  to 
place  the  zvriting  of  the  book  at  New- 
port, thus  show- in:.',  it  to  be  a  factor  in 
the   Mental   Development   of   Rhode   Is- 
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land,  as  shown  in  the  writing  and  pub- 
lication of  books. 

That  "Alciphron"  had  a  rapid  sale  is 
true,  for  two  editions  were  published  in 
London  betwen  March  1st,  and  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1732;  a  copy  of  the  'second'' 
edition  I  once  owned;  and  which  is  in 
the  Sidney  S.  Rider  Collection,  now  in 
Brown  University. 

Now  comes  the  most  ridiculous  blun- 
der. I  met  a  friend  on  the  street  who 
asked  if  I  was  correct  in  saying  that 
when  William  Goddard  began,  in  17(32, 
the  publication  of  the  Providence  Gaz- 
ette, his  wife  was  Sarah  Updike;  I  an- 
swered no.  that  Sarah  Updike  was  the 
mother  of  the  Goddard  who  began  the 
publication  of  the  Gazette.  Then  my 
friend  showed  me  this  clipping  from 
Book   Notes': 

"In  1762,  on  the  20th  of  October 
William  Goddard  and  his  wife,  Sarah 
Updike  .began  the  publication  of  the 
Providence  Gazette,  the  first  newspaper 
printed    in    Providence." 

Now  I  am  going  to  explain  how  I 
could  ever  do  such  work.  While  at 
work  I  bought  two  cords  of  hard  wood 


ior  fire  place  use;  a  friend  threw  it  in- 
to my  cellar.  It  was  not  seasoned,  hence 
its  weight  was  much  greater  than  if 
seasoned.  The  weight  of  the  sticks  was 
from  twelve  (12)  pounds  to  forty-five 
(-15)  pounds  and  some  still  heavier.

This 
was  my  Blunder  Worker,  as  evidenced 
in  Book  Notes  of  December  26th,  last.

From  the  learned 
scholar's  fine  paper  which  was  printed 
in  the  Xew  York  Times  (Sunday,  Janu- 
ary 11th,  last)  this  little  clipping:  "No 
thinking  person  now  accepts  as  any- 
thing hut'  primitive  myth,  or  fanciful 
poetry,  the  story  of  the  Garden  of  Eden, 
or  the  portrait  of  God  in  the  second 
chapter  of  Genesis  as  a  being  formed 
man  out  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  as 
a  child  fashions  an  image  of  snow  or 
clay"  I  venture  to  give  you  a  clipping 
from  Book  Note:,  Tune  21,  1913: 

''Genesis,  c.  1,  v.  26,  reads,  'And  God 
said,  let  us  make  man  out  of  our  image.' 
To  whom  was  God  talking  at  the  time? 
To-day,  who  believes  such  stuff?  Am  I, 
or  are  you,  die  image  of  God  ?  Has  God 
legs,  arms,  and  fingers  like  mine  or 
yours?  Again,  God  created  man  in  his 
own  image;  in  the  image  of  God  created 
He  him;  male  and  female  created  He 
them.  (Genesis  c.  1,  v.  27.)  Again,  "God 
caused  a  deep  sleep  to   fall  upon  Adam 


(must  have  been  morphine  then  in  use) 
and  He  (God)  took  one  of  Adam's  ribs 
iv.  21.)  and  the  rib  which  the  Lord  God 
had  taken  from  man  made  tie  woman." 
iv.  22.)  Here  are  two  radically  differ- 
ent forms  of  creation  of  human  beings. 
Both  cannot  be  true.  The  Roman  Cath- 
olic bible-  reads  thus:  "And  God  created 
man  to  his  own  image;  to  the  image  of 
God  He  created  him;  male  and  female 
He  created  them."  ((Douay  Version  of 
tiie  Bible,  Genesis,  c.  1,  v.  27..)  Again, 
"Then  the  Lord  God  cast  a  deep  sleep 
upon  Adam;  and  when'  he  was  fast 
asleep  He  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and  filled 
up  flesh  fur  it."  "And  the  Lord  God 
built  the  rib  which  He  took  from  Adam 
into  a  woman."'  (Douay  Version  of  the 
Bible,  Genesis  c   2.  v.  21    2>.)

A  Supreme  Court  Judge,  not  long  ago 
asked  me :  "Do  you  know  of  any  man, 
who  once  owned  lands  in  Rh*:>de  Island, 
named  Bonnet?"  The  judge  continued, 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  asking  for 
that  information.  J  searched  first  the 
Colonial  Records  of  Rhode  Island  for 
the  names  of  freemen.  I  found  no  man 
named  Bonnet,  in  the  years  betore  1760. 
There  is  on  Xarragansett  Bay,  in  South 
Kingston,  a  "Point"  named  the  "Bonnet." 
This  is  on  the  maps  of  Rhode  Island, 
made  by  Caleb  Harris  and  engraved  in 
Providence  in  1705.  1  searched  Potter's 
Early  History  of  Xarragansett,  but 
found  no  "Bonnet;"  then  I  searched 
Pones'  Records  also  of  the  Xarragansett 
Country,  and  found  no  "Bonnet."  There- 
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upon  I  wrote  to  Howard  B.  Perry,  ask- 
ing him  whether  a  man  named  Bonnet 
ever  owned  lands  in  South  Kingston. 
or  whether  he  knew  the  origin  of  the 
name  Bonnet  Point.  I  received  this  let- 
ter from  the  Town  Clerk: 

Wakefield,   Nov.  26th,   1913. 
Sidney  S.   Rider,  Esq., 
Providence,   R.   I. 

Dear  Mr.  Rider: — 

In  reply  to  your  letter  as  to  how 
Bonnet  Point  derived  its  name,  would 
say  that  I  think  it  is  from  the  resem- 
hlance  of  either  the  pond  or  the  point 
itself  to  a  bonnet. 

I  do  not  think  there  were  ever  any 
persons  by  the  name  of  Bonnet  here,  al- 
though I  will  give  this  careful  attention 
later  on,  and  write  you  the  result. 

I  enclose  a  sketch  of  Wesquage  Pond, 
taken  from  Waiting's  Map  of  South 
Kingstown,  and  perhaps  you  will  see  the 
resemblance  to  a  bonnet.

In  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  name  of 
the  Bonnet  at  Wesquage  Beach,  would 
say  that  I  do  not  find  the  name  Bonnet 
in  our  indices. 

In  talking  with  Mr.  T.  G.  Hazard,  Jr.. 
he  tells  me  that  he  has  heard  that  the 
name  originated  from  the  "shore  out- 
line resembling  the  bonnet  of  a  ship's 
jib." 

It  was  owned  by  John  Gardner  at  one 
period  and  he  mortgaged  same  in  179G 
while  he  was  a  resident  of  Katskills,  X. 
V'.,  to  Cyprian  Sterry  (merchant)  of 
Providence,  572   acres. 

In  1 7 v> &  John  Gardner  still  resided  in 
Catskills  and  sold  to  Rowland  Brown 
a  part  of  the  farm  bounded  ea-terly  part- 
ly on  Wesquage  pond,  partly  on.  Por.d 
Meadow  aid  partly  on  Gallows  Hill, 
etc.  In  lis;  John  Gardner,  then  of 
South  Kingstown,  leased  to  Robert  Brat- 
tle of  Newport,  boatbuilder,  270  acres; 
probably  tract   sold  to  said  Brown. 

There  is  a  deed  from  Israel  Newton 
to  John  Gardner  of  the  Wesquage  farm 
in  1742.

I  hope  I  have  not  tired  you  with  this 
long  description,  but  I  thought  the  dif- 
ferent facts  brought  out  might  be  of  in- 
terest to  you.

The  words  of  Mr.  Hazard  above  used, 
thus:  "The  shore  outline  resembling  the 
bonnet  of  a  ship's  jib,''  set  me  a  think- 
ing, and  here  is  what  I  found. 

1  tried  first  Scott's  edition  of  Bailey's 
Etymological  English  Dictionary,  Lon- 
don, folio  1764. 

The  word  Bonnet  is  defined,  (1st)  as 
being  a  sort  of  cap,  or  hat,  a  covering 
for  the  head;  (2nd)  In  fortification,  a 
small  work  or  graveling,  composed  of 
two  faces,  having  only  a  breast  work, 
and  no  ditch,  with  two  rows  of  palisades 
ten  or  twelve  feet  distance;  (3rd)  Bon- 
ret  a  Pretre,  in  fortification,  the  priest's 
cap,  an  outwork  which  has  three  salient 
angles  at  the  head;  (4th)  in  ships,  small 


sails  set  upon  the  courses  on  the  mizzen, 
main  sail  and  foresail.  Bailey  gives 
this  sea  phrase:  "The  ship  has  her 
course  and  bonnet  abroad;  which  is  as 
much  as  to  say,  "she  has  the  bonnet 
added  to  her  course." 

Again,  "a  small  defence  work;  a  sal- 
ient angle;  a  part  of.  a  parapet;"  again, 
"'additional  piece  of  canvas  laced  to  the 
foot  of  the  jib;  or,  to  a  Foresail  in  mod- 
erate  winds." 

Buchanan's  New  English  Dictionary. 
London,  1757:  '"A  small  sail  set  on  the 
foresail  and  mainsail  when  they  are  too 
narrow;  a  sort  of  cap." 

Samuel  Johnson's  English  Dictionary, 
S  vo.,  London,  1770:  "In  fortification,  a 
kind  of  little  ravelin  ;  small  sails  set  on 
the  courses,  on  tiie  mizzen,  main-mast, 
and  foresail." 

The  word  ravelin  is  a  French  word 
meaning  works  on,  or  around,  forts,  or 
fortifications,  the  counterscarp  of  a 
ditch  around  a  fort. 

The  earliest  map  on  which  I  found  the 
name  Bonnet  applied  to  land  near  Wes- 
quage  is  that  given  herein,  Harris'  Provi- 
dence, 1795.  There  are  earlier  maps  of 
Rhode  Island  in  the  Sidney  S.  Rider  Col- 
lection; but  these  arc  at  present  inacces- 
sible.

Webster's  International  Dictionary 
for  1870  defines  the  word  Bonnet  as  be- 
ing "A  covering  for  the  head  worn  by 
females."  In  a  subsequent  edition.  1800, 
it  defines  the  word  as  being  "a  cover- 
ing for  the  head  worn  by  women,  usual- 
ly protecting,  more  or  less,  the  back 
and  sides  of  the  head,  but  no  part  of  the 
forehead.  The  shape  of  the  bonnet 
varies  greatly  at  times;  formerly  the 
front  part  projected  and  spread,  out- 
lined like,  the  mouth  of  a  funncll." 

Webster's  Dictionary  of  the  English 
Language  for  1841  has  not  the  word 
bonnet  applied  to  a  head-dress  for  wo- 
men's  wear. 

Richardson's  Dictionary  of  the  Eng- 
lish Language;  1851,  has  the  word  "Bon- 
net," but  not  applied  to  head-dress  for 
women. 

Walker's  Dictionary  of  the  English 
Language,  London,  1819,'  has  no  appli- 
cation of  the  word  bonnet  to  head-dress 
for   women. 

Perry's  Royal  Standard  English  Dic- 
tionary, London.  1798,  a  book,  little,  but 
great,   has   not  the  word, 
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That  settles  the  derivation  of  the 
word  Bonnet  as  applied  to  a  point  of 
land.  It  came  not  from  a  woman's  head- 
dress. It  Had  been  applied  to  lands  of 
forts,  sails,  etc.,  a  great  many  years  be- 
fore a  woman's  bonnet  was  ever  con- 
structed. 


The  fallowing  clipping  is  from  a  cata- 
log of  publications  by  an  English  con- 
cern, who  had  a  shop  in  Xew  York  City. 

"The  previous  series  of  these  volumes 
under  the  editorship  of  Dom  Bede 
Camm,  O.  S.  B..  dealt  with  the  lives  of 
the  martyrs  who  were  beatified  by  Pope 
Leo  XIII  in  1SS6  and  1895,  and  they  car- 
ried the  story  down  to  the  middle  of 
the  year  1583.

James  Bryce  was  Viscdunted  in  Eng- 
land, early  in  January,  1914.  A  New 
York  newspaper  made  the  announcement 

thus:  '"Ex-Ambassador  James  Bryce  has 
a  double  distinction  in  America,  both  as 
an  Ambassador,  and  as  Author."'  As  the 
author  of  the  "American  Common- 
wealth,'" he  is  known  as  one  of  the  great- 
est authorities  on  American  institutions." 
Bryce's  book.  "The  American  Common- 
wealth," was  published  in  London  in 
1SSS.  The  book  was  largely  written  in 
this  country,  for  he  had  the  assistance 
of  twenty-one  ('21)  men,  all  writers,  in 
this  country,  and  of  five  (5)  in  London. 
Two  of  the  literary  men  in  New  York, 
each  wrote  a  chapter,  and  nearly  all  as- 
sistants in  the  United  States,  or  in  Eng- 
land, read  his  proofs,  alterating  and 
changing  them.  Seth  Low  and  Frank 
1.  Coodenow  each  wrote  one  full  chap- 
ter. These  proof  readers  were  largely 
engaged  in  magazine  publication,  and 
selected  by  the  author  as  type  readers 
because  they  were  magazine  writers  and 
would  of  course  "puff  his  book.''  They 
did  so.  This  was  in  1SS9.  I  was  thus  led 
into  an  examination  of  its  construction. 


My  conclusions  were  printed  in  the 
Xew  York  "Nation,"  March  V,  LSS9.  1 
reproduced  the  article  in  Book  Notes, 
February  9,  1895.  If  anything  like  the 
proportion  of  errors  exist  in  the  state- 
ment regarding  other  states,  that  exist 
regarding  Rhode  Island,  then  Mr.  Bryce' s 
book  must  be  a  mass  of  historical  non- 
sense. Mr.  Bryce.  instead  of  correcting 
the  errors  exposed  and  existing  in  his 
lirst  edition,  not  only  left  them  stand- 
ing, but  made  additions.  I  reproduce  my 
article  as   above  described. 

Mr.  Bryce  says  (page  47S),  "Even  in 
Rhode  Island,  the  Governor,  though  .cho- 
sen by  the  colony,  was  in  a  sense  respon- 
sible to  the  crown."  Book  Notes  would 
like  to  inquire  in  what  sense:  The  gov- 
ernors cf  Rhode  Lzl~-d  were  no  more 
responsible  to  the  Crown  than  was  every 
other  general  officer;  nut  in  the  slightest 
degree,  nor  in  any  sense. 

On  page  482,  it  is  stated  that  "the  usual 
term  of  a  representative  is  two  years.'' 
This  is  not  the  case  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, arid  it  is  of  Rhode  Island  that  Mr. 
Bryce  is  writing;  representatives  are  el- 
ected annually.  See  Art.  8,  Sec.  1,  Con- 
stitution.

Jt  is  stated  (page  477),  "in  Rhode  Is- 
land   the   governor   was    chosen,    not   as 

now  by  the  people  at  large,  but  by  the 
company  assembled  in  general  court,  a 
body  which  passed  into  the  legislature 
of  the  colony.'' 

See  the  law,  Acts  and  Laws,  1719,  p.  1. 
"All  persons  whatsoever  that  are  inhabi- 
tants within  tin's  colony,  and  admitted 
freemen  of  the  same,  shall,  and  may, 
have  liberty  to  vote  for  the  electing  of 
all  general  officers  in  this  colony.''

This  Trevett  case  was  not 
brought  before  any  one  of  these  special 

1  courts,  but   was  brought  before  the  Sit- 
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preme  Court,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
decided  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction,  as  it 
most  certainly  had  not,  the  jurisdiction 
lying  with  the  special  courts ;  the  Su- 
preme Court  expressly  said  that  it  did 
not  touch  the  constitutional  question.

(page  233):  "It  has  been  frequently 
cited  as  the  first  case  in  which  the 
courts  held  an  act  of  the  legislature  un- 
constitutional and  void  on  the  precise 
grounds  of  conflict  with  the  fundament- 
al law — but  this  seems  to  be  an  error— 
the  point  was  raised  and  argued  and  at- 
tracted much  attention,  but  rhe  action 
was  dismissed  for  want  of  jurisdiction, 
and  the  eonstitutional  question  zvas  not 
dec-idgd''  Mr.  Bryce  should  state  the 
fact  correctly  or  find  some  other  author- 
ity; as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  present  writ- 
er is  his  authority;  for  the  present  writ- 
er wrote  the  article  in  the  Nation  of 
March  7,  188.9,  which  Judge  Elliott  used 
and  quoted,  and  Bryce  quotes  it  from 
Judge  Elliott.  By  this  twisting  around 
I  am  in  fact  cited  in  support  of  a  state- 


ment which  I  had  completely  annihilated. 
Authors  cannot  do  such  things  and  re- 
main reputable. 

Chapter  6  is  given  to  an  account  of 
the  Powers  of  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  In  illustration.  Mr.  Bryce 
cites  the  Rhode  Island  case  in  1S42,  and 
he  claims  for  the  President  the  power 
to  send  militia  from  one  State  to  set 
up  a  State  government  in  another  State. 
Book  Notes  in  its  issue  of  April  13, 
1889,  showed  the  error,  and  showed  just 
what  the  President  did  in  the  case.  Mr. 
Bryce  changed  his  book  thus: 
First  Edition. 

"In  the  Rhode  Island  case  the  Presi- 
dent authorized  the  sending  of  the  mili- 
tia of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut, 
hut  the  Rhode  Island  troops  succeeded 
in  suppressing  the  rebellion." — (page  51, 
vol.  1.) 

Latest  Edition. 

"In  the  Rhode  Island  case  the  Presi- 
dent authorized  the  employment  of  the 
militia  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut 
but  the  Rhode  Island  troops  succeeded 
in  suppressing  the  rebellion."— (page  55, 
vol.    1.) 

This  is  a  distinction  without  a  dif- 
ference.   No    such   power   as    Mr.    Bryce 
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states,  exists  in  any  officer.  State  or 
Federal,  in  tin's  country,  nor  did  it  ever 
exist;  it  is  not  becoming  in  a  book  of 
this  character  to  keep  on  repeating  it. 

Roger  Williams  planted  Rhode  Island 
upon  political  principles,  which  resulted 
ultimately  in  a  State,  resting  upon  Soul 
Liberty  inevitably  fixed  in  the  individual. 
Nothing  like  it  had  ever  before  existed 
in  the  world.  Today,  every  State  in 
America  rests  upon  these  principles 
which  Roger  Williams  planted  here  in 
Rhode  Island.  Not  even  the  name  "Rog- 
er Williams"  exists  in  Mr.  Bryce's  book; 
the  work  of  himself,  and  twenty-six  oth- 
er writers;  one  of  whom  was  Theodore 
Roosevelt.

There  came  to  me  not  long  'ago  a  beau- 
tiful little  book  bearing  the  following 
title,  "One  Hundred  Years  of  Banking 
in  Westerly,"  It  is  the  story  of  the  cre- 
ation and  formation  of  the  "Washington 
Bank"  by  the  charter,  enacted  by  the 
Rhode  Island  General  Assembly,  in  June, 
A.  D.  1800.  This  Bank  was  the  third 
created  by  the  General  Assembly.  The 
Providence,  was  the  first  to  be  char- 
tered, it  was  in  Providence  in  1791;  the 
second  was  the  "Bank  of  Rhode  Island,," 
established  at  Newport  in  1795;  and  the 
"Westerly,"  came  in  1800,  the  third  in 
Rhode  Island.  In  1865,  it  surrendered 
its  charter  and  became  the  Washington 
National  Bank.  In  1904,  this  National 
Bank  absorbed  the  Westerly  Savings 
Bank  and  became  the  "Washington  Trust 
Company";  and  so  it  still  remains.  A 
brief  narrative  is  given  of  the  personal 
government,  by  Westerly  men,  of  these 
forms  of  the  Bank;  and  some  account 
of  them   is  given. 

The  beautiful  little  book  is  nearly 
quarto  in  form,  and  nearly  5  by  6  inches 
in  size.  It  has  thirty-five  printed  pages; 
and  twenty-one  portraits  of  men  holding 
official  positions  in  the  bank  under  its' 
three  organizations.  Three  of  the  por- 
traits are  Nathan  F.  Dixon's,  Father.

Babcock,  who  became  a  director  in  1872. 
of  the  Washington  National  Bank.  Last 
comes  Albert  L.  Chester,  President  of 
the  Washington  National  Bank  and  the 
Westerly  Savings  Bank,  1898-1904;  and 
President  of  the  Washington  Trust 
Company.  No  Bank  in  Rhode  Island  can 
tell  a  more  truthful,  nor  stronger  story. 
Mere  it  is,  ''The  Washington  Bank''  as 
a  "State  Bank;"'  as  a  '"National  Bank"  or 
as  a  "Trust  Company,"  has  with  absolute 
stability,  successfully  passed  through 
every  financial  crisis  since  the  .  Bank's 
foundation  A.  D.  1800.  Its  action  in  the 
Panic  of  1907  is  typical  of  the  Bank's 
position  from  the  start.  In  the  recent 
panic  the  Washington  Trust  Company, 
nee,  only  did  not  resort  to  Clearing 
House  certificates  of  any  form,  paying 
cash  on  demand;  and  requiring  no  notice 
from  depositors  wishing  to  draw  money 
from  the  savings  department.  It  is  in- 
deed a  fine  un-panicky  history.  The 
beautiful  little  book  contains  nine  other 
illustrations,  of  real  historic  interest. 
Two  represent  the  Building  in  which 
the  Bank  dwells,  one  is  dated  1836;  the 
other  1S5G;  two  are  inside  illustrations; 
and  one  is  Paul  Rhodes'  Tavern  in 
which  the  Bank  dwelt  for  thirty-six 
years  before  the  erection  of  the  building 
in  which  the  Bank  now  is,    In  L*30,  the 
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stockholders  voted  that  a  "Committee 
should  build  a  Building,  the  exterior  ar- 
checilure  of  which  should  bo  as 
nearly  as  possible  like  the  Athenian 
j\irtiicnon:" .  . .

Athens."  and  the  Bank  people  called  it 
the  "Little  Greek  Temple."  A.  question 
arises  here  which  1  will  discus-.  The 
Westerh  Bank  Building. was  directed  m 
"be  as  nearly  as  possible  like  the  Athen- 
ian Parthenon."  Concerning  the  Brown 
University  similar  building;  the  former 
Librarian  of  the  Brown  University  Li- 
brary. Reuben  A.  Guild  thus  describes  it: 
"It  is  an  exact  model  of  the  Temple  of 
Diana- Propyleae,  in  Eleusis,  being  just 
twice  the  size  of  the  original."  (Guild's 
History   of    Brown    University,    p.    2G8.) 


The  very  brief  description  which  Mr. 
Guild  gave  was  taken  from  a  work  entit- 
led the  Unedited  Antiquities  of  Attica 
(Greece)  comprising  the  Architectural 
Remains  of  Eleusis,  Rhamnus,  and 
Th  tricus,  by  the  Dilettanti  Society. 
Folio,  London.  1817.  I  have  not  been 
able  to  hnd  this  book;  but  in  another 
book  1  hud  this:  "Upon  approaching 
Eleusis.  fr.au  Athens,  the  first  conspicu- 
ous object  is  the  remains,  of  a  propy- 
leaeum,  of  very  nearly  the  same  place  and 
dimensions  as  that  of  the  Acropolis  of 
Alliens.  Cut  in  the  Rock  are  the  ruins 
of  a  small  temple  40  feet  long  and  20 
feet  broad,  which  was  undoubtedly  the 
temple  of  Artemis  Propylaea."  (  Smith's 
Die.  Greek  and.  Roman  Geography,  v.  1. 

Eleusis  was  a  small  city,  of  Attica 
(Greece),  fourteen  miles  north-west  of 
Athens.  The  word  Propyleae  is  defined 
as   being   the   entrance  to   a  temple;    the 

great  temple  at  Eleusis.  had  two  sets  of 
Propyleae,  the  smaller  forming  the  en- 
trance, to  the  inner  enclosure,  and  the 
greater  of  the  two,  of  the  outer  entrance. 
The   latter,   here  mentioned   was   an   ex- 
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act  copy  of  the  Athenian  propylaea, 
which  with  the  entrance  to  the  Partners 
on,  which  had  been  built,  in  repair,  or 
reconstruction  of  the  Acropolis  at  { 
Athens,  (Smith's  Creek  Antiquities, 
1)63.)  These  two  specimens  of  Greek 
Architecture  are  to-day  considered  the 
finest  architectural  work  existing  on  this 
globe,  It  is  certainly  a  remarkable  fact 
that  there  how  exists  in  Rhode  Island, 
correct  and  splendid  buildings,  exact 
copies  of  each  of  the  Greek  originals—* 
ore  among  the  Brown  University  Build- 
ings; the  other  at  Westerly.  Finally, 
among  the  illustrations  arc  four  Bank 
Hills,  one  issued  in  1814;  one  in  1824;  i 
ore  in  1847;  and  one  in  1S52.  The  faces 
of  some  Of  them  are  still  familiar  to  me.

Ever  since  the  name  of  William  J. 
Bryan  came  under  the  observance  of 
political  parties,  the  Republican  news- 
papers have  damned  him  to  everlasting  in- 
famy. This  has  been  continued  since  he 
became  Secretary  of  State.  Ten  or 
twelve  days  ago,  a  Xew  York  newspaper 
published  a  letter  apparently  written  by 
Wood  row  Wilson,  in  which  Wilson 
called  certain  meetings,  to  do  certain 
things.  The  newspapers  said  that  Wil- 
son bad  kept  back  these  matters,  until 
Bryan,  the  Secretary  of  State  bad  left 
Washington  to  be  gone  a  week  or  ten 
days.  This  was  pointed  out  as  Wilson's 
distrust  of  Bryan.  This  next  letter  is 
so  great,  so  good  and  so  true,  that  I 
print  the  whole  verbatim. 
White  House. 
Washington,  Feb.  5,  1914. 

My   Dear   Mr.   Marbury:   I   have   vour 
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letter  of  Jan.  30.  *  *  *  With  re- 
gard to  the  question  of  canal  tolls,  my 
Opinion  is  very  clear.  The.  exemption 
eonstitutes  a  very  mistaken  policy'  from 
every  point  of  view.  It  is  economically 
unjust;  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  benefits 
for  the  -present,  at  any  rate,  only  a 
monopoly,  and  it  seems  to  me  in  clear 
violation  of  the  terms  of  the  1 1  ay- 
Paunccfotte  treaty. 

There  is,  of  course,  much  honest  dif- 
ference of  opinion  as  to  the  la.^t  point, 
as  there  is,  no  doubt,  as  to  the  others ; 
but  it  is  at  least  debateable,  and  if  the 
promises  we  make  in  such  matters  are 
debateable,  1  for  one  do  not  care  to  de- 
bate them.  I  think  the  country  would 
prefer  to  let  no  question  arise  as  to  its 
whole-hearted  purpose  to  redeem  its 
promises  in  the  light  of  any  reasonable 
construction  of  them  rather  than  debate 
a  point  of  honor. 

Your  reference  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  shows  how  comprehensively  you 
have  looked  on  during  the  last  few 
months.  Not  only  have  Mr.  Bryan's 
character,  his  justice,  his  sincerity,  his 
transparent  integrity,  his  Christian  prin- 
ciple, made  a   deep  impression  upon   all 


with  whom  he  has  dealt;  but  his  tact  in 
dealing  with  men  of  many  sorts,  his 
capacity  for  business,  his  mastery  of  the 
principles  of  each  matter  he  has  been 
called  upon  to  deal  with,  have  cleared 
away  many  a  difficulty,  and  have  given  to 
the  policy  of  the  State  Department  a  dc- 
finiteness  and  dignity  that  are  very  ad- 
mirable. 

I  need  not  say  what  pleasure  and  profit 
I,  myself,  have  taken  from  close  asso- 
ciation with  Mr.  Bryan  or  how  thor- 
oughly he  has  seemed  to  all  of  us  who 
are  associated  with  him  here  to  deserve 
not  only  our  confidence  but  our  affec- 
tionate admiration

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The  History  of  the  Construction  of 
two  Bronze  Statues  os  Roger  Wil- 
liams by  Rhode  Island  in  Years 
1*71 -187  7,  both  bv  franklin  slm- 
mons  of  Maine.  He  Died  at  Rome 
Dec.  8,  1913. 


In  the  year  1868  rh^r^  dwelt  upon  a 
held  of  lands,  now  known  as  "Roger 
Williams  Park,"an  elderly  lady  named 
"Betsey  Williams."  On  the  21st  of  Aug- 
ust of  that  year  she  gave  those  lands  up- 
on which  she  dwelt  to  the  City  of  Provi- 
dence to  be  kept  intact  for  all  time  to 
come ;  and  that  upon  it  "the  said  city 
shall  erect  a  monument  to  the  memory  of 
Roger  Williams."  (Ceremonies  at  the  un- 
veiling of  the  monument  to  Roger  Wil- 
lia,  1877,  p.  6.)  Four  years  later  the 
Providence  city  council  by  a  resolution, 
of  date,  February  12,  1S72,  accepted  the 
bequest  and  forthwith  began  to  plan  the 
erection  of  a  statue  to  Roger  Williams 
that  should  far  exceed  the  modest  re- 
quirements of  the  testatrix  (which  sum 
was  five  hundred  dollars)  and  which 
should  be  worthy  of  the  subject  and  the 
place.  Various  committees  were  appoint- 
ed during  the  four  years  to  carry  out 
this  design,  and  many  plans  were  exam- 
ined resulting  in  the  acceptance  of  those 
presented  by  Mr.  Franklin  Simmons  of 
Rome.  (Ceremonies  of  the  unveiling, 
p.  8.)  The  order  was  given  to  Sim- 
mons on  the  12th  of  February,  1872, 
Afier  many  delays,  it  readied  Provi- 
dence, and  was  dedicated  on  the  16th  of 
October,  1S77. 

'"The  monument  from  its  base  is  twen- 
ty-even feet  in  height;  the  statue  of 
Roger  Williams  seven  and  a  half   feet, 


and  that  of  "History"-  six  and  a  half 
feet  in  height ;  they  were  modelled  in 
Rome,  in  the  studio  of  Mr.  Simmons; 
cast  in  bronze  of  a  peculiar,  brilliant 
color  in  Munich."  (Ceremonies  of  the 
unveiling,  p.  11.)  The  contract,  as 
above  stated,  was  made  with  Simmons 
on  the  1.2th  of  February,  1872.  N.  year 
and  eight  months  later,  on  the  17th  of 
December  an  anonymous  communication 
scigned  "Civis"  was  printed  in  the  Prov- 
ider cq  Journal  stating  that  an  order  had 
been  given  to  Franklin  Simmons  to  "or- 
nament zyith  a  group  of  statuary  Roger 
iVittialns  Park.'''  This  note  is  rank  fic- 
tion; no  such  order  appears  in  the  ac- 
counts printed  by  the  City  Council.  But 
it  had  a  secret  purpose,  which  will  ap- 
pear as  I  proceed.  The  Providence  Jour- 
nal of  the  13th  of  October,  1877.  con- 
tains a  local  item  announcing  the  arrival 
and  erection,  of  the  statue.  It  had  been 
four  years  in  construction.  On  the  16th 
of  October,  the  dedication  took  place. 
Professor  J.  Lewis  Diman  delivered  the 
oration.  The  monument  was  unveiled 
by  the  supposed  sculptor,  Mr.  Franklin 
Simmons,  of  Rome.  The  Providence 
Journal  also  printed  on  that  same  day 
what  appeared  to  be  a  letter  to  the  Edi- 
tor, but  it  had  no  signature,  nor  place 
for  a  signature.  I  will  reproduce  it 
entire:  "To  the  Editor,  converning  the 
Roger  Williams  monument — Among  the 
objects  of  interest  in  one  of  the  win- 
'dows  of  your  office  there  have  been  dis- 
played for  a  few  days  past  photographs 
of  the  monument  erected  at  Milan  , Italy, 
to  the  late  Count  Cavour;  and  of  the 
monument  just  erected  in  this  city  to 
Roger  Williams;  as  a  hasty  comparison 
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of  the  two  is  liahle  to  leave  the  impres- 
sion that  the  design  of  the  latter  was 
derived  from  the  former,  will  you  allow 
me  to  suggest,  1st,  that  the  merit  of  a 
work  of  art  is  by  no  means  to  be  meas- 
ured  bv   the   decree   to   which   it   differs 


from    all    former    works. 


The    worst 


equestrian  statue  in  this  country,  that  of 
General  Jackson,  at  Washington,  is  the 
most  decidedly  original,  while  the  admir- 
able equestrian  statue  of  Washington  in 
the  Boston  Public  Gardens,  follows  in 
its  general  design  the  statue  of  Marcus 
Aurelius  of  Rome,  :2nd,  that  while  the 
monument  to  Count  Cavour  and  the 
monument  of  Roger  Williams  resemble 
each  other  in  genera!  composition,  they 
are  wholly  unlike  in  detail.  The  most 
important  feature  of  the  latter  is 
throughout  a  carefully  prepared  design. 
In  the  composition  of  this  figure  is  the 
principal  merit  of  the  work.  3rd.  That 
so  far  as  the  two  monuments  differ  in 
composition  it  is  certainly  not  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  one  erected  here. 
Both  are  unquestionably  fine:  and  it  is 
certainly  no  small  matter  of  congratu- 
lation that  we  have  city  work  of  art 
which    will    bear    comparison    with    the 


monument  of  one  of  the  finest  cities  in 
Europe  by  a  grateful  nation  to  commem- 
orate  the   liberator  of   Italy." 

There  was  no  name  here  of  the  writer. 

The  reasoning  of  that  paper  is  sheer 
nonsense.  Why  should  the  monu- 
ment of  Cavour  and  the  monument  of 
Roger  Williams  resemble  each  other. 
Williams  died  in  ins;;;  Cavour  died  in 
1-861.  The  Williams  monument  was  cop- 
ied from  Cavour's ;  why  should  it  not 
resemble  its  original?  How  could  they 
b:  wholly  unlike  in   detail. 

Editorially  the  Editor  of  the  Journal 
took  no  hand  in  this  discussicai.  But  he 
exhibited  the  two  photographs.  Williams 
and  Cavour,  a  fortnight  in  their  West- 
minster street  window.  All  men  and 
women  of  education  were  discussing 
them  every  day.  Frfanklin  Simmons 
got  his  money  at  once,  $19,500.00  in  gold. 
Gold  was  on  that  day  $102.75.  He,  nor 
I,  ever  saw7  each  other  again;  he  had 
been  a  constant  visitor  at  my  Book  Shop 
and  I  knew  him  well. 

The  statue  in  the  capital  at  Washing- 
ton was  made  before  the  statue  at  the 
Roger  Williams  Park  was  made.  Gov. 
Padelford,  at  the  January  session,  1371, 
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of  the   General  Assembly  informed  the 

members  "that  the  statue  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams which  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Franklin  Simmons;  it  is  not  yet  finished, 
nor  have  1  heard  from  the  artist  when 
ii  will  be  finished."  Mr.  Simmons  was 
(lien  at  Rome.  (January  session,  1871, 
p.  1-3  of  the  Message.)  At  the  next  Jan- 
uary session,  the  Governor's  Message, 
1872,  p.  S,  says:  "During  the  past  year 
the    marble    statue    of    Roger    Williams 


ordered  by  the  state  has  been  received 
from  Italy  and  placed  in  the  hall  desig- 
nated by  Congress  to  receive  it.  It  was 
executed  by  Mr.  Franklin  Simmons,  un- 
der a  contract  with  the  state,  and  has 
been  pronounced  a  beautiful  work.  Al- 
though an  ideal  portrait,  it  possesses 
all  the  characteristics  for  which  the 
Founder  of  the  State  is  so  famous.''  The 
Count  Cavour  is  not  mentioned;  nor 
have  I  yet  found  the  price  paid  for  it. 
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For  the  first  time  in  literature  the  trickery  of  the  Cavour-Simmons- 
Williams  work  has  been  exposed. 
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That  stutl  called  "Religion,"  played 
upon  mankind  for  the  last  thirteen  hun- 
dred years,  will  be  — in  use — wiped  out 
of  existence,  and  never  hereafter  toler- 
ated. Just  at  present  men  who  wish  to 
preach  are  punching  all  men  who 
wish  to  listen  to  lies  no  longer.  The 
Aked  attair,  in  San  Francisco,  at  the 
First  Cc>ngregational  Church,  is  a  line 
illustration  of  what  is  coming.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Aked  signed  a  statement  that  "sensa- 
tional reporting  started  the  nation  wide- 
controversy  over  his  alleged  heretical 
pronouncement  regarding  the  miraculous 
birth  of  Christ,  and  that  persons  who 
cannot  distinguish  between  the  birth  of  a 
woman  and  the  birth  of  her  own  son 
are  not  those  to  whom  philosophical,  thc- 
o'vL;><  al  oi  critical  ejuestious  should  be 
referred."  The  California  clergyman 
of  Congregational  churches,  joined  in  an 
order  to  Dr.  Aked  to  resign  his  pastorate 
at  once.  But  the  members  of  the  .First 
Congregational  Church  in  San  Francis- 
co, at  once  called  a  meeting  and  voted, 
2T0  versus  19  members,  that  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  Aked  would  not  be  accepted. 
All  these  things  go  to  show  that  men 
nor   women   will  no  longer  tolerate  the 


preaching  of  things  false  to  human  rea- 
son. The  learned  scholar  closed  with 
this:  "'.My  critics  themselves  could  not 
have  broken  into  the  front  page  of 
the  daily  newspapers  with  an  axe. 
In  itself  the  whole  business  is 
trivial.  It  is  not  big  enough  to  be  called 
a  tempest.  It  is  only  a  hurricane  in  a 
"demi-tasse."  My  learned  friend,  the 
Providence  Journal,  printed  this  last 
paragraph,  but  it  played  not  with  fact, 
but  this  Demi-tasse,  means  a  tempest 
in  a  teapot.

Men  and  wo- 
men  have  tried  it.  but  all  have  tailed, 
and  according  to  statistics  there  are 
more  people  in  the  underworld  than  ev- 
er before.  The  worst  part  of  the  un- 
derworld is  the  gangsters.  To  wipe  out 
the  gangs  and  their  leaders  is  most  es- 
sential. Criminals  are  not  horn,  they  are 
made,  pang  leaders  are  generally  de- 
forfrsed  in  body  and  are  nearly  always 
graduates  of  reform  schools.'' 

Speaking    of    the    Rosenthal    case,    he  | 
said:   "When   i   surrendered.    T   expected  ! 
all  the  thugs  and  influence  of  the  under-  j 
world  to  come  to  my  support.     As  I  sat 
day   after   day   in   the   Tombs    I   realized 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  friendship 
in    the    underworld,    and    that    when    the 
h  )ur  of  death  comes  a  man  must  stand 
alone." 

Are  you  and  I  living  in  the  "Under- 
world?" Is  it  a  place  where   the  Divine 


Law  does  not,  or  cannot  reach;  and  is 
it  true  that  "gangsters''  cannot  be  hand- 
led by  our  American  nation?  The  time 
has  come  to  u>c  the  chopping  block  and 
the  axe  of  the  executioner  brought  ii  - 
to  use.

Ambrose  Kennedy,  Rhode  Island's  first 
'i  bird  Representative  in  Congress,  print- 
ed a  speech,  which  had  never  been  spok- 
en, upholding  absolutely  free  immigra- 
tion, and  Mayor  Gainor  and  other  men 
met  here,  in  Providence,  at  Fay's  Hall, 
and  made  speeches.  Mayor  Gainer  said 
he  did  not  see  why  the  inability  to  write 
certain  sentences  should  L>ai  a  peison, 
otherwise  eligible,  from  entering  this 
country,  where  he  might  obtain  the  ad- 
vantages denied  him  in  his  own  country. 


Ex-United  States  Senator  John  C. 
Spooner  of  Wisconsin  bitterly  attacked 
the  policies  of  the  Wilson  Administra- 
tion regarding  so-called  "Big  business."

In  the  year  1909,  the  Preston  & 
Rounds  Company,  published  a  beau- 
tifully primed  historical  volume  bear- 
ing this  title:  "Sir  Henry  Vane,  Jr., 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and 
Friend  of  Roger  Williams  and  Rhode 
Island,"  by  Henry  Melville  King, 
Pastor  Emeritus  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Providence. 

Rhode  Island  historical  literature 
concerning  Roger  Williams  has  been 
largely  deficient  in  giving  us  this  in- 
teresting material.  The  Reverend 
gentleman,  Dr.  King,  has  covered  the 
ground  well,  and  the  first  time  it  has 
been  thus  gathered.  He  has  searched 
five  biographies,  to  wit:  Knowles' 
Gammell.  Elton,  Straus  and  Carpen- 
ter; three  histories  to  wit:  Arnold's, 
Weeden's  and  Richman's;  also  the  let- 
ters of  Roger  Williams,  V.  6,  Narr. 
Club.  But  that  which  now  gives  me 
the  greatest  pleasure  is  this:  On  page 
120,  the  learned  clergyman  has  stated 
that  Williams  published  at  this  time 
another  purely  religious  book  called 
"Experiments  of  Spiritual  Life," 
which  Lady  Vane  permitted  him  to 
dedicate  to  herself.  The  first  religious 
book  referred  to  by  Dr.  King  was  the 
"Bloody  Tenents,"  (p.  119).  It  was 
printed  in  London  in  1644.  The  "Ex- 
periments     of      Spiritual      Life'     and 


Health"    was    printed    in    London    in 
1652. 

Roger  Williams  first  knew  Henry 
Vane  in  1636.  He  was  not  a  "Sir"  at 
that  time.  His  father  died  in  1654, 
when  the  son  succeeded  to  the  title. 
Ro°ei  Williams  had  been  tried  and 
banished  from  Massachusetts  in  1634- 
5,  and  left  that  colony  in  1636.  Henry 
Vane  was  at  that  time  twenty-four 
years  old,  and  he  was  Governor  of 
the  Massachusetts  colony.  The  next 
year  Vane  returned  to  England.  In 
1643-4  the  people  dwelling  in  the  land 
which  now  forms  Rhode  Island,  sent 
Roger  Williams  to  London  to  ob- 
tain a  charter.  This  charter  Vane 
helped  Williams  to  obtain  (Knowles 
Memoirs  Roger  Williams,  1S34,  p. 
19S). 

In  1.652,  Roger  Williams  and  John 
Clark  were  sent  to  England  to  save 
the  Colony  of  Providence  Plantations 
from  destruction  by  Coddington  and 
Benedict  Arnold.  Sir  Henry  Vane 
helped  them;  "they  had  many  op- 
posers,  but  they  found  a  steady  and 
powerful  friend  in  Sir  Henry  Vane" 
(Knowles  Roger  Williams  Memoirs, 
p.  258).  "If  Vane  encouraged  the 
antiriornians  in  Xew  England,  it  can- 
not be  said  of  him  that  he  discouraged 
any  other  religious  party  or  creed,  for 
no  man  was  ever  more  tolerant  in 
religious  matters"  (Cunningham's 
Lives  of  Illustrious  Englishmen,  v.  2, 
p.  451).  "It  was  not  price  nor  money 
that  could  have  purchased  Rhode  Is- 
land; it  v  as  obtained  by  love;  by  the 
love  and  favor  which  that  honorable 
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gentleman,  Sir  Plenry  Vane,  and  my- 
self (Williams)  had  with  that  great 
Sachem  Mitantinomi;  it  was  upon 
his  exertions,  aided  by  the  honored 
name  of  Sir  Henry  Yane,  that  the 
grant  of  Rhode  Island  was  first  ob- 
tained." (GammeH's  life  of  Roger 
Williams,  pp.  100-101).  "Under  God, 
the  sheet  anchor  of  our  ship  is  Sir 
Henry,  who  will  do  as  the  eye  of  God 
leads  him;  and  he  faithfully  promised 
me  that  lie  would  observe  the  motion 
of  our  New  England  business  while 
I  staid  some  ten  weeks  with  his  Lady 
in  Linconshire."  (Letters  of  Roger 
Williams.  NarraganscU  Club  edition, 
V.  6,  p.  255). 

I  must  return  a  moment  to  the  Rev- 
erend Doctor  King's  excellent  book, 
which  I  first  mentioned,  "Experi- 
ments of  Spiritual  Life  and  Health, 
and  their  Preservation,  in  which  the 
weakest  child  of  God  may  get  assur- 
ance of  Ins  Spiritual  Life  and  Blessed- 
ness and  the  strongest  may  find  pro- 
portionable discoveries  of  his  Chris- 
tian growth,  and  the  means  of  it,"  by 
Roger  Williams,     of     Providence,     in 


Xew  England,  sm,  4to.,  London, 
printed  in  the  second  month,  1652. 
Reprinted  by  Sidney  Smith  Rider,  in 
4to.,  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  twelfth 
month,  1SG3. 

It    was    in    the    early   springtime    of 
1S62  that  j.  Hammond  Trumbull  came 
to  my  Book  Shop  from  Hartford  up- 
on a  matter  of  business,  which  he  did 
j    not  at  first  explain.    He  was  the  most 
j    profound  scholar  of  the   Pequot,  Mo- 


hawk,   Xiantic    and    Xarragansett    In- 
dian languages  who  has  yet  lived. 

John  Carter  Brown  was  then  liv- 
ing, and  John  R.  Bartlett  was  his 
chief  literary  friend  and  co-operator. 
It  was  a  strange  fact  that  Mr.  Brown 
had  six  copies  of  "A  Key  into  the 
Language  of  America,  or  an  Help  to 
the  Language  of  the  Natives,"  by 
Roger  Williams,  of  Providence,  in 
Xew  England,  London,  printed  by 
Gregory  Dexter,  1643.  The  exchange 
was  made  i  my  Book  Shop — not  a 
word  spoken;  the  books  were  pocket- 
ed. The  desire  of  his  (Trumbull's)  life 
had  been  accomplished.  It  was  to  get  a 
copy  of  the   original  edition   of  this  In- 
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dian  Key.  My  friend  Trumbull  had  ob- 
tained a  copy  of  a  hook  by  Roger 
Williams  which  nobody  then  exist- 
ing had  been  able  to  find,  or  to  see. 
It  was  unique.  A  copy  of  the  original 
edition  of  "Experiments  of  Spiritual 
Life  and  Health,"  by  Roger  Williams. 
It  is  now  beautifully  bound  and  in  the 
John  Carter  Brown  Library. 

I    come    now    to    the    republication    oi 
a  beautiful  Epistle  Dedicatoire. 
To    the    truly   Honorable   the 
Lady  Vane  the  Younger. 
Madam, 

Your  favorable,  and  Christian  re- 
spects to  me  (both  of  former  and  lat- 
ter date)  your  Godly  and  Christian 
Letters  to  me,  so  man}-  thousand 
miles  distant  in  America:  And  your 
many  gracious  Demonstrations  or  an 
humble  and  Christian  Spirit  breathing 
in  you;  are  a  three  fold  Cord  which 
have  drawn  these  lines  into  your 
presence. 

While  I  have  sometimes  mused  how 
to  express  a  Christian  gratitude,  I 
am  at  last  perswaded  to  crave  your 
Ladyships  acceptance  of  these  poore 
Experiments  of  each  true  Christians 
personall  union,  and  communion  with 
the   Father  of   Spirits. 

It  is  true,  I  have  been  sometimes 
prest  to  engage  in  controversies,  but 
I  can  really  and  uprightly  say,  my 
Witn.es  is  on  high,  how  harsh  and 
doleful  the  touch  of  those  strings  are, 
especially,  against  such-  Worthies 
both  in  old  and  new-England,  in 
whom  I  joyfully  before  the  world 
acknowledge  (in  many  heavenly  re- 
spects) a  lively  character  and  Image 
of  the  Son  of  God.  This  broken 
piece,  is  a  breath  of  a  still  and  gentle 
voice,  none  but  the  God  of  this  world, 
and  the  men  of  this  world,  can  I 
lightly  (at  this  turne)  expect  my  op- 
posites. 

At  other  times  I  have  been  clrawne 
to  consider  of  the  little  flock  of  Jesus, 
his  Army,  his  bod}-,  his  building,  that 
for  these  many  hundred  years  have 
been   scattered,  routed  and  laid  wast 


and  desolate:  At  present,  I  oncly 
examine  who  are  the  personall  and 
particular  Sheep  of  Jesus  Christ,  his 
Souldiers,  his  living  materials,  though 
scattered,  divided,  and  not  compos'd 
and   ordered   at   their   souls    desire. 

I  confess  (Madam)  it  was  but  a 
private  and  sudden  discourse,  sent  in 
private  to  my  poor  Companion  and 
Yoak-fellow,  occasioned  by  a  sudden 
sickness  threatening  death,  into 
which,  and  from  which  it  pleased  the 
Lord  most  graciously  to  cast  and 
raise  her. 

The  forme  and  stile  I  know-  will 
seem  to  tins  resined  age,  too  rude  and 
barbarous:  And  the  truth  is,  the 
most  of  it  was  penn'd  and  writ  (so 
as  seldom  or  never  such  discourses 
were)  in  the  thickest  of  the  naked 
Indians  of  America,  in  their  very 
wild  houses,  and  by  their  barbarous 
fires;  when  the  Lord  was  pleased  this 
last  year  (more  than  ordinarily)  to 
dispose  of  my  abode  and  travel! 
amongst  them.  And  yet,  is  the  Lan- 
guage plaine?  it  is  the  liker  Christs: 
Is  the  composure  rude?  such  was  his 
outward  Beauty:  Are  the  tryals 
(seemingly)  too  close?  such  is  the 
two  edged  Sword  of  his  most  holy 
Spirit,  which  pierceth  between  the 
every  Soul  and  Spirit,  and  bringeth 
thought  into  the  obedience  of  Christ 
Jesus. 

Amongst  the  many  Crowns  of  mer- 
cy (Madam)  which  it  hath  pleased  the 
Father  of  mercies  to  crowne  your 
soul  with,  as  David  speaks  of  his, 
Psal.  103.  there  are  two  which  jus  try 
challenge  (and  your  Ladyship  I  know- 
doth  humbly  acknowledge  them)  to 
be  the  fairest. 

The  first,  That  he  himself  most 
high,  most  holy,  (who  makes  his  com- 
mon choree,  the  poor,  Jam.  2.  and 
chooseth  few  Lords,  lew  Knights,  few 
Ladies,  (few  wise,  few  noble,  few 
mighty;  hath  freely  chosen  you 
Madam,  in  so  gracious  and  blessed  a 
measure,  to  desire  to  feare  his  Name.

nesse  of  his,  the  Lady  Vane  in  Q.  Maries 
dayes;  how  hath  it  pleased  his  wisedom 
and  goodnesse,  to  remember  and  to  hon- 
our that  Name,  both  in  your  Lady- 
ship and  so  many  otherways,  with  so 
many  loving  kindnesses   at   this   day? 

My  humble  cry  (Madam)  to  the 
Lord  shall  never  cease,  those  all  those 
your  many  obligations  of  both  tem- 
poral! and  eternall  mercies,  may  (like 
chaines  of  Adamant)  draw  and  bind 
your  precious  Soul  more  and  more  to 
resolve  (by  his  grace  assisting)  to 
make  his  name  great,  who  hath  made 
your  so  and  so  to  love  his  Name,  his 
Son,  his  bpuot,  his  l.ru.tn,  his  Child-

Wright's  Provincial  Diction- 
ary defines  "Yoak-fellow"  as  a  "Two 
Pail  Milk  Fellow."  In  the  years  pre- 
ceding the  word  was  written  "Yoke" 
and  meant  a   wife.

Lord  Wimborne  held  many  important 
offices  in  Great  Britain  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  many  clubs.  His  estate  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  largest  in  England 
and  contains  83,000  acres.

Lord  Ashby  St.  Ledgers,  is  his  heir.

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The  other  day,  in  looking  over  an  old 
map  of  New  York  State,  I  came  across 
I'his  name,  Brainard's  Bridge  Mail;  Nas- 
sau, a  Town;  Rensselaer,  a  County;  New 
York,  a  State;  then  I  saw  a  name  Nas- 
sau Manufacturing  company.  This  bridge

belonged  to 


a  man  named  Gershom  Turner.  Who 
had  bought  four  estates,  of  Stephen  Van 
Rensselaer's  debtors  under  the  Van  Ren- 
sselaer land  outrages.  One  of  these  Tur- 
ner estates  was  at  the  west  end  of  the 
bridge;  in  that  house  Turner  dwelt;  and 
at  the  east  end  stood  his  mills  for  weav- 
ing cloth.  At  that  end  of  the  long  bridge 
was  a  toll  gate.  I  am  sleeping,  winter 
nights,  under  a  beautiful  blue  bed-quilt 
woven  in  this  Turner  mill  before  1813. 
There  was  a  boy  born  in  Turner's  home 
m  1S33;  they  named  the  boy  Sidney  S. 
Rider,  the  S.  stood  -for  Smith.  So  it 
was,  my  father  was  a  Rider,  but  my 
grandfather  was  a  Turner.  All  were  of 
English  descent:  the  Riders  were  origin- 
ally "men  of  Kent."  Moreover,  my  | 
father  was  a  man  of  brains,  and  he 
hunted  up  mine,  or  hunted  to  find 
whether  I  had  any.  George  Clinton  Rider 
was  his  name.  He  taught  me  to  read, 
and  speak  a  piece.  I  was  five  years  old 
when  I  learned  to  speak,  and  did  speak, 
this  beautiful,  and  so  celebrated,  a  poem. 
1  lere  it  is  : 

"You'd  scarce  expect  one  of  my  age. 
To  speak  in  public  on  the  stage; 
And  if  I  chance  to  fall  below 
Demosthenes  or  Cicero, 
Don't  view  me  with  a  critic's  eye, 
J3ut  pass  my  imperfections  by. 


Large  streams  from  little  fountains  flow; 
Tall  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow; 
And  though  I  now  am  small  and  young, 
Of  judgment  weak,  and  feeble  tongue; 
Yet  all  great,  learned  men,  like  me, 
■Once  learned  to  read  their  A,  B,  C. 
But   why   may  not  Columbia's  soil 
Rear  men  as  great  as  Britain's  Isle; 
Exceed    what    (/.recce    and    Rome    have 

done, 
Or  any  land  beneath  the  sun? 
Mayn't   Massachusetts  boast  as  great 
As  any  other  sister  State? 
Or  where's  the  town,  go  far  or  near, 
That  does  not  find  a  rival  here? 
Or,  where's  the  boy,  but  three  feet  high, 
Who's  made  improvements  more  than  I? 
These     though  s     inspire     my     youthful 

mind 
To  be  the  greatest  of  mankind ; 
Great— not    like    Caesar,    stained    with 

blood, 
But  only  great,  as  I  am  good. 

This  famous  little  poem  was  written 
by  David  Everett,  a  bright,  and  brilliant 
graduate  of  Dartmouth  College  of  New 
Hampshire  in  1795.  In  1707,  a  man  in 
Boston.  Mass..  published  a  book,  under 
this  title,  "The  Columbian  Orator;  con- 
taining a  variety  of  original  and  selected 
pieces;  with  rules  to  improve  youth  in 
the  art  of  eloquence.  The  man's  name 
was  Caleb  Bingham.  Of  this  edition  of 
1707.  I  have  never  seen  a  copy.  But  in 
1S10.  Mr.  Bingham  published  a  new  edi- 
tion. In  this  edition  he  is  described  as 
keeping  a  bookstore  on  Cornhiil,  in  Bos- 
ton. On  page  57  of  this  famous,  and 
most  excellent  book,  you  will  find  Mr. 
Everett's  poem,  which  is  printed  in  it. 
My   father  used  this  copy  at  Plainfield 
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Academy,  then  celebrated,  in  Connecti- 
cut. My  father  died  on  the  second  of 
January,  1843,  at  Pom  fret,  Connecticut, 
and  this  precious  book  became  mine.  It 
was  from  this  excellent  book  that  I  first 
discovered  Socrates  and  read  for  die 
first  time  what  he  said  to  the  Athen- 
ians, "about  God,  and  too  much  love  for 
the  body,  or  for  other  precarious  things, 
like  riches,  and  too  little  regard  for  the 
soul.  I  am  convinced  of  the  existence 
of  God."  (Columbian  Orator,  1810,  pp. 
122-125.) 

There  is  another  thing  in  the  book, 
which  makes  it  of  interest  and  value  to 
us  Rhode  Islanders.  Jonathan  Maxcy 
was  President  of  Rhode  Island  College 
in  1795,  He  preached  a  sermon  on  "The 
Existence  oi  God,  demonstrated  from 
the  works  of  creation."  The  entire  dis- 
course is  printed  in  the  book.  At  the 
end  comes  "The  Dignity  of  Human  Na- 
ture." It  is  an  extract  from  an  oration 
delivered  by  President  Maxcy.  These 
things  are  tempered  to  the  finest  minds 
in  Rhode  Island. 


The  "Journal"  of  May  12th  gives 
us  this  interesting  paper: 

The  petition  asking  the  City  of 
Newport  to  appropriate  $11,610  for 
fuel,  light,  books  of  reference,  free 
hooks  and  stationery,  supplies,  jani- 
tor service  and  incidentals  for  the 
three  parochial  schools  of  the  city 
will  be  presented  to  the  representa- 
tive council  at  its  meeting  this  even- 
ing- 

The  petition  is  that  of  the  pastors 
of  the  three  Catholic  parishes  of  the 
city,  together  with  the  trustees  of 
their  respective  churches,  St.  Mary's, 
St.    Joseph's    and    St.   Augustine's. 

If  this  petition  reaches  the  discus- 
sion stage  on  the  floor  of  the  council 
there  is  ever}"  possibility  of  a  bitter 
fight,  with  the  question  of  creed  as 
the  chief  issue. 

The  matter  was  before  the  finance 
committee,  but  it  has  been  referred' 
to  the  council  without  any  recom- 
mendation, and  it  has  created  con- 
siderable agitation  throughout  the 
city.  It  has  been  the  subject  of  at 
least    one    sermon,    and    the    topic    of 
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many  communications  both  for  and 
against   the   petition. 

Although  the  school  petition  will 
doubtless  be  the  most  widely  discus- 
sed matter  before  the  council,  the 
main  business  is  the  action  to  be 
taken  on  the  report  of  the  finance 
committee,  which  will  submit  the  ten- 
tative budget  made  up  for  the  coun- 
cil, and  calling  in  its  present  form  for 
appropriations  amounting  to  a  little 
over  $814,000. 

There  are  other  things  on  the  doc- 
ket also,  and  from  the  present  out- 
look it  would  seem  impossible  for 
the  council  to  clear  up  all  the  busi- 
ness in  one  night,  unless  the  mem- 
bers   stick   to   it   until   early   morning.

Newport,  March  13. — When  the 
proposition  to  grant  the  parochial 
schools  of  the  city  $11,610  of  the 
city's  money  for  the  support  of  the 
Catholic  schools  was  brought  up  last 
evening  before  the  representative 
council  it  was  laid  upon  the  table,  fol- 
lowing the  reading  of  an  opinion  by 
City  Solicitor  Jeremiah  A.  Sullivan 
that  the  proposition  was  not  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  council  and  that 
action  would  have  to  be  taken  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Both  sides  had  lined  up  for  a  bittei- 
fight  at  the  meeting  and  the  decision 
of  the  city  solicitor  is  believed  to 
have  relieved  one  of  the  most  tense 
situations  ever  faced  by  the  council, 
if  only  for  a  time.  The  supporters  of 
the  proposition  have  indicated  their 
intention  to  take  the  natter  to  the 
legislature.

Here  is  a  fresh  illustration  of  the 
work  of  Gas  Companies  all  over  this 
country,  which  are  swindling  money 
away  from  the  people. 

The  Brooklyn  Gas  Company  of 
New  York  has  agreed  voluntarily 
to  the  suggestion  of  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission  that  it  should  write 
off  $428,428  of  its  excess  capitaliza- 
tion and  amortize  $250,000  of  this  by 
the  provision  of  a  special  fund.  This 
was  hailed  yesterday  as  a  great  vic- 
tory by  the  commission,  for,  although 
the  Brooklyn  Borough  Gas  Com- 
pany is  a  comparatively  small  con- 
cern, its  action,  it  was  said,  showed 
how  the  principle^  which  the  com- 
mission has  been  preaching  had  be- 
gun   to   bear    fruit. 

The  affairs  of  the  Brooklyn 
Borough  Gas  Company  first  came  be- 
fore the  commission  three  years  ago, 
when  complaints  were  made  that  its 
rate  of  $1.05  a  1.000  feet  for  gas  was 
excessive.  This  complaint  was  dis- 
missed, but  when  it  was  renewed  a 
year  later  the  commission  ordered  a 
complete  investigation  of  the  corn- 
pan}-  and  found  that  the  valuation  of 
its  property  was  $450,000  too  high. 
The  commission  thereupon  reduced 
the  price  of  gas  to  95  cents  a  1,000 
feet.

William  Somner  was  born  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  15^8.  ■  He  was 
clerk  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  court  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud,  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show;  and  lie 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State:  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  he  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester^   beneficence    and    charity."      (Dedi- 
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cation  to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauetorated  meant  at  that  time 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  for 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
Charles   the  First.

This  question  has  been  sent  to  me — 
"Why  was  the  College  Charter  pass- 
ed" jn  Mai<ch3  1764,  not  signed  by  the 
Governor  until  October,  1765?" 
First  I  will  make  notes  in  order- 
There  was  printed  in  the  '"Provi- 
dence journal,''  March  1st,  1914,  some 
fragments  of  a  document  called 
"Three  pages  of  the  original  charter 
as  granted  by  the  General  Assembly." 
This  facsimile  in  in  places  illegible. 
This  document  never  became  the 
charter.  It  was  a  draft  for  a  charter, 
but  it  never  became  one.  It  was 
written)  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stiles,  then 
living  at  Newport.  \\  nen  the  busi- 
ness came  to  be  considered,  at  a  suc- 
ceeding session,  the  document  could 
not  be  found — it  had  been  stolen. 
Some  years  later  it  was  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  State's  Office,  and  it  was 
printed  by  John  R.  Bartlett  in  the 
sixth  volume  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Colonial  Records  (in  1861)  pp.  3-S5- 
391.  The  document  was  not  printed 
in  the  original  publication  of  the  Acts 
and  Resolves  in  1764.  As  printed  by 
Bartlett.  in  the  Colonial  Record  of 
1861,  it  is  called  "Incorporation  of 
Brown    University." 

11)  e  late  Reuben  A  Guild,  libra- 
rian of  Brown  University,  published 
three  books  in  which  he  handled 
the  subject;  1st,  of  "Manning  and 
Brown  University,"  1864;  again  "His- 
tory of  Brown  University,  with  illus- 


trative documents."  1867;  again 
"Early  History  of  Brown  University, 
including  the  Life,  Times  and  Corres- 
pondence of  President  Manning,"' 
1750-1791,  published  1897.  There  are 
great-  differences  in  their  booics  con- 
cerning the  charter  work  of  1763. 
1764  and  1765.  Manning  was  a  Pres- 
byterian. Practically  he  founded  a 
Baptist  College.  This  clause  appears 
on  page  4S1  of  Guild's  "Manning  and 
Brown."  "Instead  of  tight,  or  a 
majority  of  Congregationalists  (or 
Presbyterians)  in  the  branch  of  fel- 
lowships according  to  the  original 
agreement,  they  have  inserted  eight 
Baptists,  thus  assuring  a  majority  of 
almost  two-thirds  in  both  branches, 
thereby  absorbing  the  whole  power 
and  government  of  the  College,  and 
thus  by  the  commutability  of  the 
members  make  it  a  party  college, 
more  explicitly  and.  effectually  than 
an}'  college   upon   the   continent." 

This  statement  is  attributed  by  Mr. 
Guild  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stiles.  The 
idea  of  a  College  in  Rhode  Island 
arose  in  the  Presbyterian  Association 
of  Philadelphia.  These  men  sent 
Tames  Manning  to  Newport,  in  a 
ship  bound  for  Halifax.  He  was  to 
see  and  discuss  the  founding  of  a  col- 
lege in  Rhode  Island  with  leading 
men.  The  Philadelphia  men  agreed 
to  the  scheme  and  had  Stiles  draw 
the   charter. 

This  draft  did  not  satisfy  the  Bap- 
tists, and  a  new  draft  was  made  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1764  (Maiming  and  Brown,  p. 
65.)     It  was  a  two  year  job  to  frame

d  charter,  and  find  suitable  men  to  work- 
it. 

Mr.  Guild,  in  his  "History  of  Brown 
University,"  pages  1.3.3  to  139,  repro- 
duces the  charter  as  finally  signed  by 
the  Governor,  Samuel  Ward.  Nearly 
four  years  had  been  passed  in  trying 
to  find  trusty  men  who  were  Baptists 
and  who  could  be  made  "Trustees 
and  Fellows."  In  this  last  document 
the  General  Assembly  gave  the  peo- 
ple "twelve  months"  to  find  the  men. 
Here  is  the  clause,  from  the  Charter 
signed  by  Samuel  Ward,  October 
24,  1765.  Two  lists  of  men  were  giv- 
en.   Then  followed  this  result. 

"Such,  or  so  man}-  of  them  (the 
men  vyhq  entered  into  membership 
within  a  twelve-months  from  the 
date  hereof)  accept  of  this  trust  and 
qualify  themselves  as  hereinafter  di- 
rected, and  their  successors,  shall  be 
forever  hereafter  one  bodjr  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  in  fact,  and  name  to 
be  known  in  law  by  the  name  Trus- 
tees and  Fellows  of  the  College  or 
University  in  the  English  Colony  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tion,   in    New    England,    in    America) 


the  Trustees  and  Fellows  at  any  time 
hereafter  giving  such  more  particular 
name  to  the  College  in  honor  of  the 
greatest  and  most  distinguished  bene- 
factor or  otherwise  as  the}-  shall 
think  proper." 

It  took  a  year  and  seven  months 
before  the  Governor  could  sign  the 
Charter.  It  was  sealed  and  signed  in 
the  24th  October,  1765,  by  Governor 
Samuel  Ward,  in  the  fifth  year  of  the 
reign  of  George  the  Third,  by  the 
Grace  of  God. 

Until  Gov. Ward  signed  the  charter, 
it  had  no  legal  existence;  this  he  did 
on  the  the  24th  of  October,  1765;  that 
was  its  birthday;  its  150th  anniver- 
sary would  seem  to  be  the  24th  Octo- 
ber,  1915. 

Any  one  wishing  more  to  read 
about  the  early  Rhode  Island  settlers 
and  their  religions  are  referred  to 
the  Church  History  of  New  England 
with  a  particular  history  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  in  the  Five  States  of  New 
England,  by  Issac  Backus,  vol.  3  Bos- 
ton, 1796,  pages  47,  49,  and  especially 
pages  222,  223,  224,  225,  etc.  There  are

If  the 
Government  knows  of  any  guilt,  let 
it  send  the  guilty  to  jail,  but  to  do 
that  it  is  not  necessary  to  harry  the 
whole  country  with  elaborate  and 
foolish   legislation. 

"The  trades  bodies  that  are  fight- 
ing these  "Five  Brothers"  bills  have 
behind  them  the  sanity  and  reason  of 
the   country." 

The  "innocent"  are  the  Steel  Trust, 
the  Standard  Oil  Trust,  the  Beef 
Trust,  and  the  "Morgan  Money 
Trust,"  and  the  Anthracite  Coal 
Trust — and  the  worst  of-  all,  the 
Newspaper  Trust.  All  their  innocence 
has  got  to  be  destroyed.  I  can  re- 
member the  fact  that  only  once  news- 
papers in  this  country  assaulted  Hu- 
man Slavery,  and  was  out  against  the 
newspaper,  and  slave  dealers  in  a 
single  day,  Jan.  1,  1863.

dence that  medicine  has  ever  done 
anything,  that  science  has  proven 
anything,    that    preventive    measures 
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are   worth   anything   or   that   there    is 
any  good  in  the  materia  incdica. 

If  we  were  to  accept  that  reported 
verdict  of  a  physician,  we  would,  to 
be  consistent,  discharge  all  our  boards 
of  health  and  let  our  water  supplies 
come  from  where  they  might.  But 
we  are  not  likely  to  accept  it.

A  CURIOUS  CURRENCY  DE- 
VELOPED SOON  AFTER  THE, 
BREAKING  OUT  OF  THE 
LATE  CIVIL  WAR.  A  COIN, 
LOOKING  LIKE  A  PENNY, 
OR  LIKE  A  CENT,  WAS  COIN- 
ED  IN   MANY   STATES. 

It  was  in  1862  that  the  making  and 
circulating  began.  I  saved  forty-six 
specimens—six  of  which  were  coined 
for  men  here  in  Providence.  I  saved 
an  historical  account  written  soon 
after  the  coming  of  the  end,  which 
I  will  reprint,  and  which  few  have 
ever  read.  It  is  extremely  interest- 
ing. 

"Among  the  many  curious  products 
of  our  currency  and  the  methods  of 
the  Government  in  times  of  stress, 
none  is  more  interesting  than  the 
metal  tokens  used  in  place  of  cent? 
during  a  part  of  the  Civil  War.  Is- 
sued by  private  firms  and  individuals 
to  fill  a  gap  created  in  the  currency 
by  the  disappearance  of  the  pennies 
so  essential  in  the  conduct  of  busi- 
ness, and  intended  to  do  away  with 
the  use  of  postage  stamps,  both  alone 
and  in  metal  cases,  first  resorted  to 
as  a  means  of  overcoming  the 
trouble,  they  arc  interesting  and  cu- 
rious souvenirs.  They  compose,  with 
the  Jackson  tokens  issued  during  the 
controversy  of  Jackson  and  his 
"Kitchen  Cabinet,"  with  the  second 
.United  States  Bank,  reminiscences  of 
an  era  in  American  history. 

"Some  were  cast  in  the  Govern- 
ment mint,  and  others  at  the  private, 
mints.     Their  makers  were  not  com- 


pelled to  have  them  cast  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  as  a  consequence,  the 
work  on  the  dies  varies  from  good 
lo  poor.  Frank  L.  Gay  of  this  city  is 
one  of  the  few  who  cast  them  in 
anything  besides  the  prevailing  cop- 
per, the  Gay  tokens  being  found  in 
pewter  and  an  alloy  seemingly  com- 
posed in  part  of  brass.  The}'  are 
curious  tokens  of  a  peculiar  period 
in  our  much  troubled  currency,  tak- 
ing place  with  the  "shinplasters,"  or 
paper  fractional  currency  whose 
place  in  the  payment  of  small 
amounts  by  mail  is  now  so  largely 
taken  by  postage  stamps  and  the 
cheap  money  orders. 

"While  children  today  sent  to  the 
grocery  store  after  small  articles  may 
lose  the  change,  as  children  always 
have  done,  and  always  will  do,  they 
cannot  lose  it  through  having  it  stick 
together  in  such  manner  as  to  be- 
come useless,  as  was  the  case  at 
times  in  the  Civil  War.  Pennies 
were  scarce  in  '62,  '63  and  '64,  so 
scarce,  in  fact,  that  all  sorts  of  sub- 
stitutes were  employed  for  small 
change.  Postage  stamps  were  used, 
hotli  as  sold  by  the  Government  and 
in  metal  and  isinglass  cases.  And 
later  private  pennies  were  issued. 
These  were  little  more  than  tokens, 
really,  never  recognized  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, but  acepiiesced  in  as  neces- 
sary. 

Many  of  these  old  pennies  or 
tokens  are  in  the  collections  of  nu- 
mismatists and  are  interesting  relics 
or    reminders    of    the    great    conflict. 
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They  were  issued  in  most  of  the 
States  where  pennies  were  then  used. 
Many  States  had  none,  for  the  reason 
that  nothing  smaller  than  the  nickel 
circulated  there,  as  is  still  the  case  in 
some  of  the  Western  States.  The 
Omaha  Exposition  has,  among  other 
things,  introduced  the  copper  cent 
into  some  of  the  States  of  the  West 
where  the  five-cent  piece  has  always 
been  the  unit  of  the  smallest  value. 
"During  the  dark  days  of  the  Civil 
War,  the  nation  was  troubled  by  a 
scarcity  of  currency,  and,  in  common 
with  other  coins,  pennies  almost  dis- 
appeared from  circulation.  The  scarci- 
ty was  so  pronounced  that  merchants 
made  the  prices  of  their  commodities 
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/ 
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change,  if  possible.  Then  some 
bright  genius  conceived  the  idea  of 
using  the  small  values  of  postage 
stamps  to  make  up  small  change.  The 
idea  grew  and  spread,  and  was  gen- 
erally taken  up.  Where  a  cent  or 
two  in  change  was  required,  the 
storekeeper  oftentimes  handed  out 
postage  stamps  of  that  denomination, 
or  perhaps  a  strip  of  them  of  the 
value    demanded.

"PEACH   BLOOM" 
By  NORTHROP  MORSE 
A    powerful    new   American   play   in 
four    acts,    dealing    with    the    question 


of  commercialized  vice,  and  of  the 
White  Slave  Traffic  now  covering  the 
great    cities    of    this    country. 


There  came  recently  to  me,  for 
notice  in  Book  Notes,  a  beautifully 
printed  book  entitled  "PEACH 
BLOOM,"  an  Original  Play  in  four 
acts,  by  Northrop  Morse,  12  mo., 
Xew  York  City,  1913.  At  first  1 
took  little  notice  of  it,  but  at  Last  1 
had  to  sit  down  to  learn  what  it  was. 
It  is  practically  the  story  of  a  young- 
girl  enticed  into  the  grip  of  a  White 
Slaver. 

My  experience  with,  or  knowledge 
of,  or  about,  the  work  of  White 
Slavery  has  been  absolutely  nothing 
— now  I  know  it.  It  is  largely  the 
work  of  women  upon  men.  assisted 
by  men.  It  is  a  story  of  admirable 
work  in  one  history  of  a  case  of 
the  Social  Evil;  the  purpose  of  the 
writer  being  to  arouse  parents  and 
guardians  to  note  some  of  the  perils 
that  girls  encounter  through  ignor- 
ance. Study  the  case  of  Hildegarde, 
one  of  the  heroines  in  this  play,  and 
your  mind  will  reach  the  Planet 
Venus. 
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The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Aked  is  an 
English  clergyman,  now  living  in 
San  Francisco.  Unlike  most  clergy- 
men, he  has  in  his  head  a  brain  open 
to  Human  Reason  in  Religious  work, 
and  talk.  Here  is  a  clipping,  too 
short,   but   admirably   strong. 

"  'Peach  Bloom"  is  a  play  with  tre- 
mendous grip  and  power  in  it.  The 
situations  are  dramatically  conceived 
and  as  dramatically  portrayed.  The 
characters  are  real,  the  conversa- 
tions vital,  the  interest  intense,  and 
sustained  .  .  .  No  element  of  human 
interest  is  missing.  The  action  moves 
along  with  the  inevitability  of  great 
drama." 

Its  brevity  will  fix  it  in  every  in- 
telligent  reader's   mind. 


Here  in  Providence  we  have  for 
weeks  seen  great  placards  attached 
to  ends  of  Street  Railway  cars  by 
Churches  advertising  Church  Meet- 
ings on  the  following  Sundays:

VELOPED SOON  AFTER  THE 
BREAKING  OUT  OF  THE 
LATE  CIVIL  WAR.  A  COIN, 
LOOKING  LIKE  A  PENNY, 
OR  LIKE  A  CENT,  WAS  COIN- 
ED  IN    MANY   STATES. 

SECOND  CHAPTER. 


I  have  inserted  in  this  second  part  of 
the  currency  article,  a  brief  account  of 
the  account  with  obverse  and  reverse 
illustration  of  Feuchtwanger's  cent  of 
1837-1840.  This  in  explanation,  and  now 
I  continue: 

"But  even  the  metal  cased  stamps 
were  replaced  after  a  time,  and  the 
copper  cent  tokens  came  in  instead. 
There  were  almost  as  many  designs 
of  these  as  there  were  men  putting 
them  out,  although  a  few  seemed  to 
be  more  popular  than  the  others,  and 
the  one  known  as  the  'Army  and 
Navy'  was  the  most  popular  of  all. 

"This  had  on  the  face  the  words, 
'Army  and  Navy,'  enclosed  in  a  dou- 
ble wreath  composed  of  an  oak- 
branch  on  one  side  and  an  olive 
branch  on  the  other,  gathered  at  the 
bottom  behind  two  crossed  cavelry 
sabres,  on  which  a  foul  anchor  rest- 
ed. On  the  other  side  of  the  pent  was 
the  inscription,  'The  Federal  Union; 
it  Must  and  Shalt  be  Preserved,'  the 
words  being  in  a  circle,  of  which  the 
first  part  of  the  inscription  formed 
half  and  a  row  of  13  stars  the  other 
half.  This  was  often  used  by  indi- 
viduals,  whose  advertisement  or  bus* 


iuesb    card    replaced    the    patriotic    ut- 
terance  cut  the  back. 

"There  were  several  variations  in 
the  Army  and  Navy  pennies,  in  the 
wreaths,  the  crossed  anchors  or  oth- 
er small  details,  not  easily  noticed. 
The  usual  style  had,  as  has  been  said, 
crossed  sabres  with  a  foul  anchor 
above,  and  a  wreath  composed  of 
olive  on  one  side  and  oak  on  the 
other.  Another  variety  had  crossed 
anchors  over  a  sabre,  while  another 
had  the  army  and  navy  on  the  re- 
verse instead  of  the  obverse,  the  face 
oi  the  coin  having  a  woman's  head 
crowned  with  a  liberty  cap,  surround- 
ed by  13  stars  in  a  circle,  in  which 
the   date,    1863,   was  also  placed. 

"Another  head  faced  the  right,  the 
one  just  mentioned  having  faced  the 
left,  and  was  also  crowned  with  a 
Liberty  cap.  The  date  of  this  was 
1864.  This  was  surrounded  by  a  cir- 
cle of  \3  stars.  On  the  back  was  the 
motto  'Our  Army,'  enclosed  in  a 
wreath.  Another  variety  had  the  us- 
ual Indian  head,  surrounded  by  the 
13  stars  and  with  the  date,  1863.  On 
the  back  of  the  ceu'n  are  the  words 
'One    Cent,'    inside    a    double    wreath. 

"This  is  more  rare  than  the  coin 
similar  to  this  in  all  respects,  except 
in  having  the  word  'Not'  inserted 
above  the  'One  Cent.'  For  this  rea- 
son many  of  the  last  mentioned  coins 
bear  evidences  of  an  attempt  to  erase 
the  word  'Not.'  which  from  its  situa- 
tion and  its  size  on  the  coin,  was 
manifestly  inserted  after  the  die  had 
been  finished. 
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"In    common    with    the    merchants 

of  other  cities,  the  dealers  of  Provi- 
dence issued  these  tokens  in  larger 
or  smaller  numbers.  The  one  most 
commonly  seen  now  was  made  for 
prank  L.  Gay,  bookseller  and  station- 
er, the  predecessor  of  Perrin  &:  Davis 
in  the  bookstore  located  for  years  on 
Westminster  street  and  now  at  the 
:orner  of  Weybosset  and  Union 
streets. 

"These  tokens  were  made  of  sev- 
eral metals,  copper  being  the  most 
common,  and  resemble  the  ordinary 
copper  cent  in  size,  and.  in  some 
cases,  in  general  appearance.  The 
Gay  cents  had  this  inscription,  'Good 
for  one  cent,  1863,  Redeemed.'  On 
the  opposite  side  cf  the  cent  was  this 
advertisement:  'Frank  L.  Gay,  book- 
seller &  stationer.  Prow  R.  I.  140 
Westminster   street.' 

"One  variety  had  the  Indian,  head 
of  the  face,  with  the  date  at  the  bot- 
tom and  a  row  of  stars  above,  while 
the  usual  business  card  occupied  the 
reverse.  One  of  the  men  putting  out 
this  type  of  cent  was  P.  G.  Albright, 
wholesale  and  retail  grocer,  Massil- 
lon,  Ohio,  the  home  of  Coxey,  of  the 


famous  industrial  revolution  of  1894. 
Another  of  the  patriotic  cents  had  on 
the  face  the  flag  of  freedom,  with  the 
words  'The  Flag  of  Our  Union,'  and 
the  date  1863  below.  On  the  reverse 
was  the  famous  uterance  or*  Dix:  'If 
anybody  attempts  to  tear  it  down, 
shoot  him  on  the  spot,'  with  the 
name  of  the  author  of  the  quotation 
in  the   centre   of  a  circle. 

"Still  another  had  a  statue  of 
Washington  on  the  face,  with  the 
motto.  'First  in  War,  First  in  Peace,' 
underneath-  On  the  reverse  was  the 
motto.  'Union  Forever,'  with  a  shield 
surrounded  by  a  wreath.  One  cast 
in    1863   had   a   vignette    of    Washing- 
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ton,  surrounded  with  a  wreath  of 
stars  on  the  edge.  That  this  was 
made  in  New  York  was  shown  by 
the  name  of  that  city  on  the  hack, 
within  a  wreath.  These  last  cents 
were  not  so  common  as  the  Army 
and  Navy  cents,  and  all  the  tokens 
arc  quoted  at  different  prices,  rang- 
ing from  five  up.  by  collectors. 

"One  of  the  pennies  in  the  collec- 
tion of  Alfred  Dawson  of  the  Mer- 
chants National  Bank,  who,  in  addi- 
tion to  being  prominent  as  a  philate- 
list also  has  a  considerable  collec- 
tion of  curious  coins,  has  the  State 
seal  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  face, 
above  the  date,  1863.  At  the  bottom 
of  the  coin  is  the  word  Philadelphia, 
while  the  border  is  composed  of  13 
stars.  Oil  the  back  is  a  lyre,  above 
the  card  of  the  North  Military  Hall, 
532   N.  3rd  street.   F.   &  L.   Ladner. 

"Another  has  the  ward  Union,  in 
the  centre,  surrounded  by  a  wreath. 
On  the  back  is  the  card  of  PI.  G.  Le- 
fevre,  pro.  Empire  Saloon,  N.  49V2 
North  Main  street.  This  is  inside 
a  border  of  13  stars,  with  the  date, 
1864,  at  the  bottom.  A  local  penny 
was  issued  by  the  Arcade  House,  62 
Broad  street,  Providence,  R.  P,  as 
the  inscription  on  the  face  says.  On 
the  back  is  'H.  Dobson,  Union.  1864/ 
with  a  wreath  at  the  bottom.  The 
Arcade  House  was  in  the  block  at 
the  corner  of  Weybosset  and  Orange 
streets  and  was  a  Pinions  stopping 
place  for  stages. 

"One  of  the  most  elaborate  adver- 
tisements on  coins  was  issued  by  B. 
W.  Titus,  whose  penny  locates  him 
at  E.  State  street,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and 
whose  business  card,  on  the  back  of 
the  coin,  informs  the  public  that  lie 
had  Dry  Goods,  Oil  Cloths,  Carpets, 
etc.  One  that  is  apparently  a  penny 
like  the  rest,  but  with  an  inscription 
not  so  easily  understood,  lias  on  the 
face  a  vignette  of  a  rooster  in  full 
action,  with  the  name,  Hermanos 
Munoz,    Montalban.       On    the    other 


side  is  Vale  %  and  the  date,  1864,  in 
the    usual   wreath. 

"About  that  time  the  Hussey  Post 
in  New  York  city  was  doing  even 
better  work  with  some  of  the  mails 
than  the  Government.  It  was  but 
natural  that  this  concern  should  get 
out  pennies,  so  we  find  one  with  a 
vignette  of  an  old-fashioned  steam 
engine  on  the  front,  surrounded  by 
the  inscription.  'Hussey's  special 
message  post,  50  William  street,  N. 
^  .'  On  the  reverse  is  a  vignette  of 
a  pony  express  rider,  speeding  along 
with  the  mails.  Above  is  the  inscrip- 
tion: 'This  is  money.'  Below,  'Ex- 
pediency,   1863.' 

"Another  of  'Hussey's  coins  had 
the  same  inscription,  with  the  picture 
of  the  pony  express  on  the  front,  the 
date,  1863,,  and  the  inscription,  'This 
is  money.'  On  the  other  side  is  "Hus- 
sey's Special  Message  Post,  50  Wil- 
liam street,  New  York.'  There  were 
many  other  coins,  and  many  indi- 
vidual fancies,  but  the  ones  most 
popular  are  those  described  here.  No 
one  was  obliged  to  take  them,  but  in 
the  absence  of  anything  better  issued 
by  the  Government  they  had  a  large 
circulation.  They  served  their  pur- 
pose  and   were   then    withdrawn." 

'I  he  following  coin,  is  not  one  of  the 
years  18G2-3  or  4,  but  is  a  rare  coin 
much,  1837,  1840.  It  was  the  invention 
of  Lewis  Feuchtwangei.  It  is  a  bright 
metal,  the  color  of  silver,  and  from  it 
came  nickel,  as  is  now  used.  This  coin 
is  very  rare.  I  give  the  obverse  and  re- 
verse.

Feuchtwanger  was  a  very  learned  man 
He  was  burn  in  Bavaria  in  1805;  cone 
to  dwell  in  .New  York  in  182U,  and  died 
there  in  187G.

TIFICATE. 

In  3S72,  a  law  was  enacted  by  the 
Rhode  Island  Central  Assembly,  entitled 
'"Of  Masters,  Apprentices,  and  of  Fac- 
tor;,-, and  Other  Laborers."  Parents  oi 
children  kept  their  children  at  work  in 
factories,  many  hours  were  exacted  ;  the 
children  were  kept  from  schools;  they 
grew  feeble  in  bodily  health,  and  could 
scarcely  read,  write,  or  speak  the  Eng- 
glish  language.  So  rapidly  did  the  evil 
develop,  that  a  law  was  asked  from  the 
the  General  Assembly  to  eliminate  the 
rapidly  growing  evil.  Tins  law,  first  en- 
acted, as  above  stated,  in  1872  (General 
Statutes  of  Rhode  Island,  1S72,  p.  340). 
The  next  following  Digest,  the  Public 
Statutes  1&S7,  continued  the  law  with 
mam  changes;  then  -cauie,  the  General 
Laws,  of  1S9C>,  with  more  "tinkering"* ; 
then  came  the  Digest  of  1W0,  with  an  In- 
dex larger  than  the  Digest  itself.  Bad  as 
was  each  legislation,  that  which  followed. 
in  January,  1910,  was  in  finitely  worse,  and 
the  General  Assembly  meeting  in  Janu- 
ary, 1910,  enacted  an  amendment  to 
the  General  Lav,-  entitled  "Of  Factory 
Inspection."       This    Assembly,    injected 


into  the  law,  an  "age  and  employment 
icrtificatc."  When  given  to  the  child,  it 
bears  the  signatures  of  a  parent,  or 
|  guardian,  and  oi  the  child  itself,  and,  in 
i  case  it  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
j  School  Committee  of  Providence,  or  any 
:  other  town,  these  certificates  are  to  be 
!  issued,  by  the  person  designated  by  the 
,  School  Committee  of  each  town,  and 
;  copies  of  the  certificates  signed  here  in 
j  Providence  by  James  R.  Cannon,  Truant 
j  Ofrxer,  whose  office  is  at  the  City  Hall. 
j  Tiie  result  of  this  nbminable  work  has 
|  been  to  form  gangs  of  boys  on  the  street 
i  corners  every  evening,  there  to  tight, 
I  yell,  throw  stones,  break  windows,  steal, 
j  One  boy  brings  a  bicycle,  and  goes  to 
|  all  remaining  corners  to  watch  the  com- 
i  ing  of  the  police,  and  "skip"  to  another 
!  comer.  A  near  neighbor  of  mine,  an 
j  excellent  man,  whom  I  bad  known  for 
|  years,  became  very  sick,  and  news  was 
I  .sent  out  to  those  of  us  around  the  corner, 
!  that  the  good  man  was  "dying.''  The 
\  "scholarly*'  gangsters  at  once  gathered 
;  around  the  corner,  and  in  front  of  the 
|  sick  man's  home;  and  yelled  three  hours  ; 
|  within  an  hour  the  soul  of  the  good  man 
i    took  its  flight  to  its   Heavenly  Father ;

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BOOK  FRAUDS. 

Apropos  of  the  recent  convictions 
of  fraud  book  agents,  the  Boston 
Herald  printed  the  following  editorial 
which  is  worth  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  every  lover  of  beautiful 
books: 

"The  prompt  conviction  of  the 
men  who  selected  books  as  the  me- 
dium with  which  to  defraud  their 
victims  is  gratifying.  It  was  a  con- 
fidence game,  pure  and  simple.  Books 
were  chosen  by  these  men,  in  prefer- 
ence to  mining  stocks,  for  example, 
weight  as  a  guarantee  of  quality.  If 
because  the  names  of  prominent  pub- 
lishers on  the  title-pages  carried 
the  books  had  remained  unaltered 
the  publishers  would  have  less  to 
complain  of,  but  in  order  to  inflate 
the  prices  these  'friends  of  million- 
aire book  collectors'  inserted  all 
sorts  of  extra  illustrations  and  bound 
the  volumes  in  flamboyant  styles 
which  the  publishers  never  would 
have  tolerated.  After  this  prices 
were  inflated  to  an  inconceivable  de- 
gree. The  published  was  made  to 
appear  to  endorse  all  this  because  his 
name  remained  on  the  title-pages. 
Unfortunately,  as  a  result  of  this, 
for  those  who  love  good  books  and 
appreciate  the  taste  and  skill  requir- 
ed to  produce  beautiful  publications, 
in  which  Boston  has  always  taken 
high  rank,  the  public  has  been  led 
to    believe    that    books    sold    by    sub- 


scription are  likely  to  be  open  to  sus- 
picion. This,  of  course,  is  most  un- 
just to  publishers  whose  books  are 
sold  by  agents.  As  is  well  known,  the 
leading  publishers  in  the  country  em- 
ploy agents  for  the  reason  that  sets 
of  books,  or  such  as  require  a  large 
preliminary  outlay  and  call  for  a  cor- 
responding risk,  cannot  be  sold  in 
any  other  way.  Bookstores  would 
not  be  justified  in  ordering  the  quan- 
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titles  needed  to  be  sold  by  the  pub- 
i;cT,or  t~  -T-.ct,re  him  against  loss. 
Audubon  solicited  subscriptions  to 
enable  him  to  publish  his  work,  now 
almost  priceless.  No  dictionary,  at- 
las, encyclopaedia  or  extensive  legal, 
medical  or  historical  work  could  be 
sold  in  large  enough  quantities 
through  the  bookstores.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  occupation  of  agent 
for  books  should  not  be  as  honorable 
as  any  connected  with  sales  effected 
by  personal  interview,  and  it  is  well 
to  consider  that  to  this  much  abused 
solicitor  we ■  owe  the  existence  of  all 
our    most    valuable    works    of    refer- 
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A  RARE  AND  CURIOUSLY  IN- 
TERESTING INDENTURE  OF 
LAND   IN   RHODE   ISLAND   IN 

1763. 

It  covers  land  in  the  township 
called  Bristol  situate  in  ye  province 
of  ye  Massachusetts  Bay,  or  New 
Hampshire,  bounded  northerly  by 
North  Kingston  and  southerly  by 
the    township    of    Charlestown." 

It  was  submitted  to  me  upon  a 
question  of  boundaries  of  certain 
Rhode  Island  towns  by  Frederic 
Hayes,  a  well  known  lawyer  of 
Providence  and  a  son  of  Wingate 
Hayes.  In  1847,  when  I  was  set  at 
work  in  Charles  Burnett's  book  store 
my  earliest  acquaintance  was  a  law 
firm  of  Walter  S-  Burges  and  Win- 
gate  Hayes,  the  father  of  the  young 
lawyer  who  loaned  me  the  document 
to    copy. 

This  indenture  made  this  twelfth 
day  of  March  in  the  third  year  of  the 
reign  of  our  sovereign  Lord,  George 
the  Third,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of 
Great  Britain  etc.,  King,  etc.,  anno 
Domini  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  by  and  between  Col- 
onel John  Henry  Lydius  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Albany  in  the  province 
of  New  York  of  the  one  part  and 
John  Goddard,  of  Newport,  in  the 
county  of  Newport  in  the  colony  of 
Rhode  Island  Manor,  on  the  other 
part,  witnesseth  that  the  said  John 
Henry  Lydius  for  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sum  of  one  shilling  mon- 
ey, as  also  for  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  agreements  and  covenents 


on  the  part  of  him  the  said  John  God- 
dard hereafter  mentioned  in  this  in- 
denture to  be  done  and  performed 
by  the  said  John  Goddard,  he,  the 
said  John  Henry  Lydius  does  by  these 
presents  absolutely  give,  grant*  bar- 
gain, sell,  alein,  in  feoff,  convey 
and  confirm  unto  him  the  aforesaid 
John  Goddard,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
forever,  one  sixtieth  part  of  the 
township  No.  6,  called  Bristol!,  sit- 
uate and  being  in  the  province  of  ye 
Massachusetts  Bay,  or  New  Hamp- 
shire, bounded  as  followeth,  to  wit, 
westerly  on  a  township  granted  to 
Samuel_  Hollobord  of  Sharon,  north- 
erly on  the  lands  of  the  Grantor  easter- 
ly on  the  township  of  North  Kingstown 
and  southerly  on  the  township  of 
Charlestown,  which  township  con- 
tains in  quantity  thirty-six  square 
miles,  to  have  and  to  bold,  the  above 
granted,  and  bargained  premisses, 
with  a)!  the  privileges  and  appurtan- 
ances  to  the  same  belonging  to  him, 
the  said  John  Goddard,  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever,  as  an  absolute  es- 
tate in  fee  simple,  and  the  said  John 
Henry  Lydius  does  hereby  covenant 
for  himself,  his  heirs,  etc.,  with  the 
said  John  Goddard'  his  heirs  and 
assigns  that  at  the  time  of  ensealing 
hereof  he,  the  aforesaid  John  Henry 
Lydius  is  the  true  and  lawful  owner  of 
the  above  given  and  granted  prem- 
ises and  has  good,  right  and  lawful 
authority  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same  in  manner  as  aforesaid,  and, 
further,  the  aforesaid  John  Henry 
1    Lydius      does      hereby      covenant     for 
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himself,  his  heirs,  etc.,  with  the  afore- 
said John  Goddard,  his  heirs,  etc., 
to  warrant  and  defend  the  aforesaid 
sixtieth  part  of  the  said  township  to 
him,  the  said  John  Goddard  and  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever  against  all 
lawful  claims  and  demands  whatso- 
ever, and  the  aforesaid  John  God- 
dard on  his  part  doth  hereby  abso- 
lutely covenent,  promise  and  engage 
for  himself,  his  heirs,  executors,  and 
administrators  to  and  with  the  said 
John  Henry  Lydius,  his  heirs,  exe- 
cutors and  administrators  that  the 
said  John  Goddard,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, shall  well  and  truly  render 
and  deliver  annually  within  each 
year  during  the  space  of  twenty 
years  next  after  the  date  hereof  un- 
to the  said  John  Henry  Lydius  or 
his  heirs,  etc.,  one  piper  of  corn  in 
each  of  the  said  years  if  demanded, 
and  also  that  he,  the  said  John  God- 
dard- his  heirs  and  assigns  shall  with- 
in fifteen  years  next  after  the  date 
hereof  enter  upon  said  sixtieth  part 
of  said  township  and  shall  within  the 
space  of  five  years  next  after  the  end 
of  said  fifteen  years  clear,  fence  and 
manure  fit  for  improvement  ten  acres 


of  the  said  sixtieth  part  of  said  town- 
ship, and  further,  the  said  John  God- 
dard does  hereby  covenent  and  prom- 
ise for  himself,  his  heirs,  etc.,  to  and 
with  the  aforesaid  John  Henry  Ly- 
dius, his  heirs,  etc.,  that  the  aforesaid 
John  Goddard,  his  heirs  or  assigns 
shall  from  and  after  the  expiration 
of  twenty  years  next  ensuing,  the 
date  hereof  annually,  and  in  each 
year  forever  upon  the  feast  day  of 
St.  Michael,  the  archangel,  pay  to 
the  said  John  Henry  Lydius  or  to 
his  heirs,  etc.,  the  sum  of  five  shil- 
lings sterling,  money  of  Great.  Brit- 
ain, at  such  place,  within  forty  miles 
of  said  township,  as  the  aforesaid 
John  Henry  Lydias  or  his  heirs  shall 
appoint  to  be  paid,  for  each  one  hun- 
dred acies  of  arable  land,  or  land 
fit  for  good  improvement  that  is  con- 
tained in  said  sixtieth  part  of  said 
township  hereby  bargained  and  sold 
as  aforesaid  alweys  provided  and 
it  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  all  partners  concerned  in  this 
present  indenture,  that  in  case  the 
said  John  Goddard,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs shall  not  enter  upon  the  afore- 
said   sixtieth    part    of    said,    township 
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within  the  said  fifteen  years,  or  shall 
not  clear  and  manure  said  ten  acres 
within  said  limited  time  five  years 
as  aforesaid  that  then  this  foregoing 
indenture,  and  every  article  and 
clause  therein  shall  cease  and  be- 
come utterly  void  and  of  no  effect, 
any  clauses  herein  contained  to  be 
contrary   notwithstanding. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  aforesaid 
parties  have  hereunto  interchange- 
ably set  their  hands  and  seals  in 
Newport  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

THE  POETIC  AND  THE  HISTORIC 
FORM  OF  HISTORY. 
Bartlett's  "Bibliography  of  Rhode  Is- 
land" relates,  so  he  inform!,  us,  only  to 


publications  concerning  Rhode  Island 
History.  Rhode  Island  did  not  begin 
until  the  "Isle  of  Rhodes"  was  discover- 
ed to  be  a  part  of  it.  It  is  true  that  Rart- 
lett  touches  two  or  three  things  about 
our  isle.  He  mentions  Hakluyt's  story  of 
laS2;  and  Verrazzano's  of  1524.  Bat  now 
we  have  here  in  Rhode  Island  a  poet, 
who  touches  things  as  people  did  them, 
before  and  after  the  Christian  Fra.  in 
Greece  and  Rome  and  Palestine.  A 
specimen  verse  has  been  sent  to  me, 
which  I  cherish  with  delight,  for  the 
works  of  David  and  Solomon,  are  now 
of  immense  weight  and  influence  in 
Rhode  Island  to-day  among  the  most  re- 
ligious. 

The  Poetic  Form. 
King  Solomon  and  King  David  led  mer- 
ry,   merry   lives. 
They  had  many,  many  sweethearts,  and 

many,  many  wives ; 
But    when   old   age   o'ertook   than    with 

many,  many  qualms. 
Then.   Solomon  wrote  the  Proverbs  and 
David  wrote  the  Psalms. 
THE  HISTORIC  FORM. 

The  Wives  of  David — and  the  Ten 
Concubines. 

Solomon  was  a  son  of  David,  the 
third  son,  so  the  Bible  tells  us.  So  I 
must  begin  with  the  most  ancient;  Dav- 
id had  three  sets  of  wives.  1st,  the  wives 
of  Wanderings;  2nd,  the  wives  of 
Hebron;  3rd,  the  wives  of  Jerusalem. 
There  were  four  (4)  of  the  first;  five 
(5)  of  the  second;  and  eleven  (11)  of 
the   third.     Their   names   were: 

First:  Ahinoam,  Abigail,  Jehiel,  Chi- 
leab. 

Second :  Maacah,  Haggitt,  Abilal,  Eg- 
lah,  Michal 

Third:  Elishua,  Ibhar,  Ebear,  Elis- 
hema,  Eliphelet,  Nogah,  Nepsag,  Japh- 
ia,  Bceliada,  Jerimoth,  Bathsheba  and 
Eliada. 

David  had  at  the  time  ten  concu- 
bines; creatures  similar  in  certain  work 
to  wives. 

King  David  had  the  reputation  of 
being  the  author  of  the  Psalms.  The 
"Arabic,"  title  was  the  "Book  of  Psalms 
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of  David,  the  Prophet  and  King  of  the 
sons  of  Israel."  The  Syriac  version 
rendered  the  title,  "Book  of  the  Psalms 
of  David,  King  and  Prophet."  (Home's 
Critical  Study  and  Knowledge  of  the 
Holy   Scriptures,   v.   4,   p.  93.) 

These  "facts"  are  all  taken  from  the 
Bible:  1  Samuel  XXVII,  3;  2  Samuel 
III,  2-5;  Chronicles  III,  1-14,  also 
5-8,  Chapter  14,  Chronicles  v.  4-7. 

But  David's  son,  Solomon,  had  se- 
ven hundred  wives  (700)  and  three 
hundred  (300)  concubines.  (Kings  1, 
Ch.  11.  v.  1,3.)  Solomon  was  far 
'  more  female-ish  than  his  father,  David. 
This,  however,  is  not  strange,  for, 
according  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  'Our  God"  got  a  woman  with 
child,  and  the  Vatican  government 
has  made  it  immaculate,  A.  D.  1848; 
but  it'was  a  rank  violation  of  the  Di- 
vine  Law. 

There  is  a  very  elaborate  history 
of  King  David,  written  by  Arthur 
Penrhyn  Stanley.  R.egius  Professor 
of  Eccliastical  History,  and  Canon  of 
Christ's  Church,  Oxford.  He  died 
in  1881.  lie  was  a  very  learned,  free 
thinking   man. 


These  forms  of  religion  change 
somewhat  in  time.  Monasteries  were 
constructed  for  monks,  in  which  to 
dwell  and  convents  came  for  nuns, 
otherwise  female  priests  and  nuns 
cannot  marry,  but  they  can  dwell  in 
solitary,  separate  homes  near  each 
other. 


CHAMPERTOR    AND 

CHAMPERTY. 

The  General  Court  of  Election  in  the 
Colony  of  Providence  Plantation,  now 
Rhode  Island,  under  Charter  or  the 
Patent  of  3G43-4,  met  for  the  fust  time 
at  Portsmouth,  on  the  island  of  Rhode 
Island,  in  May,  1647,  setting  three  days, 
10th,  20th,  21st.  It  enacted  during 
tho^e  days  the  First  Digest  o^  Laws 
ever  enacted  in '  this  Colony.  In  this 
first  Digest  was  a  statute  defining  and 
describing  a  Champertor;  and  enacted 
a  statute  "that  all  such  as  henceforth 
shall  be  attained  of  such  emprises, 
suits,  or  bargains,  and  such  as  con- 
sents thereto  shall  suffer  one  year's 
imprisonment  and  make  fine  to  the 
King."     (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  I,  p.  179). 

I    will    define    more    elaborately    the 
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crime  and  the  names  of  the  Law. 

Champerty  was  a  crime  in  England 
in  the  16th  century.  It  was  a  deal,  or 
hargain  made  between  a  plaintiff  or  a 
defendant,  to  divide  land  or  other  mat- 
ter, sued  for;  the  Champertor  receiving 
one-half  of  the  thing  sued  for.  It  was 
an  offence  in  the.  Civil  Law. 

Champerty  is  the  unlawful  manage- 
ment, or  maintenance,  of  a  suit  in  con- 
sideration of  some  bargain  to  have  part 
of  the  thing  in  dispute,  or  some  profit 
out  of  it  unlawfully.  (Bacon's  Abridg- 
ment of  the  Law  of  England,  1736,  p. 
300). 

Champertor,  in  the  criminal  law  in 
England  in  the  IGth  and  17th  centuries, 
was  a  person  who  made  pleas,  or  suits, 
or  who  csiisecl  thern  to  be  moved,  cither 
directly  or  indirectly,  and  sues  them  at 
his  proper  courts  upon  condition  of  his 
having  a   part  of   the  gain. 

This  crime  developed  during  the 
reign  of  Edward  the  Third.  An  elabo- 
rate history  of  it  was  written  by  Giles 
Jacobs  in  his  English  Law  Dictionary 
(London,  1736.  In  England  punishment 
was  three  jrears  in  prison  for  the 
criminal,  and  a  special  fine  by  the 
King.  This  English  statute,  thePlant- 
ers    of    the      Providence      Plantations 


followed  on  the  19th,  20th,  21st  of 
May.  This  is  the  267  anniversary  of 
the  enactment.  It  seems  strange  that 
a  similar  case  has  been  recently  tried 
by  one  of  our  Rhode  Island  Courts, 
to  a  jury;  the  time  has  come,  that 
men  shall  awake  to  their  rights — and 
wrongs. 


On  the  4th  of  April  the  newspa- 
pers all  over  the  country  announced 
the  death  of  the  second  richest  man 
in  the  United  States,  second  only  to 
Rockyfellow.  His  name  was  Fred- 
erick \Y.  Weyenhauser,  whose  title 
was  "The  Lumber  King."  When  we 
die  we  have  not  yet  learned  how  to 
take  our  money  with  us,  so  the  Ger- 
man "lumber  king''  of  Chicago,  the 
newspapers  said-  left  $765,000,000,  so 
now  come  the  valuable  newspapers 
with    more    fresh    rot. 

A   Shrunken  Fortune. 
(From    the    Chicago    Record-Herald.) 

The  value  of  the  Weyenhauser  es- 
tate, as  it  figures  in  probate  proceed- 
ings at  St.  Paul  will  disappoint  many. 
Even  those  who  make  up  their  own 
personal  accounts  in  mere  hundreds 
often  enjoy  considering  the  affairs 
of    more    fortunate    men    in    terms    of 
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miHions.  Yet  a  fortune  generally  re- 
puted to  be  one  of  the  greatest  in 
the  country,  and  amounting  to  $200,- 
000,000  or  more,  dwindles  apparently 
to  a  trifle  of  $875,000. 

The  general  disappointment  is 
shared  by  the  state  of  Minnesota, 
whose  authorities  have  an  interest  in 
collecting  the  inheritance  tax.  The 
State  Attorney  General  will  look  in- 
to the  situation  and  try  to  determine 
why  so  little  develops  where  so 
much  was  expected.  So  vast  a  lapse 
and  shrinkage  is  disconcerting  not 
only  to  the  treasury  but  to  multi- 
tudes of  young  and  ambitious  men 
who  have  come  to  regard  the  newer 
Northwest  as  still  a  promising  re- 
munerative field  of  labor.  Perhaps 
a  supplementary  inventory  will  put 
the  Weyenhauser  estate  and  its 
holdings  in  a  more   favorable  light.

Again, 
the  words  "sum  of  one  dollar  is  not 
correct  English.  Under  their  liter- 
ary "twirles"  should  employ  a  Tax- 
y-Cab  or  "High"  Flyer,  and  fly  from 
the   State. 

The  two  Rockyfellows,  father  and 
son  have  been  forced  to  illustrate 
the  working,  here  in  the  United 
States,  among  men  not  millionaires, 
but  men  who  think,  and  who,  when 
they  begin  to  think  will  never  let  go.

k  Indian  lap  of  the  Lands  of 
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"THE  TOWER  OF  MYSTERY." 
My  great  contemporaneous  publica- 
tion, the  Providence  Journal,  printed  on 
May  29th  last,  a  most  wretched  picture 
of  Benedict  Arnold's  Grist  Mill,  still 
standing"  in  Newport,  four  by  four  and 
a  half  inches  in  size,  and  beneath  it  this 
nonsense:  "This  unassuming  structure, 
the  Old  Stone  Mill  at  Newport,  is  a 
Question  Mark  in  Stone,  and  in  this 
State  it  is  the  Tower  of  Mystery.  No 
one  knows  who  built f  or  why  it  was 
put  up.  or  when.  It  has  stood  for  cen- 
turies, without  giving  a  cine  to  its  his- 
tory, or  purpose.  One  theory  is  that  it 
was  erected  by  the  hardy  and  daring 
Norwegians  who  first  discovered  North 
x\merica,  and  founded  the  colony  of 
Vinland  on  the  Atlantic  coast  in  the 
year  1000.  The  leader  of  the  expidi- 
tion  was  Leif  Ericsson,  son  of  Eric  the 
Red,  discoverer  of  Greenland.'* 

On  March  27,  1910,  my  contemporary, 
the  Providence  Journal,  printed  an  arti- 
cle, half  a  galley  in  length  entitled, 
"The  Old  Stone  Mill— New  Study  of  it 
which  Restores  its  Mystery  and  Ro- 
mance," written  by  Charles  N.  Clark. 
I  gave  it  consideration  in  Book  Notes 
then. 

"MY    STONE    BUILT    WIND   MILL 
IN  NIEU-PORTV' 

The  Sunday  Journal  of  the  27th 
March,  1910.  has  a  very  cleverly  written 
paper  entitled  "Newport  Rallies  to  the 
Norsemen's  Defence."  I  took  it  for  "a 
joke,"  at  first;  but.  at  last  I  "got  on  to 
it."  It  seems  that  Newport  has  a  citi- 
zen, who  has  spent  seventy  years  within 
the  shadow  of  the  "Old  Tower"  whose 


name  is  "Charles  Henry  Clarke,  Touro 
Park's  Volunteer  lecturer''  as  the  Jour- 
nal informs  us.  The  gentleman  is,  or 
was,  "a  carpenter  or  a  cabinet  maker," 
all  his  years,  and  as  the  Journal  says,  is 
locally  considered  a  historian  of  conse- 
quence,"  The  genii-man  indued  the 
writer  of  the  article  in  the  Journal  to 
take  the  ground  that  the  "Tower"  was 
built  by  the  Northmen,  A.  D.  1000.  1 
will  consider  some  of  his  evidence,  and 
arguments.  Here  is  one:  "When  Judah 
Touro  donated  the  land  and  the 
Mill  to  the  City  of  Newport,  and  refer- 
red to  it  as  his  Stone  built  mill;  if  he 
did  so  refer  to  it,  was  that  any  proof 
that  the  old  Tower  was  erected  by  Mr. 
Touro?  Clark's  purpose  here  was  to 
throw  discredit  on  this  clause  in  Bene- 
dict Arnold's  Will.  Benedict  Arnold's 
will  was  written  in  Newport  in  1677. 
In  it  is  this  clause,  "I  give  and  be- 
queath to  my  wife  Demaris,  during  her 
natural    life    and    my    daughter    Eree- 

love,    (absolutely)    all,  and   singular 

as  also  my  Stone  Built  Wind  Mill,  and 
in  the  said  parcel  of  land."  Controver- 
sy touching  Old  Stone  Mill,  Newport, 
1851,  p.  75.)  The  entire  will  is  therein 
printed.  Nicholas  Easton  was  an 
Englshman  who  came  to  that  settle- 
ment on  Aquidnec  Island  before  it  had 
a  name,  since  called  Portsmouth.  The 
incorporation  took  place  "On  the  7th 
day  of  the  first  month  in  1638.  (R.  1. 
Col.  Rec.  v.  1,  p.  52).  The  Indian 
Deed  for  the  lands  of  "the  greate  is- 
land of  Acquednecke"  has  this  date, 
"the  24th  of  ye  1st  month  called  March 
in  ye  yeare  (so  commonly  called)  103(5- 
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7".  (R.  I.  Col.  Rcc.  1.  p.  45.,  This  last 
date  was  written  by  Roger  Williams, 
who  made  'the  purchase  from  Canoni- 
eus  and  Miantinomi  for  an  English 
planting  there.  There  is  here  an  error 
in  the  dates  which  I  am  unable  to  ex- 
plain. But  this  will  not  interrupt  my 
narrative.  Nicholas  Easton,  above  men- 
tioned, arrived  at  this  settlement  on 
"the  20th  day  of  the  3rd  month,  1638/' 
or  about  that  time,  for  he  was  given 
six  acres  of  land,  on  that  day. '  (R.  I. 
Col.    Rcc.    1,    55.) 

On  the  2Sth  of  the  2d  month,  1639, 
nine  men  then  dwelling  at  Portsmouth 
met  secretly  on  the  Indian  lands  of  Po- 
casset?  which  lay  just  across  what  is 
now  called  the  ''East  Passage"  of  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay,  and  entered  into  a  com- 
pact "to  propagate  a  Plantation."  Then 
one  night  they  left  secretly  the  Ports- 
mouth settlement,  and  planted  a  settle- 
ment which,  on  the  16th,  3d  month, 
1639,  they  voted  "Shall  be  called  New- 
port." (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  1}  p.  88.)  That 
spelling  as  here  given  cannot  be  cor- 
rect. These  forms  exist;  Xuport,  Nieii- 
port,  Nieuport.  Then  Nicholas  Easton 
went  with  his  family  to  dwell  in  a 
house    which    he    had    built.     The    first 


house  built  at  Newport,  (Drake's 
American  Biog.  Diet.  p.  294.)  Nicho- 
las Easton  was  one  of  my  own  ances- 
tors, from  whom  by  blood  1  am  de- 
scended. He  was  twice  President  of 
the  Colony  under  the  Charter  of  1043. 
His  eldest  son  was  "Peter."  This  Peter 
Easton  wrote  a  "Journal"  or  a  "Dairy" 
in  which  occurs  this  phase.  "In  1663 
the  Rhode  Island  Colonists  built  their 
first  Wind  Mill  as  we  gather  from 
Peter  Easton' s  Dairy;  and,  on  August 
28,  1675,  he  notes  in  the  same  Dairy: 
"On  Saturday  night  forty  years  after 
the  great  storm  in  1G35,  came  much 
the  like  storm,  blew  down  our  wind- 
mill and  did  much  harm."  This  first 
mill  was  of  wood.  (Mag.  Amer.  Hist, 
v.  3.  1S79,  p.  546.)  Two  years  later, 
on  the  20th  December,  1677,  Benedict 
Arnold  made  his  will  giving  "My  Stone 
Built  Wind  Mill"  to  his  daughter.  In 
the  Jounral's  story  as  told  by  Charles 
Henry  Clarke  .this  daughter's  name  is 
given  as  Henrietta.  Arnold  had  no 
daughter  witir  this  name.  I  think 
Charles  Henry  will  be  forced  to  ad- 
mit that  I  have  stated  this  first  point 
correctly.  "Well,  what  if  I  do?  What  ?" 
What  becomes  of  the  Norsemen  non- 
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sense,  What?  I  Will  consider  one  more 
point.  Charles  Henry  says :  "1  don't 
claim  to  know  the  real  faet.  I  don't 
claim  any  origin  ;  but  Benedict  Arnold 
never  built  it.''  1  have  stated  a  couple 
oi  real  facts  to  him  now  but;  "What's 
the  use  of  Facts?  What?''  Charles  Hen- 
r_*  continues  with  this  for  him  heavy 
testimony.  "My  father  told  me;  once 
about  a  man;  that  told  him;  of  a  man 
that  he  knows;  whose  father  had  hunted 
up,  an  old  Deed  in  which  the  boundary 
line  was  fixed  as  so  many  rods  from  the 
old  stone  tower;  that's  what  is  was  call- 
ed then;  the  Deed  was  correct;  and  it 
was  dated  in  1642."  What  does  such 
stuff  as  that  amount  to?  What?  Of 
course,  nothing  at  all.  Put  let  us  con- 
>ltJt  i.  The  generations  of  men  run  about 
thirty  years.  Charles  Henry  tells  his 
charming  tale  in  1910,  His  father  back 
one  generation  says,  etc.  1880 ;  about  a 
man  that  told  him,  1850;  of  a  man  that 
he  knew,  1820;  whose  father,  1700  hunt- 
ed up  an  old  Deed  which  was  dated  in 
1G42.  Charles  Henry  does  not  state  that 
he  has  seen  this  Deed  ;  but  he  has  the 
audacious  frankness  to  inform  us  that 
the  "Deed  was  correct."  His  story  passes 
through  five  generations  of  men;  of 
What  value  is  this  story  if  he,  Charles 
Henry  can  only  say  that  a  Deed,  which 
he  nor  anybody  else  ever  saw;  nor  which 
1  say  ever  existed.  The  Journal  says 
Charles  Henry  "rallies  to  Norsemens 
Defence."  But  where  has  he  got?  Its 
a'i  utter  Rot!!  What?  There  is  a  fraud- 
ulent Deed,  on  the  Xewport  Records  con- 
C(  rning  the  Jewish  lands  once  held  there. 
This  Deed  is  a  forgery.  But  it  is  really 
the  Deed  to  which  Charles  Henry  refers. 
The  "'Old  Stone  Mill"  occurs  in  it,  but 
neither  words  "Old''  nor  "Tower"  are  to 
be  found  in  it  .  I  have  exposed  this  terri- 
ble fraud  in  Book  Notes,  22,  pp.  161- 
166.  The  date  of  this  forgery,  in  the 
Deed,  was  1677.  It  was  written  and 
recorded  in  Newport  in  1872,  Book  3, 
p.  11.  But  it  adds  glory  to  Charles' 
stop,-!!  What?  Here  is  another  gen- 
tle touch:  '"Just  to  the  right  of  the 
stone  is  another  one  with  marks  on  it, 


that  a  Mason  (but  whether  a  Slave 
or  a  Freemason,  Charles  does  not  tell 
us)  told  me  was  a  Masonic  emblem 
of  the  12th  Century.'"  That  too, 
is  heresay  evidence!  What?  Rot!!  No 
masonic  emblem  ever  existed  until  after 
the  12th  Century:  Mow  could  the  North- 
men have  copied  it  in  A.  D.  1000.  Two 
hundred  years  before  any  Free  Mason 
existed.  Charles  Henry  got  his  idea 
from  the  Forged  Deed  of  the  Masonic 
emblems,  see  Book  Notes,  v.  22,  165. 
Charles  Henry  having  said,  "1  don't 
claim  any  origin;"  After  half  a  column 
oi  stuff,  I  come  across  this:  "1  think  the 
Norsemen  come  down  along  here  built 
the  Tower,  started  down  along  towards 
the  Jersey  Coast,  got  caught  in  a  storm, 
and  the  whole  crowd  was  lost.  Don't  it 
look  so?  What?  With  one  more  speci- 
men 1  will  end  this  delightful  tale. 
'  Judah  Tuoro  donated  the  lard  and  the 
Mill,"  to  the  City  of  Newport,  (why  not 
say  Tower,  and  referred  to  it.  as  his 
stone-built  mill,  if  he  did  so  refer  to  it, 
was.  that  any  proof  that  the  old  Tower 
was  erected  by  Mr.  Touro?  What? 
Rot!!  Judah  was  born  at  Newport  in 
1775,  and  died  at  New  Orleans  in  1S54. 
a  hundred  years  ago.  What  had 
he  to  do  with  the  "Old  Stone 
Mill?  What!!!  Rot.  Where,  on  this 
Globe  today  is  there  a  building  or  a 
Tower  built  by  human  hands  a 
thousand  years  ago,  save  the  Pyra- 
mids. There  is  not  now  known  to 
exist  in  all  the  lands  where  the  North- 
men lived  a  structure  similiar  to  this 
which  Benedict  Arnold  built.  Nor  is 
there  a  structure  in  all  these  lands, 
Greenland,  Iceland,  or  Norway  anything 
built  by  a  man  a  thousand  years  ago. 
While  at  Leamington,  England,  where 
Arnold  was  born,  there  was  a  stone  built 
wind  mill  exactly  similar,  with  which 
Benedict  Arnold  was  familiar.  Docs  all 
this  look  like  the  Norsemen, s  work? 
What?

the      Journal's 
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The  Government  has  sued  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Company  for  Trust  Evasion. 
There  were  three  Corporations  acting 
under  and  regulated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to  wit,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road Company,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal 
Company,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal  Sales 
Company,   and   other   corporations. 

In  this  way  the  Government  alleges 
that  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  now 
transports  annually  about  11,000,000 
gross  tons  of  anthracite  and  has  domi- 
nated completely  the  markets  at  all 
points  not  reached  by  other  railroads 
arid  has  power  to  fix  without  check  or 
competition  the  price  of  anthracite  at 
these  places.  Moreover,  it  is  complained 
that  by  reason  of  its  monoply  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  has  fui  years 
charged  unreasonably  high  prices  for 
the  transportation  of  anthracite  from 
th  mines  to  the  principal  markets. 

A  few  hours  before  the  filing  of  the 
Governments  suit  against  the  Lehigh 
Valley,  George  F.  Baer,  President  of 
the  Reading  and  of  the  Jersey  Central, 
withdrew  from  the  Lehigh  Valley's 
Board  of   Directors.     The   meeting  was 


held  in  Philadelphia.  In  accounting  for 
his  resignaton  the  Lehigh  Company 
issued   this  statement: 

".Mr.  Baer  feels  that  the  added  de- 
mands on  his  time  are  such  as  to  pre- 
clude longer  service.'' 

Before  the  6th  of  May  Baer  died 
leaving  over  six  millions  of  money  to  be 
distributed  to  his  family.  Baer  was  the 
coal  "Merchant'"  who  brought  on  the 
coal  panic  of  the  winter  of  1903-4.  when 
lite  entire  population  suffered  so  severe- 
ly. Baer  was  a  specimen  of  the  Rich 
who  obey  no  law. 


Here  are  a  couple  of  clippings  which 
Charles  R.  Brown,  Dean  of  the  Yale 
School  of  Religion,  said  in  a  talk  with 
Fdward  Marshal!  a  writer  of  the  New 
York  Times. 

Altogether  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  virility  of  this  important  leader 
in  the  nation's  rapidlv  changing  re- 
ligious thought. 

"Life,"  he  said,  "is  being  measured 
with  a  new  yardstick.  It  is  not  the 
yardstick  of  material  wealth  in  these 
davs,    any    more    than     it    i?    now    trie 
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yardstick  of  church  attendance  and 
outward  devotion  to  religious  form. 

"'It  is  a  hopeful  and  undeniable  fact 
that  men's  value  as  community  forces 
tor  good  counts  more  than  the  value 
of  their  bank  accounts  or  their  devo- 
tion to  religious  rituals. 

"This  is  a  mighty  change,  ami  more 
significant  of  good,  I'm  sure,  than  the 
reputed  falling  off  in  church  attend- 
ance can  be  significant  of  evil. 

I  asked  Dean  Brown  the  plain,  flat 
questions,  'is  there  a  hell?  Is  there 
a  heaven?''  hoping  thereby  to  secure 
a  basis  of  comparison  between  the  old 
theology  and  the  new.  I  gained  ex- 
actly that. 

"The  idea  of  an  arbitrary  judgment 
of  a  fixed,  supernatural  punishment 
for  sin,  was  a  human  device,"  he  an- 
swered. "But  it  sprang  from  a  true 
philosophy — the  philosophy  that  sin 
will  bring  its  own  punishment. 


A  preacher  here  in  Rhode  Island 
preached  a  Sermon  in  which  are  these 
words,  "Earth  can't  exist  without  Jails; 
nor    Heaven    minus    Inferno." 

The  preacher  again   spoke   to  a  large 


audience  in  the  church.  The  subject  was 
"What  is  Hell?"  His  text  was  Luke 
10:23.  He  lifted  up  his  eyes  in  torment." 
"How  to  account  for  those  who  die 
unforgfiven  is  a  theme  which  has  been 
assailed  with  every  available  argument. 
Christianity  has  often  been  rejected  be- 
cause of  the  doctrine  of  Hell.  After 
eighteen  centuries  this  doctrine  is  an 
essential  one  to  all  religions.  Ail  denom- 
inations agree  upon   this  as  necessary. 

"God  made  man  first.  Then  Hell 
was  put  in.  Then  a  plan  was  made 
by  which  man  need  not  go  there. 
When  people  came  to  Rhode  Island 
they  built  a  home.  The  next  thing 
was  a  stable.  Then  they  built  a  jail 
to  have  a  place  to  confine  the  law- 
less; unless  they  put  a  rone  over  a 
tree  and  fastened  one  end  to  his  neck. 
For  the  safety  of  life  and  valuables 
they  must  be  put  away. 

Such  is  the  nonsense  which  has  been 
preached  to  us  (the  people)  for  hund- 
reds of  years  under  the  name  "Reli- 
gion." It  mast  and  will  come  to  an 
end.  This  stuff  was  preached  to  a  doz- 
en women,  more  or  less,  in  a  Rhode 
Island  town  in  the  year  1914. 
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My  own  Religion  is  an  absolute  be- 
lie i  in  the  Divine  Law.  I  know  positive- 
ly that,  it  exists,  but  of  its  scope  I  know 
nothing,  nor  does  any  man  on  Earth 
know  its  scope. 

On  the  19th,  20th,  21st  days  of  May, 
1047,  the  major  part  of  the  Colonies 
men  owning  their  homes  and  lands,  en- 
acted the  First  Digest  of  Laws  ever 
enacted,  what  is  now  Rhode  Island, 
Here  is  a  specimen  law  :  "That  no  As- 
sembly shall  have  power  to  construct 
any  laws  for  the  binding  of  others,  or 
to  ordaine  other  officers  for  the  execu- 
tion, but  such  as  are  founded  upon  the 
charter  and  rightlie  derived  from  the 
General  Assemblie,  -lawfully  met  and 
orderly  managed.''  It  is  time  that  that 
was  read  to  the  inhabitants  who  played 
with  name  General  Assembly,  here  in 
Providence  during  the  first  four  months 
of  this  year,  robbing  and  deceiving  the 
People  in   every   possible   way. 

The  day  of  Rooseveltian  politics  has 
passed  from  the  United  States.  Today 
he  is  a  mere  rotten  fragment.  -Some- 
thing more  than  a  Bull  Moose  must 
be  made  President  of  the  United 
States.

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ANOTHER  GENTLE  TOUCH  OF 
THE  BIRTHDAYS  OF  BROWN 
UNIVERSITY. 


Some  years  ago  there  came  into 
my  possession  a  dozen,  or  more,  of 
old  "scrap  books."  The  '"scraps" 
were  clippings  from  Rhode  Island 
newspapers.  I  am  going  to  repro- 
duce a  few  clippings  from  one 
which  relates  to  the  earliest  days  of 
what  is  now  known  as  Brown  Uni- 
versity. 

"In  a  recent  examination  of  the 
College  Library  among  the  books 
pertaining  to  Natural  History  we 
found  a  fine  copy  of  'Statical  Essays, 
or  Vegetable  Staticks,'  by  Stephen 
Hales,  D.  D.,  F.  R.  S.,  2  vols.,  8vo. 
London,  1738.  Printed  on  linen  pa- 
per, and  illustrated  by  numerous  cop- 
perplate engravings."  This  is  to- 
day a  standard  work,  and  it  is  fre- 
quently quoted  by  writers  on  sub- 
jects of  which  it  treats.  The  first 
edition  appeared  in  1727,  the  second 
in  1731,  the  third  in  1738,  and  this 
was  followed  by  other  editions  from 
time  to  time.  It  was  translated  into 
French  by  Buffon,  into  Italian  by 
Ardinghelli,  and  also  into  German 
and    Dutch. 

"But  what  attracted  our  attention 
especially  was  the  fiy-leaf,  on  which 
is  written  in  a  clear*  bold  hand, 
"James  Mitehel  Varnum.  Presented 
to  Rhode  Island  College,  A.  D.  1769." 
This,  then,  is  one  of  the  few  books 
that  constituted  the  library  of  the  in- 
fant college  at  Warren,   when  all   its 


literary  treasures  were  contained  in 
a  capacious  pine  table  drawer,  which 
table  is  now  preserved  in  the  new 
building  as  a  precious  historical 
relic."  The  distinguished  donor,  now 
a  young  man  of  twenty,  was  about 
to  graduate  with  the  class  of  1769. 
During  the  war  of  the  Revolution, 
as  is  well  known  to  the  readers  of 
the  Journal,  he  served  with  honor  as 
a  brave  and  skillful  Brigadier  Gener- 
al, and  afterwards  he  was  appointed 
a  delegate  from  Rhode  Island  to  the 
Continental      Congress.  Why      he 

should  have  left  his  home  on  the 
Merrimac  river,  or  the  college  at 
Cambridge,  where  he  was  pursuing 
his  studies,  to  enter  the  little  class 
under  President  Manning,  we  have 
never  been  able  fully  to  understand. 
Doubtless  it  was  through  the  advice 
and  influence  of  Hezekiah  Smith, 
Manning's  classmate  and  most  inti- 
mate friend,  who  was  then  preaching 
in  M&verhill  and  vicinity  with  great 
power  and  success,  and  who  neglect- 
ed no  opportunity  to  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  college  of  which  he  was 
a  Fellow  and  a  generous  benefactor. 
This  seems  the  more  probable  from 
the  fact  that  his  family  were  inclin- 
ed to  the  sentiments  of  the  Baptists, 
who,  in  the  early  history  of  the  Bay 
State,  were  persecuted  for  their  re- 
ligious belief.  His  grandfather,  Sam- 
uel Varmiifl,  belonged  originally  in 
Wales.  Arriving  at  Boston  in  1649 
he  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in 
Dracut,  Middlesex  county,  where  he 
finally    settled.       His    brother,    Gen. 
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Joseph  B.  Yarnum,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress  from  1795  till  1811, 
a  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  from 
1811  till  1817  United  States  Senator, 
united  with  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Methuen,  and  was  afterwards  one  of 
the  constituate  members  .of  the 
church    in    Dracut. 

''Dr.  Manning,  who,  with  Smith, 
was  graduated  at  Princeton,  was  ap- 
pointed President  of  Rhode  Island 
College,  now  Brown  University,  in 
September,  1765.  From  a  paper  in 
his  own  handwriting,  preserved  a- 
mong  the  archives  of  the  library-  it 
appears  that  the  first  student,  Wil- 
liam Rogers,  a  lad  of  14  years,  from 
Newport,  was  matriculated  Sept.  3, 
1765.  The  second  student,  Richard 
Stites,  a  brother-in-law  of  the  Presi- 
dent, was  matriculated  June  20,  1766. 
There  was  thus  a  period  of  nine 
months  and  seventeen  da}'S  when 
this  young  Freshman  represented 
his  entire  class,  as  well  as  the  entire 
body  of  students.  Well,  therefore, 
ma)r  he  be  called  by  his  eulogists 
"the  first  fruits.'"'  Without  funds,  or 
buildings,    or    students,    and    with    no 


certain    and    fixed    habitation,    the    fu- 
ture  success   of  the   institution    might 
well  have  seemed  to  foes  and  friends 
alike   an   uncertainty.      But   the   acorn, 
transplanted    in     1770    to    Providence 
soil,   grew   and   thrived,   until   now   its 
sturdy       form       and       wide-spreading 
branches    give    assurance    of    present 
strength     and    continued    usefulness." 
"The   same  year,   1765,  Joseph    Bel- 
ton,    from    Connecticut,    and    Joseph 
Eaton,  William  Williams  and  Charles 
Thompson,    from    New    Jersey,    were 
matriculated.      Mr.    Varnum    was    the 
last    to    enter    this    famous    class,    the 
J    date   of   his   admission   being   May   23, 
i    1768.      He   was      connected      with      it, 
j    therefore,    but    a    little    more    than    a 
|    year.       Concerning      the      first      com- 
|    mencement    of    the    college    we    need 
j    not  here  enlarge.     It  was  a  great  oc- 
!    casion    for    the    times,    and    the    Bap- 
j    tist    Church    in    Warren   was    filled   to 
|    overflowing,    with    an    audience    gath- 
I    ered    from    every    part    of    the    State. 
j    The    Latin    salutatory    was    given    by 
j    Stites,    Varnum,    Williams,    and    Rog- 
|    ers    discussed    the    question    whether 
j   the    Americans,    in    their    present    cir- 
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cnmstances  could,  consistent  with 
good  policy,  affect  to  become  ail  in- 
dependent State.  Yarnum  also  took 
part  in  the  syllogistic  disputation  in 
Latin.  The  valedictory  address  was 
delivered  by  Thompson,  Manning's 
successor  as  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Warren,  and  afterwards  a  Brigade 
Chaplain  in  the  American  army.  The 
'Oration'  on  benevolence  was  deliv- 
ered by  Rogers,  a  copy  of  which,  in 
the  original  handwriting,  is  carefully 
preserved  in  the  college  library.  The 
author  attained  to  eminence  as  a  di- 
vine and  a  man  of  letters.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Phil- 
adelphia, a  chaplain  in  the  army,  an 
intimate  friend  of  Washington,  and 
a  professor  of  oratory  and  belles- 
lettres  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. It  was  in  honor  of  him  and 
also  of  his  brother,  Robert  Rogers, 
who  was  graduated  in  1775,  that  the 
late  William  Sanford  Rogers,  of  Bos- 
ton, founded  the  "Rogers  High 
School  Scholarship,"  and  the  "New- 
port Rogers  Professorship  of  Chem- 
istry. G." 

The  initial  G.  stands  for  some  one 
whom  1  do  not  know.  It  probably 
was  Reuben  A.  Gould.  This  arti- 
cle was  published  -in  the  Providence 
Journal. 

The  donor  of  Mr.  Hales'  book  be- 
came a  venerable  and  celebrated 
man  in  the  history  of  Rhode  Island, 
1770-1798.  This  work,  with  the  case 
Trevett  vs.  Weeden,  is  the  most  dis- 
tinguished publications  of  that  age  in 
Rhode    Island. 


My  great  contemporary,  the  Prov- 
idence Journal,  gave  me  this  "leader" 
throwing  light  on  Rhode  Island  Con- 
gressional Politics;  the  brightness  of 
the  light  lifts  the  darkness  off  Lip- 
pitt   and   makes   his   logic   lucid.

It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
the  mental  processes  that  gave  Mr.

There  is  anotln  r 
outrageous  fraud  and  deceit  in  the 
statement,  to  wit,  "Eighteen  Millions 
disposed  of  by  Christians  in  one 
year."  This  was  printed  to  make 
you  believe  that  people  were  buying 
Bibles    because    they    believed    in    the 
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various  kinds  of  Religions  which  ex- 
ists there.  It  is  sheer  rot.  The  men 
who  make  Bibles  seduce  Rich  into 
buying  them  and  let  the  "Societies" 
scatter  them  and  saving  the  donaters 
from  being  sent  to  Hell. 

My  great  contemporary,  the  Prov- 
idence Journal,  takes  the  side  of 
those  who,  in  law,  are  nominally  the 
owners  of  all  mills,  mines,  etc.;  all 
highways  run  by  steam;  all  the  earth 
beneath  the  surface,  and  the  surface 
must  be  owned  by  Peers.

The  U.  S.  Senate  is  now  a  body  of 
men   composed  largely  of  individuals 
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who  have  sought  and  obtained  posi- 
tions where  they  ean  make  laws 
whereby  the  entire  people  in  the 
country  ean  be  robbed.  Senator  Lip- 
pet  t's  latest  thing"  is  the  promotion 
of  a  commission  to  execute  the  Pana-

Taking  up  the  legislative  program, 
— Secretary   Bryan   said: 

''The  only  measures  yet  to  be  pass- 
ed, so  far  as  the  President  has  ex- 
pressed his  wishes,  are:  First,  the 
Tolls  Repeal  bill,  and,  second,  the 
Anti-Trust  bills.  The  passage  of  the 
Tolls  Repeal  bill  is  certain,  and  it  is 
almost  certain  to  he  passed  this 
week. 

"The  Anti-Trust  bills  have  passed 
the  House,  but  no  one  can  predict 
the  length  of  time  it  will  take  to  pass 
them  through  the  Senate.  The  rules 
of  the  Senate  are  a  great  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  obtaining  remedial  legis- 
lation. Unlimited  debate  operates 
directly  and  necessarily  to  delay  the 
enactment  of  measures  intended  to 
apply    remedies. 


"The  measures  passed  have  been  of 
very  great  importance,  and  mark  a 
long  advance,  especially  in  the  mat- 
ters of  taxation  and  currency  reform; 
but  much  more  could  have  been  ac- 
complished if  the  Senate  rules  were 
so  changed  as  to  permit  a  majority 
to  record  the  will  of  the  people. 

"Plutocracy  has  been  defeated 
wherever  the  issue  could  be  present- 
ed, but  its  last  stronghold  has  yet  to 
be  taken  before  very  long,  for  the 
sentiment  against  unlimited  debate 
is   constantly   increasing." 

Such  work  must  and  will  come  to 
an  end.  They  may  damn  Bryan,  but 
not  him,  but  you,  will  die. 


Rhode  Island  was  the  first  State 
Government  in  New  England  to  ad- 
mit the  Roman  Catholics  to  become 
citizens  thereof.  Rhode  Island  ad- 
mitted them,  allowed  them  to  buy 
and  own  land  but  not  to  vote  upon 
any  political  question  resting  upon 
land,  nor  hold  any  political  office. 
This  was  changed  when  the  French 
army,  wholly  Roman  Catholics,  came 
to  Newport  to  help  the  owners  of 
Rhode    Island    to    hold    and    control 
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Rhode  Island  lands.  The  cause  of 
the  first  act  was  the  memory  of  the 
burning  at  the  stake,  in  England,  of 
thousands  of  English  men  and  wo- 
men because  they  would  not  become 
Roman  Catholics  and  kiss  the  toe  of 
the  Pope  of  Rome.  Then  the  Pope 
of  Rome  ordered  them  burned. 

Ought  men  to  hold  offices,  as  Gov- 
ernors, Legislatures,  Judges,  or 
Members  of  Congress,  who  are  all 
directly  under  the  orders  of  the  Pope 
of  Rome,  who  declared  himself  to 
President  Taft  to  be  the  Represen- 
tative of  God  here  on  the  earth?  Such 
work  has  got  to  come  to  an  end — 
and  octogenarian  as  I  am,  I  shall  see 
it   done. 


But  my  greatest  comfort  now  is  in 
reading  and  considering  why  Judge, 
now  Senator,  Le  Baron  Bradford 
Colt.  The  greatness  of  his  speech 
on  this  "Toll"  vote  by  the  Senate  is 
beyond  everything^  ever  done  by  any 
Rhode  Island  Senator.  Between  the 
years  1841  and  1914,  Rhode  Island 
had  nineteen  Senators — these  figures 
are  positively  remarkable.  I  knew 
personally  every  man  among  them, 
and  never  did  one  of  them,  ever  write 
or  speak  anything  so  clear,  so  logical 


and  so  true.  My  friend  of  many 
years  has  earned  immortal  life  by  a 
simple  speech.  The  action  of  the 
U.  S.  Senate  on  these  matters  is 
worse  than  useless,  it  is  damnable. 


We  have  been  impressed  in  books 
ot  the  Decay  in  Literature,  in  the 
year  that  has  now  past.  In  truth  we 
can  ourselves  survey  the  field  and 
never  in  the  history  of  books  and 
learning  and  skill  and  soundness  of 
literature  sunk  to  so  low  a  point  as 
it  has  reached  in  the  past  twenty-five 
years.  If  you  want  an  illustration 
take  "The  New  York  Times  Review 
of  Books"  of  May  31st.  It  is  a  light 
which   is  dark.

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FUNNY    OLD    HOUSE    ON 
FUNNY  STREET. 


Several  times  within  a  year  I  have 
been  asked  if  I  knew  where  "the  Fun- 
ny   House,    in    Funny    Street"    was    in 
this   city.      At    first      I      gave     it      no 
thought.     At  last,  so  many  times  was 
I   asked,   that   at   last   I    gave   thought 
to  it,  and  soon  remembered  that  "the 
Funny   House   on   Funny   Street"   was 
part  of  a  title  to  a  clever  little  book 
written   by  a  lady  then    (1875)    living 
here.       The    title    of    the    book    was 
"The   Haven   Children,  or  the   Frolics 
on   the   Funny   Old   House   on   Funny 
Street."       The     work     was     a     small 
quarto,     having     270     pages;     I     had 
placed  a  copy  in  my  great  library  of 
Rhode    Island    History     and-    Litera- 
ture,   now    in    the    Library    of    Brown 
History— under    my    name.       I    went 
over    to    examine    it.       It    had    notes 
which    told    the    name    of   the    author. 
The    author's    name,    as    given    in    the 
book,   is   Emelie   Foster;   but  this   was 
fictitious.      The    author    was    the    wife 
of    Docter    Stephen    S.    Keene.      This 
Docter,    whom    I    knew,    lived   at    No. 
3   George   street    in    1867.     In    1870  he 
moved  to  10  Hopkins  street.     He  was 
living    there    in    1875,    in    which    year 
the    book    was    published.       He    grew 
sick    and     moved     from     10     Hopkins 
street   to  Jersey   City,    N.  J.,   in    1888. 
II  is    wife    was     a     New     York     lady. 
Thinking    I    might    obtain    a    copy    of 
the    E.    P.    Dutton    &    Company,    the 
publishers    of    the    edition    of    1875,    I 
wrote     them,     asking     them     if     they 


could  supply  me  with  a  copy  or  two. 
The  publishers  informed  me  that  the 
book  was  "out  of  print"  and  that  the 
price    was    in    1875,    $1.50.     The    book 
had    ten    or    twelve    original    illustra- 
tions   engraved    by    Dalzicl.    ;i    clever 
and       well-known       engraver.         But 
couriously  enough  to  me,  they  "were 
unable    to    give    you    (me)    any    infor- 
mation regarding  the  author."     I   will 
call  attention  to  a  few  extracts  which 
will    show    clearly    enough    where    the 
"Funny  House  on*  Funny  Street"   ex- 
isted.    The  book  has  this  Dedication, 
"To   Christian   Bayard   Bors,   who   for 
four  years  gave  to  the   Funny   House 
on   Funny  Street  so  much  of  its  Life 
and    Brightness,    and    a    Merry    Band 
of    Neices    and    Nephews,    this    little 
bdok    is     inscribed     by     their     loving 
Aunt."       Beneath    this    Dedication    is 
printed    "Providence,    1875."       I    will 
give   a    few    clippings    which    will    still 
further     illustrate.        "Mr.     and     Mrs. 
Havens  lived  in  a  Brownstone   Mouse 
on   Madison   Square,  New  York  Ciry" 
tpp.    18,  20).     "All  aboard   the   Shore 
Line    Express     train"     (p.     30);     "the 
shrill    whistle    shrieked   out    their   near 
approach     to     Providence"     p.      39); 
"many     an     inhabitant     of     the     good 
city  looked   up  that   night,  as  a  large, 
old   fashioned     family     carriage      and 
two  bay   horses,  driven   by  the   black- 
est of  coachmen  displaying  in  a  xcry 
pleasant  and   harmless   way   the   whit- 
est   of   teeth,   bearing    the    noisy    little 
Madison    Avenue    menagerie    (to    wit, 
the     Haven     Family    and    "kids"    rat- 
tled   over    the    stones     of     Exchange 
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Place,  right  under  the  shadows  of 
the  Soldiers'  Monument,  through 
Westminster  Street  in  its  fearful  nar- 
rowness (Turk's  Head  had  not  then 
taken  its  Heavenly  Flight)  and  over 
the  Great  Bridge.  The  carriage  halt- 
ed a  moment  that  the  animals  might 
catch  a  breath  of  fresh  sea  air  com- 
ing up  from  the  Bay,  through  the  lit- 
tle river  which  forms  the  lungs  of 
Providence,  and  gives  this  beautiful 
city  its  Venetian  aspect."  (Haven 
Children  p.  41).  "With  mingled 
feelings  of  enjoyment  and  horror, 
the  young  folks  see  themselves  as- 
cending the  steep  hill-side,  and  are 
nothing  loath  to  find  the  carriage 
halting  before  a  quaint  old  house 
where  everj  window  sends  out  a 
stream  of  light  to  welcome  them." 
(Haven  Children,  p.  41).  "Sunday 
mornings  Grace  Church  chimes  rang 
out  "Jerusalem  the  Golden,"  and  the 
Old  Baptist  bell  sent  forth  its  full 
tones."  (Haven  Children,  p.  47). 
"Even  in  Providence,  though  only 
forty  miles  from  Boston,  the  sun 
doesn't  always  shine."  (Haven  Child- 
ren, p.  69),  "The     first     sounds     that 


greeted  the  waking  ears  of  the  little 
folk  in  the  Funny  House  on  Funny 
Street  were  the  patter,  patter,  on  the 
window  panes,  drip,  drip,  from  the 
house   eaves." 

''The    splashing,    dashing, 
Hurrying,    skurrying" 
of  the   stream   of  water,   which,   start- 
ing  from   College   Hill,  plunges   down 
Funny   Street    in   its   mad   race   to   em- 
pty  itself  into   the   riv.-r   basin,   before 
its  fellow  streams  should  outstrip  it." 
j    (Haven  Children,  p.  70).     "My  young 
!    friends,  do  you  know  anything  about 
j    the    Providence    hill-side    streets?       If 
i    you    do,    you     will    not    wonder    that 
|    Bear     (the     dog)     winced;     Charlotte. 
j    oh,    oh,    the    monkey,    making    child- 
i    ren     scream,'''      (Haven     Children,     p. 
I    117).        "Poor     old     Roger    Williams; 
j   your   weary   spirit   is   at   rest;;    there's 
j.  no    more    up-hill    work    for    you."    (p. 
117.     The   Old  Brown  Farm  is  men- 
tionad    (p.    119)    and    in   several    other 
places.      This   was   the   Moses   Brown 
Farm,  the   name,  and  place,  was  well 
known  to  me  (the  present  writer)  but 
now  it  is  an  unknown  locality.  Moses 
Brown,  born   in  September,   1738,  and 
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died  in  September,  1836.  The  Moses 
Brown  farm  was  a  well  known  loca- 
tion   in   1847  and  years   after. 

The  author  makes  mention  of 
many  things  existing  in  Rhode  Is- 
land when  she  was  writing  her  hook 
— some  I  will  briefly  mention.  The 
Excursion  Boats  on  the  Narragan- 
sett  Bay  (p.  124);  the  Newport  Har- 
bor; the  orchards  of  the  old  Rhode 
Island  Greening  Apple  (p.  140); 
"Yes,  my  son,  very  near  Providence 
is  a  village  called  Johnston  (p.  133); 
Squantum  Club  House  (p.  175);  The 
"Reform  School"  (p.  174)  no  longer 
in  existence;  with  one  more  inter- 
esting extract  I  will  close  this  paper. 
"The  Xarragansett  sailors -do  tell  of 
a  parly   ol    grave  ? 
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men  coming  from  a  Newport  meet- 
ing, how  the  careless,  saucy  sea 
breezes  teased  these  Reverend  gen- 
tlemen, and  at  last,  when  fairly  out 
of  port, >  the  boldest  of  them  helped 
himself  to  the  Bishop's  Hat  and  then 
ran  off  to  "Blow"  about  it.  What 
that  Bishop  did  history  doesn't  say; 
whether  he  made  a  soldier-cap  of  his 
Providence  Journal,  or  a  night  cap  of 
his  pocket  handkerchief,  we  cannot 
competently  say"  (p.  171).  The  book- 
clearly  touches  closely  Rhode  Island. 
The  Funny  Old  House  on  Funny 
Street,  is  today  Number  10  Hopkins 
Street,  the  most  curious  of  all  the 
Providence  hillside  streets.  There 
are  stories  of  storms  in  years  now- 
past,  which  would  start  a  mental  tor- 
nado, if  I  could  find  th'em.  The  struc- 
ture of  this  book  is  unique  and  pecu- 
liar, and  aside  from  peculiarity  it  is 
bright.  I  placed  a  copy  in  the  Sid- 
ney S.  Rider  Historical  Library,  now 
in  the  Brown  University  Library; 
nearly   forty  years   ago. 


The  Journal  of  last  Monday  was 
in  the  flame  of  excitement  in  publish- 
ing an  account  of  the  murder  of  the 
Archduke  Ferdinand  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary,   and    with    it    a    picture    of    the 


present  Emperor  Francis  Joseph,  and 
beneath  it  this  charming  bit  of  im- 
perial  life: 

"Into  his  long  life  of  sorrows,  the 
assination  of  Francis  Ferdinand 
comes  as  another  great  tragedy.  The 
murder  of  the  Emperor  was  attempt- 
ed in  1853;  his  brother,  Maximillian, 
Emperor  of  Mexico,  was  executed, 
after  a  court-martial,  in  1867;  his 
niece  was  burned  to  death  in  Vienna; 
a  sister  met  the  same  fate  in  Paris; 
a  cousin  drowned  himself  in  Stabren- 
bery  -Lake.  Rudulph,  the  Imperial 
Prince,  was  murdered  in  1889;  during 
the  same  year  Archduke  Johanna 
Salvator,  heir  apparent,  fled  the 
country  as  John  Orth,  never  to  be 
heard  ot  again.  Following  the 
morganatic  marriage  of  Francis  Fer- 
dinand came  the  greatest  blow  of  all, 
the  murder  of  Empress  Elizabeth  by 
stabbing,    in    Geneva    in    1898." 

For  men  to  be  put  at  the  head  of 
a  government,  and  then  make  their 
family  descendents,  the  people,  suf- 
fer, while  the  world  lasts  is  a  scanda- 
lous conundrum.  Nothing  now  in 
existence  is  like  this  Francis  Joseph's 
"Empire."  Extermination  is  the  reme- 
dy. 


Historical  Landmarks  in  Rhode  Is- 
land. 
"At  the  meeting  of  the  Historical 
Society,  on  Tuesday  night,  Mr.  Rider 
introduced  a  resolution,  which  was 
intended  to  express  the  opinion  that 
the  marking  of  certain  historic  local- 
ities, which  were  closely  connected 
with  the  early  Indian  history,  by  the 
erection  of  some  kind  of  suitable 
monument,  or  perhaps  by  an  inscrip- 
tion on  some  adjacent  rock,  of  the 
circumstances  connected  with  the 
place,  would  tend  to  keep  in  perpet- 
ual memory  these  early  events,  and 
would  induce  people;  to  study  again 
the  old  histories.  Mr.  Rider  gave 
the  names  of  several  such  localities, 
to  wit.-:  The   scene  of  the  capture   of 
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Anna-won;  the  locality  above  Paw- 
tucket  where  Capt.  ,  Peircc's  army 
was  entirely  slaughtered;  the  Nine 
Men's  Misery  in  Cumberland;  the 
Narragansett  Swamp  fight,  and  the 
place  of  burial  in  Wickford  of  the 
Forty  Dead.  These  are  all  places 
near  by  us,  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the.  Rhode  Island  men  of 
that  day  took  but  little  active  part  in 
some  of  the  events,  yet  the  events 
took  place,  and  were  very  closely 
connected  with  the  history  of  the 
colony,  and  no  Rhode  Island  history 
has  ever}-  been,  or  ever  will  be,  writ- 
ten which  omits  the  details  of  these 
interesting  stories.  It  was  the  moral 
support  of  the  Historical  Society 
which  Mr.  Rider  wished  to  obtain, 
in  the  hope  that  the  people  living  in 
the  towns  might  be  awakened  to  an 
active  interest  in  the  project.  The 
scene  in  Wickford  was  selected  to 
begin  with,  and  if  this  one  succeed- 
ed, perhaps  others  would  be  tried. 
After  considerable  discussion,  the 
resolution  was  adopted  without  a  dis- 
senting  vote,    and    a    committee    con- 


sisting of  Prof.  William  Gammell, 
Sidney  S.  Rider  and  David  S.  P.akcr, 
Jr.,  were  appointed  to  carry  out  this 
purpose  of  the  resolution." 

This  suggestion  of  mine  was  near 
forty  years  ago.  Thus  I  was  the  first 
ever  to  suggest  Historic  Landmarks 
here  in  Rhode  Island.  The  sugges- 
tion was  at  once  adopted,  and  instead 
of  placing  me  at  the  head  of  the 
committee,  Prof.  William  Gammell 
was  placed  at  the  head,  and  did 
nothing. 


The  Providence  Sunday  Journal  of 
May  3rd,  last,  has  an  article  with  this 
title:  "Why  Rhode  Island  Was  the 
the  Thirteenth  State."  Who  was  its 
author  i  do  iiot  know.  n  reaas: 
"New  Light  on  the  Subject  by  Fath- 
er of  Rhode  Island  Independence 
Day."  Enclosed  in  the  article  is  a 
portrait  of  James  G.  Slater,  Town 
Clerk  of  North  Smithficld,  who  add- 
ed May  4  to  State's  Calendar  of  Red 
Letter  Da>rs.  Plere  is  a  clipping: 
"When  he  (who's)  ascertained  more 
than    a    score    of   years   ago    that   this 
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State  (Rhode  Island)  had  been  rob- 
bed of  the  credit  of  being  the  first 
colony  to  declare  itself  absolutely  in- 
dependent of  Great  Britain,  and 
thereby  set  an  example  for  its  sister 
colonies,  he  started  an  uphill  fight  j 
to  interest  other  loyal  sons  of  the 
State  in  a  campaign  to  have  Rhode 
Island  given  the  recognition  in  his- 
tory to  which  her  early  record  shows 
she  is  entitled." 

The  article  is  a  mass  of  "historical" 
nonsense.  If  the  "Colony,"  not 
the  "State."  made  a  Declaration  of 
Independence  from  England  on  the 
4th  of  May,  1775,  why  did  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  enact  a  Form  of  the 
Oath  of  Enlistment,  on  or  about  May 
6,  1775?  "It  is  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority aforesaid  that  each  soldier, 
be  enlisted  by  signing  the  following 
enlistment,  to  wit.  'I,  the  subscriber, 
hereby  solemnly  engage,  and  enlist 
myself,  as  a  soldier  in  His  Majesties 
Service. "  Never  was  there  a  more 
untruthful  account  of  the  action  of 
the  Rhode  Island  General  Assembly 
in  becoming  one  of  the  United  States 
— that,  too,  the  thirteenth.  When  we 
attempt    to    write    history,    we    should 


be  careful  not  to  let  our  work  drift 
into  fiction.  If  Rhode  Island  had 
made  a  Declaration  of  Independence 
on  the  4th  of  May,  could  the  State, 
within  three  days  enact  a  law  which 
made  every  Rhode  Island  soldier  in 
His  Majesty's  Service. 


A  young  woman,  employed  in  a 
lawyer's  office,  said  to  me  that  she 
was  a  Catholic,  and  kicked  my  inno- 
cent publication.  I  gently  informed 
her  that  Book  Notes,  and  myself 
were  Catholic,  but  that  she  was  a 
"Roman  Catholic,"  one  of  the 
"Bloody"  Mary  kind,  in  England,  in 
1553-8.  She  (Bloody  Mary)  was  an 
illigitimate  woman,  of  Henry  the 
Eighth  paternity,  who  forced  hejself 
to  the  position  of  Queen  of  England, 
by  the  assistence  of  the  Tope  of 
Rome.  According  to  history,  she 
burned  at  the  stake  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  men  and  women,  during 
the  brief  period  of  her  reign.  The 
young  woman  told  me  that  "Bloody" 
Alary  didn't  burn  any  body.  Then  I 
asked  her  who  did  burn  the  275  vic- 
tims and  she  informed  me  that  God 
burned    them.      Such    is    the    teaching 
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of    ignorant    masses    by    the    present 
Papal   Government. 


The  owners  of  newspapers,  other- 
wise, the  holders  of  the  stocks,  are 
all  after  money,  and  as  only  those 
called  "The  Rich"  have  money,  the 
newspapers  cuddle  the  Rich  and 
throttle  the  Poor  men.  The  par  val- 
ue of  stock  of  the  Providence  Jour- 
nal corporation  was  $100.00.  It  has 
soared  to  such  a  height  that  you  can 
not  buy  a  share  for  less  than  $2000.00. 
Such  are  the  business  profits  of  news- 
papers. 

The  Journal  said  editorially  on  the 
27th  day  of  June:  Not  a  sign  of  Pros- 
perity." JDoes  the  Journal  advocate 
the  '"business,"  as  some  call  it,  of  the 
past  twenty-five  years?  I  saw  the 
Journal  advocate  Black  "business" 
of  the  South  in  185S,  and  I  saw  the 
Journal  fiop  and  drop  when  the  Civil 
War  broke  out. 


No  announcement  has  yet  been 
made,  that  I  have  seen,  which  tells 
us  whether  the  Little  Meeting  House, 
in  which  Roger  Williams  preached 
while  in  Salem,  nor  whether  the 
original  structure  of  the  house  which 


he  built,  and  from  which  he  was  ban- 
ished from  Boston  by  politicians,  has 
been  burned. 


It  is  time  that  men  were  elected  to 
Senate  in  the  United  States,  to  rep- 
resent the  People,  and  not  to  make 
or  bribe  other  members  to  make 
Tariff  Taxation  laws,  with  which  to 
rob  the  People  and  enrich  them- 
selves. 


"Business,"  or  that  work  called 
Business,  is  neither  more  nor  less 
than  Highway  Robbery  in  many 
forms.  It  has  got  to  be  stopped,  and 
it  will  be  stopped;  there  are  more 
men  outside  of  the  U.  S.  Senate  than 
in  it;  and  they  will  act  as  with  Black 
Slaves   in    1863   were   acted. 


The  trend  of  having  five,  or  ten,, 
different  prices  for  our  Food,  as  for 
instance,  mutton,  beef,  poultry,  eggs, 
butter,  cheese,  etc.,  was  to  decieve  the 
people;  the  ignorant  buyers  believing 
the  higher  price  means  better  quali- 
ty of  the  goods;  it  is  neither  more 
nor,  as  now  practiced,  than  a  deliber- 
ate swindle.  Just  the  same  with  load- 
ing a  dead  hen  with  manure  and  mak- 
ing   us    buy    it    at    35    cents    a    pound. 
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What  we  need  is  a  Government  by 
the  People,  of  the  People,  for  the 
People.  We  have  now  no  legitimate 
government.

Also  owners  or 
occupants  of  homes  in  the  compact 
part  of  Providence  in  1759,  showing 
the  location,  and  in  whose  names 
they  are  to  be  found  on  the  map  of 
1798.  A  very  careful  statement  is 
given  of  the  owners  and  occupants 
and  what  buildings  they  had;  their 
form,  size,  capacity,  and  for  what 
purpose  used.  There  are  nine  index 
maps,  on  each  one  the  occupant's 
house  are  pictured,  and  who  occu- 
pies, or  uses  them.  It  is  a  book  of 
great  local  and  personal  interest  and 
will  afford  you  hours  of  useful  study 


A  shop  keeper  having  five  different 
prices  for  eggs  has  this  name  on  one 
end  of  the  row,  "nearby;"  and  this,  "dirty 
eggs"  on  the  other  end.  If  his  eggs  are 
dirty,  why  not  wash  them?  "Nearby"' 
is  a  name  given  to  eggs  from  Tennessee 
and  Pennsylvania.  Docs  this  shop  keep- 
er mean  to  fool  the  people?

A  friend  sent  to  me  a  three-column 
clipping,  cut  from  the  New  York  Herald, 
of  the  20th  of  June,  1914.

"I  now  digress  in  my  intended  choice 
of  subjects  for  my  closing  or  final  arti- 
cles and  confine  myself  here  to  this  par- 
ticular subject  of  deaths  from  lockjaw 
or  tetanus  in  vaccination  wounds,  which 
i.s  one  of  the  most  frequent  causes  of 
deaths  from  vaccination  in  this  state,  and 
will  illustrate  fully  the  frequent  fatality 
of  vaccination  and  the  crafty,  absurd 
and  shameful  manner  in  which  our  vac- 
cinators in  charge  of  our  death  certifi- 
cates and  our  vital  statistics  try  to  ex- 
cuse, conceal  and  deny  these  deaths  and 
the  full  responsibility  of  vaccination  for 
the  same." 

Of  course,  the  New  York  Herald  has 
an  immense  circulation  ail  over  the 
United  States,  and  its  denunciation  of 
vaccination  must  and  will  in  the  end 
prevail.  Book  Notes  for  the  past  fifteen 
years  has  exposed  this  awful  murderous 
fraud,  both  in  England  and  here  in  New 
England.     Here  are  a   few  titles:

"A  speaker  at  the  meeting  in  New 
York  of  the  American  Booksellers'  As- 
sociation referred  to  the  'blank- faced 
book  salesman,  with  his  stupidity,  which 
sets  as  an  obstacle  between  the  books 
and  the  reading  public.'  That  there  is 
such  a  person  is  well  known. 

"The  bookseller  of  other  days  was  not 
blank-faced  and*'he  was  not  an  obstacle.

There    are 
big   cities   in   the   United    States    that   do 
not   have   a    true   bookstore.     There   are 
hundreds  of  important  towns  that  have 
nothing  resembling  a  bookstore.     Rooks 
are  sold,  of  course,   but   they   may  be  a 
side  IJne   for  dry  goods  or   for  peamus.

!    ter    sells    books,    not    as    our    old    book- 

i    sellers     did,    but     merely    as    one    who

eis  of  his  "Book  Notes"  published 
monthly,  have  long-  realized  thai  Mr. 
Rider  was  one  bookseller  in  10,000,000. 
he  is  eminently  one  of  an  old  school 
who  were  themselves  scholars,  indefatig- 
able students  and  compilers  of  curious 
and  valuable  information  which  no  one 
else  could  or  would  accumulate  and  pre- 
serve   for   posterity. 

"Mr.  Rider,  the  Providence  antiquary, 
is  remarkable  in  knowing  everything  in 
Rhode  Island  that  has  Indian  roots  to 
il  He  takes,  for  example,  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Woonsocket  and  shows  that 
it  is  derived  from  an  Indian  name  Nis- 
wosaket,  which  Williams  had  applied  to 
a  neighboring  hill,  and  that  it  has  had  at 
different  times  no  less  than  25  different 
spellings.

ING THE  TRANSMISSION  OF 
THE  TOWN  OF  PROVIDENCE  TO 
A  CITY.  ] 

The  first  movements  in  the  transforma- 
tion of  the  town  of  Providence  into  a 
city,  began  about  1822.  During  that  year, 
the  sidewalks  on  some  of  the  principal 
streets  were  filled  and  levelled,  and  eight 
lamps  were  set  and  lighted  in  various 
parts  of  the  town,  so  that  the  sober  cit- 
izen could  dispense  with  his  lantern  as 
he  went  abroad  in  the  evening.  The 
houses  and  shops  on  the  principal  streets 
were  being  numbered  by  Edward  R. 
Young,  and  at  the  same  time  Daniel  An- 
thony prepared  a  map  of  the  town.  These 
two  labors  performed,  induced  Brown 
&  Danforth  to  publish  a  Directory  of 
the  town.  For  this  purpose  they  em- 
ployed Nathan  Smith,  Jr.,  to  assist  them 
in  taking  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  inhabitants.  The  first  Providence 
Directory  was  a  pamphlet  of  seventy- 
four  pages.  The  publisher,  on  account 
of  the  expensive  and  uncertain  nature  of 
the  undertaking,  solicited  a  large  sub- 
scription. It  contained  2,070  names,  of, 
which  there  were  45  Smiths,  40  Browns, 
4;;  Arnolds,  28  Greenes  and  IV  names  be- 
ginning with  M'c.  Of  the  Greenes,  there 
were  no  plebians  without  the  final  e. 

In  1870,  old  Uncle  Hugh  Brown  had 
removed  from  Providence,  and  relin- 
quished the  Directory  to  other  hands. 
The  names  had  reached  upwards  of  26,- 
000— of  these.  340  were  Smiths,  283 
Browns,  136  Arnolds,  Greenes  143.  with- 
out the  final  c  40,  while  the  M'cs  had 
reached  the  respectable  number  of  1,255. 


In  two  of  the  Directories  published  by 
Mr.  Brown,  the  colored  people  were  pub- 
lished separately  from  the  white  people; 
this  was  in  1836-9.  Mr.  Brown  publish- 
ed in  all  19  volumes  of  the  Providence 
Directory,  between  the  years  1824-59. 

The  use  of  Market  Square  and  North 
Main  street  as  a  cow  pasture  was  re- 
stricted to  certain  defined  parts  of  the 
clay  and  seasons  of  the  year  by  statute 
law,  the  main  portions  of  which  we  re- 
produce. It  is  pleasing  to  observe  the 
regard  which  our  fathers  had  for  the 
rights  of  the  cows  on  Sundays. 

From  November  to  April,  cows  were 
not  to  be  allowed  to  feed  and  run  at 
large  from  William  P.  Olne/s  Ik, use,  on 
High  street,  easterly  and  along  the  while 
width  of  the  street,  until  it  reached  the 
Second  Congregational  Meeting  House; 
also  from  Whitman's  Block  easterly  and 
along  and  including  the  whole  width  of 
Market  square— the  whole  of  Main 
street  lying  between  North  Baptist  street 
and  Planet  street—also  South  Water 
.-meet  lying  between  Weybosset  Bridge 
and  Packet  wharf,  etc.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  all  cows  may  during  the  tune 
aforesaid  go  at  large  within  the  limits 
aforesaid,  on  Sabbath  days  and  in  the 
night  season,  from  eight  o'clock  until 
sunrise.  From  April  to  November  the 
cows  had  the  range  of  this  territory  un- 
troubled by  the  law.  The  penalty  for  a 
breach  of  this  law  was  one  dollar  fine. 

The  wild  fanatics  of  the  time  were 
urging  the  building  of  a  hotel,  and  still 
other  visionaries  the  building  of  an  alms 
house,  winch  latter  work  Air.  Dexter  ac- 
complished for  them.    They  further  urg- 
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ed  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
police —  for  the  town  watch  were  still 
crying-  the  hour  of  the  night,  and  telling 
the  sleepy  citizens  that  all  was  well.  A 
new  promenade  around  the  Cove  was 
demanded  to  keep  the  surrounding  own- 
ers from  further  encroachment  upon  its 
waters.  An  iconoclastic  crusade  was  be- 
ing preached  against  the  golden  rhin- 
ocerous,  lambs  and  lions,  monkeys,  dogs. 
Turks  heads,  bunches  of  grapes  and 
white  mice,  which  ornamented  the  door- 
posts of  the  shops.  A  book,  with  the 
imprint  of  its  title  page:  "Sold  by  John 
Carter  at  the  Shakespear's  Head,  in 
Meeting  street"  had  a  peculiar  effect 
upon  us.  and  to  this  day  we  cannot  over- 
come the  gentle  passion. 

The  Town  Treasurer  still  suk!  the 
town's  thatch  on  the  north  sidewalk  of 
Weyhosset  street.  A  trusty  citizen  was 
annually  appointed  overseer  of  the 
pump  at  the  north  end  of  the  town,  and 
another  trusty  citizen  overseer  of  the 
pump  at  the  south  end  of  the  town,  and 
still  another  (for  there  wras  no  difficulty 
in  those  days  in  finding  trusty  citizens) 
overseer  of  the  pump  in  Weybosset 
street.     The  five  public  schools  contain- 


ed eight  hundred  scholars,  and  John 
Holloed  and  Elisha  Atkins  and  Air. 
Hartshorn  and  Mr.  Dexter  were  the 
masters.  These  were  in  the  good  old 
days  when  going  to  school  meant  quit.' 
another  thing  from  the  present;  before 
the  free  schools  and  a  liberal  culture 
had  filled  the  prison  houses  and  reform 
schools  with  victims  ruined  in  propor- 
tion as  they  became  educated,  an  idea 
recently  advanced  among  us! 

Let  us  take  our  readers  hack  with,  us 
to  these  distant  days  now  mellowed  with 
age.   and  notice  the   change   in  opinions, 
j  and  in  men  and  things,  and  observe  the 
I  beginnings   of   enterprises   which,   in   the 
progress   of  time,   were   to  develop  into 
powers    in    the   land.      As    the    conscien- 
tious eoitor  of   Erie  Journal   wended  tiis 
way    to    the    First    Baptist    on    Sabbath 
morning,  he  objected  to  having  his  mind 
diverted     from     religious     thoughts     by 
hucksters  selling  vegetables  on  the  Great 
Bridge,  or  the  assemblage  of  twenty  or 
thirty  fellows  in  a  barber's  shop  talking 
of  matters  which  relate  not  to  religious 
concernments,    or    by    the    collection    of 
I  wicked  lads  on  Vinton's  corner.    The  so- 
|  licitude  of  the  worthy  editor   for   those 
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who  use  profane  language  oh  the  Sab- 
bath is  touching;  but  especially  notable 
was  his  appeal  to  such  of  his  lawyer 
friends  as  sometimes  wickedly  filled  out 
their  declarations  on  the  sacred  day. 

It  was  the  custom  of  these  times  for 
the  people  to  place  lamps  or  candles  in 
their  windows  to  light  the  streets  en  dark- 
nights,  when,  upon  occasions  such  as  a 
fire,  numbers  of  people  were  obliged  to 
be  abroad.  Loud  were  the  complaints 
from  any  cause  the  negligent  house- 
keeper failed  in  the  performance  of  this 
duty. 

The  old  fire  bucket  law  was  still  in 
force.  It  was  a  relic  of  IT 54.  It  pro- 
vided that  every  housekeeper  should 
keep  two,  good  leather  buckets  capable 
of  holding  at  least  two  gallons  each,  with 
the  owner's  name  painted  at  large  there- 
on, to  be  kept  in  some  convenient  place, 
etc.,  under  a  penalty  of  at  first  twelve 
shillings  but  which  from  time  to  time 
increased  until  the  time  of  which  we  are 
writing,  when  it  had  reached  five  dol- 
lars. In  one  year  the  town  authorities 
prosecuted  three  hundred  of  the  house- 
holders for  non-performance  of  this 
duty.     This  old  law  is  as  good  a  speci- 


men  of   the  characteristic   legislation   of 
these  old  times  as  can  be  desired. 

Stages  still  supplied  the  means  of 
travel  on  the  land,  but  the  railroads 
were  being  discussed.  A  canal  to  Wor- 
cester was  projected  and  the  splendid 
passenger  boat  Lady  Carrington,  which 
afterwards  floated  upon  its  waters,  will 
occur  to  the  memory  of  some  of  my 
readers.

"Mrs.  Catherine  E.  La  Forge  Mercer 
of  20  Crescent  Place,  Brooklyn,  who, 
with  her  three  small  children,  two  of 
whom  are  still  at  the  point  of  death, 
and  her  sister,  Mrs.  Blanche  Romer  of 
-452  Eleventh  Street.  Brooklyn,  became 
ill  several  weeks  ago  following  their 
inoculation  with  typhuid  vaccine  ob- 
tained from  the  Brooklyn  Bureau  of  the 
Health  Department  by  Dr.  Sidney  E. 
Smith  of  78  Arlington  Avenue,  died  at 
her  home  yesterday  morning." 

"Another  case  of  illness  following  in- 
oculation with  typhoid  fever  vaccine  be- 
came known  yesterday.  At  about  the 
same  time,  the  Department  of  Health  is- 
sued a  statement  that  the  illness  of  the 
three  Mercer  children  and  the  death 
of  their  mother  after  inoculation  were 
not  due  to  the  vaccine,  but  to  typhoid 
fever  contracted  before  the  vaccine  was 
applied." 

Dr.  Carson,  of  San  Francisco,  Cab,  has 
been  provided  with  $60,000  by  Mrs.  E.  H. 
Harriman.     So  he  now  says : 
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"Now     that     prophylatic     vaccination 

against  typhoid  has  been  proved  success-  i 
ful,  next  must  follow  some  curative  j 
agent  vaccine,  serum  or  chemical  com-  j 
bination,  which  shall  rob  typhoid  of  its  j 
terrors,  its  third  week  of  complication,  j. 
its  prolonged,  exhausting  fever  and  its 
sequels.  I  feel  that  we  are  now  on  the  j 
threshold  of  its  discovery  and  that  we 
soon  will  be  able  to  abort  typhoid." 


The  "Voters'  League"  is  a  new 
scheme  to  control  the  votes  of  the 
People. 

"The  new  Voters'  League  here  in 
Rhode  Island  purposes  to  save  the  elec- 
tors the  trouble  of  inquiring  for  them- 
selves into  the  fitness  and  worthiness  of 
candidates    for    public    office." 

"Surely  this  'assistance'  to  voters  may 
be  regarded  as  the  ne  plus  ultra  of  labor 
saving  devices  in  practical  politics.  It 
saves  them  the  trouble  not  only  of 
thinking   but   even   of   remembering." 

Among  its  founders  are  the  chief  own- 
ers of  the  Providence  Journal.  All  men 
who  vote  ought  to  be  beyond  the  con- 
trol of  any  other  men.  How  long  will 
it  be  before  "thoughtless"  men  will  be 
used  to  turn  the  political  grind  stone? 


I  am  indeed  an  "Old  Bird,"  neverthe- 
less 1  am  still  allowed  by  the  "Repub- 
licans'' to  vote.  I  was  one  of  the  first 
217  Republican  voters  who  voted  in  1854 
in  Rhode  Island,  and  I  have  lived  to  see 
the  birth  and  the  death  of  the  party;  the 
most  corrupt -in  Money,  Business  and 
Politics  of  any  party  yet  born  here.

The  parties  who  are  going-  to  suffer  in 
this  matter  are  those  whom  the  Gov- 
ernment claims  it  is  trying  10  protect, 
as  a  result  of  these  suits,  Mr.  Mellen 
is  not  going  to  he  injured  by  any  suit 
that  is  brought  to  dissolve  the  Xew 
Haven  Railroad;  >jr.  Morgan  is  not  go- 
ing to  be  injured  by  any  such  suit;  it 
will  be  simply  the  innocent  stockhold- 
ers of  that  railroad  who  will  be  in- 
jured. 

"I  confess  that  I  feel  very  strongly 
about  the  matter.  I  think  that  from  a 
business  standpoint,  if  1  may  say  so.  it 
is  a  'raw  deal'  to  those  stockholders;  and 
I  think  that  the  directors  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  protect  them  should  have  a 
free  hand  in  doing  so." 

It  certainly  is  an  extraordinary  condi- 
tion when  Melien  and  Morgan  will  not 
suffer,  while  innocent  stockholders  will 
be  injured.  He  continues:  "It  is,  from  a 
business  standpoint,  rA  RAW  DEAL:" 
Have  a  little  patience,  my  dear  friend. 
such  business  deals  will  soon  be  cooked; 
no  longer  left  raw. 


Last  Sunday  the  Rev.  George  Chal- 
mers Richmond,  a  Philadelphia  church 
pastor,    was    at    rest     at      X-arragansett 


Pier  ;  he  preached  a  sermon  there,  from 
which  1  will  give  a  few  extracts.  Here 
is  one: — "The  failure  of  the  Xew  Haven 
Railroad  has  brought  moral  consterna- 
tion into  many  of  the  best  homes  in  Xew 
England,  where,  in  days  past,  the  name 
J.  P.  Morgan  has  been  on  par  with 
God."  Here  is  another: — "Something  is 
wrong  with  our  American  Democracy 
(meaning  the  People).  We  hear  on  all 
sides  the  reverberations  of  a  tremend- 
ous discontent."  One  more  : — "A  it\x 
rich  men,  here  and  there,  seem  to  be 
in  control  whenever  the  country  at  large- 
is  in  a  state  of  unusual  prosperity.  The 
poor  man  and  those  of  us  who  belong 
to  the  middle  class  never  seem  able  to 
get  very  far  along  the  avenues  of  finan- 
cial progress."

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TUSKAWAXTA. 

There  came  to  me  a  few  days  since 
a  beautiful  poem,  from  Xew  York,  oc- 
tavo in  form,  bearing  the  title  above. 
It  was  written  fay  George  H.  Babcock, 
once  a  Rhode  Islander,  but  now  a  cit- 
izen  o  f    B  rod  k  1  y  n .    N  e  w    l  o  r k . 

I  will  reproduce  the  Prologue,  for  that 
tells  the  story  far  better  than  1  can  do  it 
and   more   instructive.     Here  it  is: 
Mysterious  Lake  Ron-kon-ko-ma. 

Situate  in  about  the  geographical  cen- 
ter of  Long  Island,  about  fifty  miles 
from  City  Hall,  Xew  York,  nestled  a- 
mong  the  low  surrounding  hills,,  lies 
the  beautiful  Lake  Ron-kon-koma.  Its 
water,  fresh,  pure,  limpid,  evidently  has 
its  source  in  springs,  for  no  surface 
stream  feeds  it ;  neither  is  there  any  ap- 
parent outlet.  While  Long  Island- Sound 
is  four  miles  to  the  north,  and  the  Great 
South  Bay,  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  lie 
about  the  same  distance  away  to  the 
south,  the  lake  is  fifty-seven  feet  above 
them  both.  Many  have  advanced  the 
theory  that  as  an  analysis  of  its  waters 
is  the  same  as  that  of  certain  Vermont 
lakes,  it  was  doubtless  fed  by  one  of 
them;  and  that  it  empties  by  another 
subterranean  channel,  into  the  waters 
of  the  Great  South  Bay.  If  this  could 
be  substantiated  by  facts,  it  would  im- 
mediately explain  forever  the  mystery 
of  its  source,  and  where  it  empties.  The 
water  of  the  lake  is  remarkably  pure 
and  clear.  It  is  almost  entirely  sur- 
rounded by  a  pure  white  sand  beach, 
where,  in  the  summer  season,  bathing  is 
enjoyed.     It  is  said  by  those  who  have 


long    hved    in    the    neighborhood,      that 

there    is    an    undeviating    septennial    rise 
and   fall  of  the   water  of   the  lake,   that 
the   water   rises    for   three   and   one-half 
years,   to  a   height   of    fifteen   to    twenty 
feet.      The    Indians    would    not    fish    in 
the    lake,    regarding   it   as    sacred.    Then 
comes    the    poem,      TUS-KA-WAXTA, 
the   mystery  of  Lake  Ron-kon-koma.      I 
will  give  the  opening  paragraph. 
'Tn  the  land  of  Seawan-hocky, 
'Mid  quahaug  and  periwinkle, 
Roamed  there  in  peace  the  Sec-a-toques 
A  ear   the   shores   of   Ron-kon-koma; 
Xear  its  pure  and  silent  waters 
Oft  they  wandered  and  held  councils." 

I  ought  not  to  print  or  blend  the  pleas- 
ure which  my  readers  will  have  as  they 
read,  and  will  themselves  see  the  men- 
tal brightness,  which  the  bright  and 
beautiful  writer  has  laid  within  their 
reach.  But  I  must  give  one  specimen. 
Here  it  is: 

"  "l'w-is  the  young  chief   VYyancomhone 
I  ride  of    father,   Chief    Wy-an-danch, 
and   his   mother,   Wit— chit-au-bit 
Of  the  great  tribe  of  Montauk, 
Friendly  neighbors  of  Sec-a-toqucs. 
Straight  he  pointed  to  the  waters,  etc." 

Mr.  Babcock  tells  us  that  there  is  a 
Legend  of  the  Lake,  about  a  young  In- 
dian chief,  who  was  drowned  in  the 
lake:  and  that  his  intended  bride  came 
in  a  phantom  canoe,  sighing  for  the  re- 
turn of  her  lover.  Mr.  Babcock  has  po- 
etized the  story,  and  introduced  histor- 
ical Indian  things  found  in  the  Records 
of    1640-1675. 

Mr.    Babcock    follows   with   the   story 
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of  Oc-he-douse,  the  great  sachern;  and 
his  song  oi  Love ;  and  the  treachery  of 
No-we-di-nah,  all  of  which  is  set  forth 
in  fire  poetic  form.  Lastly  conies  the 
Epilogue : 

"Past   have   tribes   of   Seawan-hocky, 
(lone   their   spirits   in   the   distance, 
To  last  hunting  ground   returneth, 
Stilled  their  voices — all  is  silent. 
Dust  of  them  is  all  remaineth. 
But  the  love  song  of  all  nature 
Lives  it  on  the  same  as  ever. 
And  the  thrush,  the  auk  and  rabbit 
And  the  bee  in  search  of  honey 
Seek  they  still,  for  love,  desire; 
And  the  south  wind  softly  whispers 
Through  the  tree  tops  to  the  flowers 
and  the  love  winds  gently  echo 
From  the  brooklet,  as  it  murmurs 
To  the  bursting  buds,  just  lisping. 
Live  their  voices,  never  ceasing. 
When   the  bosom  of  the  waters, 
Of    the    sacred    Ron-kon-koma 
Breathes  it  high,  each  seven  summers 
When  the  twilight,  o'er  its  surface 
Gleams  through  mist  of  radient  splendor 
Appears  the  maiden   Tuskawanta. 
In  her  phantom  mist  boat  gliding 


Through  the  shadowy  veil,  singing 
To  her  lover,  on   shore   standing." 

Mr.  Babcock  has  given  a  page  of  ex- 
planatory notes,  concerning  the  Indian 
names  of  the  sachems.  Among  them  is 
given  the  maiden  Tuskawanta.  meaning 
the   spirit   of   love.

"MY    STONE    BUILT    WINDMILL" 

At  Newport,  R.  I. 

The    Providence   Journal  of    May  29, 
1914,  printed  a  rude  picture  entitled  "The 
Tower    of    Mystery,"    and    under    it-  the 
following  paragraph  :   "This  unassuming 
structure,  the  Old   Stone   Mill"  at   New- 
port,  is   a   question   mark    in    stone,    and 
in  this  state  it  is  the  Tower  of  Mystery. 
No   one   knows  who   built   it,   or  why   it 
was  put  up,  or  when.     It  has  stood  for 
centuries,   without  giving   a    clue   to   its 
history  or  purpose.     One  theory  is  that 
it  was  erected  by  the  hardy  and  daring 
"Norwegians"      who      first      discovered 
North  America  and  founded  the  colony 
of  Vinland,  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  in  the 
year  1000.     The  leader  of  the  expedition 
was  Lief  Ericsson,  son  of  Eric  the  Red, 
discoverer  of  Greenland.    Note  :  the  word 
Norwegians,     used     above,   is  not   true. 
The  word  means  inhabitants  of  Norway. 
But    Norway    did   not   exbt   at   the   time 
when   the  "Norsemen"  are  said  to  have 
constructed     the     "Old     Stone     Mill"    ar. 
Newport.     The   Norsemen    were   inhabi- 
tants of   Scandinavia,  the  most  northern 
lands  of  Europe.     They  discovered   first 
Iceland,   as    we   now   know   it,   and   then 
Greeland,  and  from  the  last  territory  the 
Norsemen  skirted   the  eastern  shores  of 
North  America  as  far  down  as  northern 
Massachusetts.        No   man   to-day   living 
can  prove  that  a  Norseman  ever  entered 
the    waters    of    what    we    now    know    as 
Narragansett    Bay.        Again,    the    Provi- 
dence Journal  of  May  22,  1910,  contains 
an    article   entitled    "An    English    Proto- 
type  of    Newport's    "Old    Stone   Mill," 


Then  follows  two  large  illustrations; 
"Newport's  Old  Stone  Mill'*  and 
the  other  "Stone  Mill"  in  Leaming- 
ton.'' The  Journal  has  a  note  beneath 
these  two  illustrations  from  which  I 
shall  make  a  few  citations:  "Mr.  C.  11. 
Clarke  is  a  local  historian  in  the  City-by- 
the-sea,  and  his  views  as  to  the  origin 
of  the  ancient  structure  were  recently 
published  in  the  Sunday  Journal  (March 
27,  1910)  and  have  awakened  widespread 
interest.  Mr.  Clarke  claimed  no  origin 
of  the  Old  Mill  (in  Newport),  but  he 
expressed  the  opinion  that  he  had  con- 
clusive proof  that  it  (the  Old  Stone  Mill 
at  Newport)  was  not  built  by  Benedict 
Arnold.  The  Journal  continues:  "After 
reading  the  Journal,  Mr.  S.  E.  Meitz  of 
Philadelphia  sent  data  and  a  photograph 
of  a  stone  mill  in  Leamington,  England, 
which  he  believes  proves  conclusively 
that  the  old  stone  mill  at  Newport  was 
erected  by  Benedict  Arnold;  Mr  Meitz 
says  he  was  in  England  in  1902:  and  he 
saw  a  stone  wind  mill,  when  driving  near 
Leamington.  The  structure  resembled 
the  Old  Stone  Mill  at  Newport  so  much, 
that  lie  belived  some  one  must  have  seen 
the  English  mill  and  attempted  to  re- 
produce it  at  Newport."  (Providence 
Journal,  22  May,  1910).  Mr.  Meitz  con- 
tinued :  "There  seems  little  doubt  that 
the  Newport  structure  is  in  reality  an 
attempt  to  reproduce  the  English  mill 
and  is  the  work  of  Benedict  Arnold 
about  the  year  1676."  ( Providence  Jour- 
nal, 22  May,  1910.)  Again  the  Journal 
says:  "The  Leamington  mill  was  erected 
in  1627  after  a  design  by  George  Jone?" 
It.    was    designed    by    Ittigo    Jones,    the 
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most  famous  English  architect  of  that 
age. 

Nicholas  Easton  was  an  Englishman 
who  came  to  that  settlement  on  Aquidncc 
Island  before  it  had  a  name,  since  called 
Portsmouth.  The  incorporation  took 
place  "On  the  7th  day  of  the  first  month 
in  1638."  (R.  T.  Col.  Rec,  v,  i.  P.  S>.) 
The  Indian  Deed,  for  the  lands  of  the 
greate  island  of  Aquednecke"  had  this 
date,  "the  24th  of  ye  1st  month  called 
march  in  ye  yeare  (so  commonly  called) 
1636-7."  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  1,  p.  45.)  This 
last,  date  was  written  by  Roger  Williams, 
who  made  the  purchase  from  Canonicas 
and  Miantinomi  for  an  English  planting 
there. 

Nicholas  Easton,  above  mentioned,  ar- 
rived at  this  settlement  on  "the  20th 
of  the  3rd  month,  1638,"  or  abou:  that 
time,  for  he  was  given  six  acres  of  land 
on  that  day.  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  1,  55.) 

On  the  28th  of  the  2d  month,  16o9, 
nine  men  then  dwelling  at  Portsmouth 
met  secretly  on  the  Indian  lands  of  Po- 
casset,  which  lay  just  across  what  is  now 
called  the  "East  Passage"  of  Narragan- 
sett  Bay,  and  entered  into  a  compact  "to 
propagate  a  Plantation. ' '    Then  one  night 


they  left  secretly  the  Portsmouth  settle- 
ment, and  planted  a  settlement,  which, 
on  the  16th,  3d  month,  1639,  they  voted 
"shall  be  called  Newport.''  (  R.  I.  Col. 
Rec.  1,  p.  SS.)  That  spelling  as  i.ere 
given  cannot  be  correct.  These  forms 
exist.  Nuport,  Nieu-port.  Nieuport.  TLen 
Nicholas  Easton  went  with  his  family, 
to  dwell  in  a  house  which  he  had  built 
The  first  house  built  at  Newport. 
(Drake's  American  Biog.  Diet.,  p.  294.  > 

I  have  stated  above  that  Roger  Wil- 
liams made  the  purchase  of  Aquidnec 
Island  for  certain  men  who  were  in- 
habitants of  the  Plymouth  Colony.  When 
Roger  Williams  went  with  these  men  to 
"view"  the  island,  as  they  did.  How 
did  it  happen  that  neither  Williams,  nor 
one  of  these  men,  saw  the  "Old  Stone 
Mill,"  which,  according  to  the  Provi- 
dence Journal  of  May  29,  1914,  was  the 
"Tower  of  Mystery?"  Would  Williams 
have  failed  to  see  this  "Tower."  which, 
according  to  the  Journal,  was  standing 
then,  having  been  built  by  the  Norsemen, 
"Norwegians"  the  Journal  calls  them, 
six  hundred  and  thirty  years  before. 
Would  not  Roger  Williams  have  record- 
ed what  he  had  found,   if  it  was  there, 
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and   which   no    man   then   on   earth   had 
ever  heard  of  or  about? 

Nichalos  Easton  was  one  of  my  own 
ancestors,  from  whom  by  blood  I  am 
descended.  He  was  twice  President  of 
the  Colony  under  the  Charter  of  164.3. 
His  eldest  son  was  "Peter."  This  Peter 
Easton  wrote  a  "Journal''  or  a  "Diary" 
in  which  occurs  this  phrase.  "In  1663  the 
Rhode  Island  Colonists  built  their  first 
Wind  Mill  as  we  gather  from  Peter 
Easton's  Diary;  and,  on  August  28,  1675. 
he  notes  in  the  same  Diary,  on  Satur- 
day night  forty  years  after  the  great 
storm  in  1635,  came  much  the  like  storm 
blew  down  our  wind-mill  and  did  much 
harm."  This  first  mill  was  of  wood. 
(Mag.  Afner.  Hist,  v  3  1S7Q  n  546,) 
Two  years  later,  on  the  20th  December, 
1677,  Benedict  Arnold  made  his  will 
giving  "My  Stone  Built  Wind  Mill"  to 
his  daughter.  In  the  Journal's  story  as 
told  by  Charles  Henry  Clarke,  this 
daughter's  name  is  given  as  Henrietta. 
Arnold  had  no  daughter  with  this  name. 
I  think  Charles  Henry  will  be  forced  to 
admit  that  I  have  stated  this  first  point 
correctlv.    "Well,  what  if  I  do?    What?"

to  make  known  to  the  people  its  exist- 
ence. It  was  (169)  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  years  before  that  anybody  in 
Rhode  Island  ever  heard  that  the  "Nor- 
wegians," or  Norsemen,  had  ever  built 
it.     All  this  fiim-flam   work  of  John   R. 


Bartlett  was  done  in  the  years  1830-1840. 
Henry  B.  Anthony  for  many  years  was 
the  Editor  of  the  Providence  Journal.    He 
was  the  brother-in-law  of  John  R.  Bart- 
lett— both    had    married     daughters     of 
Christopher  Rhodes  of   Pawtuxet,  Bart- 
lett in  1831,  Anthony  in   1838.     This  ac- 
counts  for  the  work  of  the  Providence 
Journal,    1840-1850    on    this     Norsemen 
nonsense.      It    was    in    June.    1914,    that 
J  Thomas  L.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian 
|  of    Pennsylvania,    sent    me    a   little    four 
j   page  leaflet  on  which  was  printed  a  brief

THE  NINETY-NINTH  (99th)  AN- 
NIVERSARY OF  THE  FAMOUS 
■SEPTEMBER  GALE  ON  THE 
22nd  AND  23rd  DAYS  OF  THAT 
MONTH,   1815. 


An  Interesting  History,  written  by  01- 
ney  ll'insor,  a  man  prominent  in  fi- 
nances of  Providence,  during  the 
closing  year  of  the  \$th  and  the  open- 
ing year  of  the  19///  Century. 


On  Friday  night,  September  22d,  1815, 
wind  N.E.,  arose  considerably;  Sat- 
urday morning.  23d,  wind  E.  advanced 
considerably  between  7  and  8  o'clock. 
Wind  shitted  to  S.  E.  and  blew  a  hur- 
ricane, rain  moderated,  wind  increased 
until  11  o'clock  and  12  o'clock,  which 
drove  a  tide  into  Providence  river,  of 
a  height  never  known  since  the  first 
settlement;  the  wind  then  shifted  into 
the  S.  W.  and  its  violence  abated.,  and 
the  tide  receded  with  about  the  same 
rapidity  that  it  had  risen  for  two  hours 
before— this  was  at  least  half  an  hour 
before  high  water,  by  calculation;  the 
tide  was  said  to  be  8  or  10  feet  higher 
than  ever  known  by  the  oldest  person 
living.  The  lowest  ports  of  the  town 
were  entirely  inn-undated ;  indeed  the 
tempest  drove  the  waters  through  the 
streets  like  a  sea,  every  vessel  in  the 
harbour,  except  two,  were  driven  from 
their  moorings  on  the  wharves  into  the 
streets  and  into  the  Cove  above  the 
Bridge  which  they  demolished  in  their 
passage — 35  sail  on  the  shore  of  the 
Cove,  with  wrecks  of  houses,  stores, 
and  property  of  every  description   to   a 


vast  amount.  Mill  Bridge  was  forced 
partly  off  its  buttments,  passable  only 
by  foot.  India  Bridge  destroyed  and' 
much  injury  done  there  to  houses, 
stores,  etc.,  and  two  persons  were 
drowned  there,  viz. :  David  Butler  and 
Reuben  Win-slow,  who  were  the  only 
persons  who  lost  their  lives  in  Provi- 
dence, which  was  marvellous  indeed 
considering  the  wind,  the  tide,  and  that 
the  air  and  streets  were  filled  with  the 
wreck  of  buildings,  chimneys,  etc.;  few 
persons  were  materially  injured.  The 
destruction  at  Eddy's  Point  was  very 
great.  Many  houses  and  stores  were 
demolished.  The  Meeting  House  of 
the  2nd  Baptist  Society  entirely  de- 
stroyed,— the  foundation  of  Mr.  Wil- 
liams' Meeting  House  much  injured; 
these  Houses  were  situated  on  the 
margin  of  the  Cove,  north  of  Eddy's 
Point.  The  windows  of  the  Meeting 
House  of  the  1st  Baptist  Society  were 
much  injured;  but  its  lofty  spire,  to  the 
astonishment  of  all  weathered  the  gale. 
The  stores  at  the  Head  of  the  Wharves 
on  the  East  side  of  the  River  were 
generally  destroyed,  or  much  injured. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  500  buildings 
were  destroyed,  or  materially  injured; 
the  amount  of  property  destroyed  was 
at  first  estimated  at  from  one  million 
to  one  million  and  one-half  of  Dollars. 
But  after  more  time  to  form  a  Judg- 
ment, it  is  not  supposed  to  exceed  half 
a  million  Dollars, — yet  many  lost  their 
a//.  The  wind  extended  f;;r  into  the 
r  country,  laying  prostrate  sheds,  barns, 
and  some  houses,  and  vast  number  of 
fruit  and  forest  trees.     Every  town,  on, 
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or  near  the  sea  from  Massachusetts  to 
New  York  experienced  the  gale,  and 
more  or  less  suffered  by  the  tide.  To 
the  westward  of  the  Connecticut  River 
the  gale  was  not  so  violent,  but  the  rain 
was  more  abundant  for  several  hund- 
red miles,  carrying  off  mills,  bridges, 
etc.  The  weather  was  very  fine  after 
the  gale,  for  a  long  time. — no  rain  of 
any  consequence  for  50  days.  On  ex- 
amination of  the  Histories  of  the  coun- 
try I  find  that  two  very  high  tides  are 
mentioned,  viz.:  A.  D.  1635,  on  Satur- 
day, 15th  of  August,  in  Morton's  N.  E. 
Memorial,  page  103;  and  in  Holmes' 
American  Annals,  page  283.  Holmes 
gives  an  account  of  another,  A.  D., 
1724.  These  accounts  more  particular- 
ly to  Massachusetts  Bay  and  Ply- 
mouth say  that  the  Indians  on 
Narragansett  informed  them  that 
they  had  to  climb  trees  to  avoid  de- 
struction by  the  water  in  1635;  if  so, 
the  wind  could  not  be  so  violent  as  the 
late  gale,  for  in  such  a  case  trees  could 
be  no  security;  indeed  on  the  late  gale 
a  man  could  scarcely  keep  on  his  feet 
upon  the  ground,  much  less  form  the 
idea  to  ascend  a   tree    for   safety   when 


many    became    prostrate     around      him. 
Therefore  I  conclude  if  the  tide  was  a< 
high,   or   nearly   so  as   in   the   late   flood 
the   wind    must  have  been    far  less  vio- 
lent.     If   the    tide   was   so   uncommonly 
high   in   Providence  River  in  1724,  it  is 
singular    that   it   has   not   been,    at   least 
handed    down    by    tradition,    for    many 
are  now  on  the  stage  who  have  always 
resided    in    the    town,    been    conversant 
with    their    parents,    grand-parents,    and 
i    other  friends  who  then  were  of  mature 
j    age    and    there    at    the    time.     As    high 
|    tides    have    frequently      happened,      the 
|    former  one  would  as  naturally  be  hand- 
I    ed   down    to   posterity     as     the      Great 
j    Snows  that  fell  in  this  country  previous 
j    to    that    period,    which    have    been    very 
I    -frpnnpntly  mentioned  to  me  by  my  an.- 
I    cestors,      and      other      aged      intelligent 
friends,  even  from  infancy. 

OLNEY    WIXSOR. 
Nov.  16th,  1815. 

P.  S.— John  Whipple  of  North  Provi- 
dence was  killed  by  the  fall  of  his  barn 
on  the  morning  of  the  23rd,  September, 
near  his  house,  situated  on  the  West 
side  of  Providence  Plain,  about  a  mile 
from  Mill  Bridge.     We  had  an  uncom- 
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monly  fine  and  pleasant  autumn  after 
the  gale, — little  or  no  frost,  or  rain  to 
interrupt  business  for  40  or  50  days. 
Of  course  harvest  was  well  secured. 
The  following  winter  was  rather  dry 
and  moderate. 

Died  at  his  residence  in  Xorth  Prov- 
idence. Wednesday  morning,  Olney 
Wir.sor,  Esq.,  in  the  84th  year  of  his 
age,  March  15,  1837. 

This  account  of  the  September  gale 
at  Providence  in  1815  was  written  by 
Olney  Winsor.  He  owned  a  book,  at 
the  time,  entitled,  "Church  History  of 
New  England,  extending  from  1783  to 
1796,  containing  an  account  of  the  Re- 
ligious Affairs  of  the  Country  and  the 
Opinions  on  Religious  Accounts."  vol.3. 
Boston,  1796. 

This  work,  written  by  Isaac  Backus, 
was  published  in  3  volumes.  Mr.  Win- 
sor owned  the  3rd.  On  the  fly  leaves, 
both  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  this 
volumn,  Mr.  Winsor  wrote  his  history. 
It  is  now  in  the  Sidney  Smith  Rider 
great  collections  of  Rhode  Island  His- 
tory, now  in  Brown  University  library. 
In  the  year  1863  the  Providence  Journal 
for  the  23d  of  Sept.,  published  a  detailed 


account   of   the   Great  Storm.      This   is 
the  opening  paragraph  by  the  Editor  of 
the  Journal:     "Today  is  the  48th  anni- 
versary   of    the    Great    September    Gale 
that   brought  an  overwhelming  sea  into 
j    a  part  of  the  "then"  town  of  Providence 
'   and  involved  a  loss  of  property  estimat- 
i    ed  by   Moses  Brown  to  be  of  the  value 
of    more    than    a    million    dollars ;    over 
j   one  quarter  of  the  taxable  valuation  of 
:   the    town.       The    population    was    then. 
i   twelve  thousand.     Through  the  courte- 
|    sy  of  Sidney  S.  Rider,  Secretary  of  the 
!   Rhode    Island    Historical    Society,    who 
|   has    devoted    much    intelligent    and    !a- 
I   borious    research    to    an    elucidation    of 
!   the    history    of    this    memorable    event, 
i  the  witnesses  of   which  are  fast  fading 
j    from    among    men,    we    are    enabled    to 
|   present   the   first   detailed   and   complete 
j   account  of  the  Great  Storm  and  its  at- 
i  ten-dent     incidents     and     circumstances 
!   that    ever    was    published.       The    facts 
here  presented  which  are  gathered  from 
eye    witnesses    of    the    flood,    from    the 
newspapers    of    the    day,    and    from    the 
records   of   the  town,   will   be   found   to 
possess  an  interest  that  will  absorb  the 
readers'  attention  even  amid  the  sounds 
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of  imr,  and  the  Hghtening-sped  tidings 
of  battle.''  That  was  published  on  the 
48th  anniversary  of  the  Great  Storm. 
Now  I  have  come  again  to  the  subject, 
the  99th  .anniversary,  because  I  have 
found  the  story  of  another  eye  witness, 
hitherto,  unknown,  and  by  which  many 
new    facts   are    saved    from   destruction. 


The  Xarragansett  Times  of  Sept.  4th 
last  has  this  : 

"Americans  have  no  cause  to  mourn 
over  impending  calamities.  There  is 
some  excuse,  for  the  manipulator  of 
markets,  who  is  ready  to  cry  out  as 
vaciferously  on  one  side  as  another 
when  it  suits  his  purpose  or  puts  money 
in  his  packet.  But  trie  average  man 
has  no  reason  for  a  dropping  of  the 
spirits  or  for  pessimistic  views.  On  the 
contrary  we  have  every  reason  to  hold 
our  heads  high  and  entertain  the  high- 
est hopes  for  the  future.  We  have 
nearly  100,000.000  people,  and  we  have 
an  abundance  with,  which  to  provide  for 
their  necessities.  We  have  plenty  to 
eat  and  drink  and  wear,  and  we  have 
all    the    conveniences    and    comforts    of 


modern  civilization,  and  there  is  no 
danger  whatever  that  any  of  these  shall 
be  taken  away  from  us.  P.esides  this 
we  produce  vast  quantities  more  than 
we  can  consume,  and  the  surplus  pro- 
ducts we  can  dispose  of  to  the  warring 
nations  of  Europe  at  prices  which  will 
give  us  an  exceptional  return.  We  are 
in  an  isolated  position  and  can  serve 
the  East  and  the  West  without  dis- 
crimination. Xo  one  is  going  to  attack 
us.  and  we  have  no  reason  to  attack 
any  one.  Our  industrious  people 
should  take  advantage  of  the  present 
opportunity  to  renew  their  energy  that 
they  may  reap  a  rich  harvest.  We 
should  not  rejoice  because  we  are  go- 
ing to  profit  largely  by  the  misfortunes 
of  our  neighbors,  but  whether  we  re- 
joice or  repine  we  will  profit  very  large- 
ly, we  shall  be  relieving  their  suffer- 
ing by  supplying  their  wants.  Were 
this  war  to  last  several  years — a  thing 
which  does  not  seem  possible  because 
of  its  magnitude — our  country  will  ab- 
sorb the  bulk  of  the  money  in  the 
world.  Our  pasture  lands,  agricultural 
and   fruit  lands  are  capable  of  produc-

coal  and  iron,  our  cotton  and  oil  fields 
will  give  produce  which  will  find  ready 
sales  in  Europe.  The  battling  thous- 
ands must  be  clothed  and  fed  and 
housed.  Of  all  the  nations  now  at 
war  only  one.  Russia,  can  feed  herself. 
It  is  quite  possible  that  we  will  be  dis- 
commoded to  some  extent  by  inability 
to  buy  the  goods  we  want.  But  this 
will  be  a  small  ill.  Foreign  factories 
will  be  emptied  and  the  laborers  sent 
to  the  front  to  furnish  food  for  the  can- 
non. Production  abroad  will  be  handi- 
capped as  neyer  before  and  the  demand 
for  our  goods  should  stimulate  -onr 
manufactures  to  the  utmost" 

It  is  an  admirable  article,  brim  full 
of -common  sense.  It  is  just  what  the 
ablest   men   in   the  country  all   think.

LUSTRATED BY  TWENTY  EN- 
GRAVINGS AMONG  THEM 
THE  "TOWER  OF  MYSTERY." 


The  "Knickerbocker"  was  in  1850 
the  most  popular  magazine  published 
in  this  country.  It  was  published  in 
New  York  City,  and  the  brightest 
minds  then  existing  were  its  contri- 
butors. The  number,  from  October. 
1859,  has  a  fine  paper  on  "Newport," 
on  "Aquidneck  Island."  It  covers 
eighteen  pages  and  has  twenty  illus- 
trations. There  are  many  bright  and 
pleasant  things  said  in  it,  some  of 
which  I  will  reproduce.  "Much  and 
long  as  one  sea-girt  city  may  seem  to 
have  mistaken  her  calling,  "she  has 
never  lived  ingloriously,  for.  as  ge- 
nius will  sparkle,  though  struck  upon 
the  most  untoward  flint,  so  in  the 
story,  and  in  the  still  remaining  traces 
of  her  past  character,  there  every- 
where shines  evidence  of  the  power 
which  now  distinguishes  her  in  her 
new  vocation.  They  are  pleasant  pic- 
tures to  look  upon,  for  the  Old  New- 
port of  the  past  century  (1760-1860), 
is  a  very  different  city  from  that  of 
the  present  day,  (1859),  and  still  more 
so  in  1914."  "As  on  the  settle- 
ment of  Roger  Williams  in  Provi- 
dence, so  in  the  colony  at  Aquid- 
neck, there  was  a  hearty  exercis- 
ing of  the  demon  of  intolerance, 
science,  which  so  marked  the  cha- 
racter   of    the     neighboring     regions, 


that  entire  freedom,  both  religious 
and  civil  was  assured  to  all;"  "The 
admission  of  three  elements  into  the 
body  politic  and  social  contributed 
greatly  to  the  immediate  success,  and 
to  the  after  fortunes  of  the  people; 
and  to  this  diy  is  the  salutor)  influ 
enee  powerfully  and  unfully  at  work; 
next  to  the  great  business  of  Reli- 
gious Liberty  the  chief  attraction  of 
Aquidneck,  on  Rhode  Island,  as  the 
inhabitants  (really  Roger  Williams) 
re-named  it  from  its  fancied  resem- 
blance to  the  Isle  of  Rhodes  in  the 
Mediterranean,  (of  this,  there  exists 
documentary  evidence),  and  the  puri- 
ty and  pleasantness  of  its  climate,  a 
greater  secret  of  its  success  at  this 
day  even  that  in  1638."  "Among 
the  earliest  of  the  distinguished  names 
associated  with  this  story  of  New- 
port, is  that  of  the  venerable  Bishop 
Berkeley,  who  made  his  appear- 
ance there  in  1729  tarrying  some  two 
years  on  the  edge  of  the  town,  with- 
in sound  of  the  surf,  on  the  seashore 
there  yet  stands  the  house  which  he 
built  and  occupied  under  the  name. 
"Whitehall."  A  picture  of  it,  one  of 
the  twenty,  in  this  "Knickerbocker." 
Another  picture  in  it,  interesting  to 
us.  is  "The  Old  Mill"  (p.  351)  this 
note  follows:  'The  Old  Mill'  or  tower. 
in  the  heart  of  the  town  will  not  fail 
to  excite  the  visitor's  curiosity,  and 
interest,  whether  he  wonders,  if  it 
were  built  by  the  Norsemen  a 
thousand  years  ago  for  mystic  rites; 
or  by  an  enterprising  miller,  a  cen- 
tury since,   simply   to  grind  his  corn; 
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whoever  did  it,  or  whatever  for.  it  is 
a  pleasant  old  relic  to  look  at  and 
think  about."  The  capture  of  the 
British  officer,  General  Prescott,  by 
Colonel  Barton  is  brief,  and  beautiful. 
he  dropped  down  the  bay.  "under 
the  noses  of  the  enemy's  ships,  and 
mastering  the  sentinel's  took  the  old 
tyrant  from  his  bed  and  carried  him 
without  superfluous  toilette,  again  be- 
neath the  shadow  of  the  British  ves- 
sels to  the  American  camp,"  just  be- 
low Pawtuxet.  One  more  extract 
will  brighten  the  memory  and  fresh- 
en the  recollections  of  the  results 
had  as  they  were  to  Newport,  "The 
Bristish  on  abandoning  the  island 
after  three  years'  possession  they 
completed  the  destruction  they  had 
begun,  and  continued  by  burning  the 
barracks  at  Fort  Adams,  and  the 
lighthouse  on  Beavertail  Point;  the 
town  records  were  borne  away  and.

The  pictures 
call  to  mind  the  memory  of  men  once 
celebrated,  but  now  forgotten  by 
many  of  us  now  living.

Have  we 
no  Executive  government  overlooked 
by  Earls  and  Dukes,  and  Lords,  and 
Knights,  so  titled  by  the  i-'ope  or 
Rome. 


United  States.  Article  1,  Sec.  9.  reads,

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Washington,  D.  C,  sends 
BOOK  NOTES  the  following  im- 
portant change  in  food  conditions  in 
the  United  States: 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  30th. — 
The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  issued  a  ruling  which  hereafter 
will  require  any  spoiled  food  to  be  de- 
natured before  it  can  be  shipped  into 
interstate    commerce. 

This  will  permit  the  shipment  of 
spoiled    eggs   for  use   in   tanning,   and 


THE  NATIONAL  EXCHANGE  BAM'; 
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other  spoiled  substances  for  the  mak- 
ing of  fertilizer,  or  oils,  or  greases 
used  in  machinery,  but  will  require 
them  to  be  treated  with  salt  kerosene 
oil,  or  coloring  matter  or  in  other 
ways  so  that  they  cannot  possibly  be 
used  for  food.  The  denaturing  sub- 
stances to  be  required  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  use  of  the  filthy,  de- 
composed or  putrid  animal  or  vege- 
table substances  in  the  manufacture 
of  nonedible  products  for  use  in  the 
technical  arts,  but  will  be  of  a  nature 
that  will  absolutely  prevent  the  con- 
verting of  the  substances  into  pro- 
ducts that  could,  by  any  chance,  be 
eaten.  This  is  on  the  analogy  of  the 
denaturing  of  grain  alcohol  for  use 
in  the  arts. 


The  New  York  Times  of  the  14th 
inst.  describes  Dr.  Dernburg's  argu- 
ments in  defense  of  the  Kaiser  o\ 
Germany  as  being  "far"  and  away 
with  the  ablest  and  the  most  subtle 
yet  made;  then  the  Times  gives  the 
evidence:  "His  method  is  so  exceed- 
ingly adroit  that  if  he  be  not  read 
with  constant  wariness  of  mind  the 
reader  may  find  himself  granting  one 
assumption    after   another   until   he    is 


swept  helplessly  along  to  a  conclu- 
sion that  Germany  has  been  the  most 
peaceful  nation  on  earth,  that  the 
Kaiser  is  merely  the  humble  servant 
of  his  people  and  that  the  war  was 
imposed  upon  Europe  by  a  higher 
fate     quite     beyond    human     control."

SHOWN  HERE  ON  EARTH.  IX 
RHODE  ISLAND,  IN  THE 
WORK  OF  ROGER  WILLIAMS.

In  the  year  1913.  the  Century  Com- 
pany published  in  New  York  City  a 
book  entitled  "The  American  Spirit," 
12  mo.  pp.  379.  written  by  Oscar  S. 
Straus.  The  book  is  made  up  of  ar- 
ticles published  in  many  "magazines" 
and  "periodicals."  These  articles  are 
twenty-three  in  number  and  were 
published  during,  or  between  the 
years  1901-1912.  Mr.  Straus  thus 
gives  his  reason  for  the  selection  of 
his  title  to  the  publication;  because 
they  (his  essays  and  addresses)  illus- 
trate different  phases  of  that  spirit 
in  our  economic  and  national  life,  and 
international  relation.  Mr.  Straus  is 
a  Jew.  whether  born  in  Judah,  or  in  | 
other  Hebrew  land,  or  in  these  Unit-  | 
ed  States.  1  do  not  now  know;  | 
but  wherever  born,  when  he  reach-  } 
ed  sufficient  years  he  had  to  labor  | 
to  acquire,  and  accept  our  Amer- 
ican .  principles  of  national  life.  No 
foreigner  ever  coming  here  brought 
with  him  our  principlesc  of  na- 
tional life.  Four  of  these  essays 
have  interest  to  men,  and  wo- 
men, of  education  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land. 1st,  "  The  American  Spirit." 
2nd,  "Citizenship  and  Protection  of 
Naturalized    Citizens    Abroad."      3rd, 


"Religious  Liberty  in  the  United 
States."  This  last  address  was  deliv- 
ered at  the  University  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  in  1901.  4th,  "The  Tribute 
to  John  Hay,"  who  gave  the  money 
to  build  the  present  Library  Build- 
ing of  the  Brown  University  The 
third  is  the  one  which  most  closely 
touches  Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Straus 
begins  thus.  "In  this,  the  opening  of 
the  Twentieth  Century,  we  have  come 
upon  a  new  era,  which  is  the  heritor 
of  all  the  past.  The  word  heritor 
means  "a  proprietor  or  landholder  in 
a  parish."  Hence.  the  Twentieth 
Century  is  the  inheritor  of  the  damn- 
able work  of  the  land-grabbers  and 
money  thieves  of  all  previous  eras. 
Mr.  Straus  continues.  "The  duty  that 
might  owes  to  right,  the  rich  to  the 
poor,  the  employer  to  the  employee, 
to  afford  equal  opportunities  to  all 
from  artificial  barriers,  from  class  dis- 
tinctions, and  religious  proscriptions, 
the  institutions  of  education  in  our 
land,  are  the  great  levelers.  in  the 
sense  of  making,  the  pathway  of  suc- 
cess, not  a  royal  road,  but  a  Demo- 
cratic highway.  The  three  greatest, 
most  visioued  and  picturesque 
founders  of  the  colonies  thai  be- 
came the  thirteen  original  stales." 
The  words  "picturesque"  and  "vi- 
sioncd."  mean  graphic,  vivid,  and  the 
latter  means  "inspired."  These  three 
"greatest  founders"  were  Roger  Wil- 
liams, the  Pioneer  of  Religious  Lib- 
erty, William  Penn,  the  Projector  of 
Peace  and  Good  Will,  and  James  Ed- 
ward Oglethorp."  The  first  founded 
Rhode    Island,    the    second    Pennsyl- 
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vania,  the  third  Georgia.  Our  great- 
est interest  lies  here  in  Rhocie  Island. 
Let  me  give,  first  what  Mr.  Straus 
says  about  Rhode  Island.  "Let  us 
tarry  a  moment  in  Rhode  Island,  the 
land  where  the  banner  of  Liberty 
was  first  unfurled.  In  the  mid-winter 
of  1636  a  solitary  pilgrim  might  have, 
been  seen  wandering  through  the 
primeval  forests  of  New  England, 
an  exile  from  the  territory  of  the 
Massachusetts  Puritans  seeking  a 
place  of  refuge  from  ecclesiastical 
tyranny,  where  he,  and  all  men  might 
worship  God  according  to  the  dicta- 
tes of  their  consciences.  At  that  time 
there  was  no  such  land  in  the  whole 
civilized  world.  The  Colonists  in 
Virginia  were  strict  conformists  to 
tin-  rites  of  the  church  of  England. 
There  was  less  freedom  there  than 
in  England.  The  settled  portions  of 
New  England  were  domineered  over 
by  the  Puritans  and  Pilgrim  Fathers, 
who  left  their  English  homes  to  es- 
cape ecclesiastical  tyranny,  only  to 
set  up  a  tyranny  of  their  own.  This 
pilgrim  the  first  true  type  of  an  Am- 
erican freeman  the  trusted  and  trust- 
worthy  friend  of  the   savage   Indians, 


the  benefactor  of  all  mankind  was 
Roger  W'il'iams,  who  accomplished 
what  no  one  before  this  ever  had  the 
courage  or  wisdom  combined  with 
the  conviction  of  the  broadest  liberty, 
even  to  attempt  to  found  a  purely 
secular  state,  as  a  shelter  for  the 
poor,  and  the  persecuted,  according 
to  their  several  persuasions.  The 
time,  let  us  hope  is  not  far  oil.  whin 
all  civilized  people,  even  in  the  re- 
motest corners  of  the  world,  will 
recognize  the  truth  and  the  power  of 
the  principles.  that  throw  around 
Roger  Williams  a  halo  of  imperisha- 
ble glory."  The  spirit  that  guided 
the  work  of  the  founder  of  our  gov- 
ernment was  not  one  that  was  crush- 
ed and  screwed  into  sectarian  molds 
by  the  decrees  of  intolerant  councils, 
and  by  the  subtleties  of  priests:  it  rec- 
ognizes the  value  of  every  creed,  but 
rises  above  them  all.  The  grand  and 
noble  purpose  was  to  establish  jus- 
tice, promote  the  general  welfare, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty 
to  ourselves  and  to  our  posterity 
This  is  the  lesson  of  the  develop- 
ment of  civil  as  well  as  religious  lib- 
|  erty   in    the    United    States. 
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Nineteen  years  before  the  publish- 
ing of  this  work,  "The  American 
Spirit,"  Mr.  Straus  wrote  a  book  en- 
titled, "Roger  Williams,  the  Pioneer 
of  Religious  Liberty."  It  was  pub- 
lished in  Xew  York  City  in  1894.  It 
was  the  study  necessary  for  the  writ- 
ing of  such  a  book  as  this  Roger  Wil- 
liams Memoir  that  finished  the  men- 
tal strength  shown  by  Mr.  Straus  in 
the  twenty-three  essays  forming 
"The  American  Spirit."  There  are 
now  in  existence  Five  Biographical 
Memoirs  of  Roger  Williams.  There 
are  good  things  about  Roger  Wil- 
liams in  all  of  them.  But  in  them  all 
are  some  errors.  The  worst  by  Mr. 
Straus  in  his  writings  are  those  writ- 
ten for  him  by  Reuben  A  Guild,  once 
the  Librarian  of  the  Brown  Univer- 
sity Library.  It  was  then  not  written 
as  history.  But  Mr.  Straus'  work, 
about  Roger  Williams  as  a  "whole" 
is  better,  broader,  and  deeper  than 
any  other.  Before  closing,  I  wish  to 
cite  a  paragraph  written  by  Mr. 
Straus  in  his  essay  (No.  15)  on  "Am- 
erica and  the  Spirit  of  American  Jud- 
aism." "The  difference  between  gov- 
ernment   bv    Kings    and    Nobles,    and 


;  governments  under  a  Democracy  is 
j  that  the  former  rests  upon  the  power 
j  to  compel  obedience,  while  the  latter 
i  rests  essentially  upon  the  sacrifice  by 
;  the  individual  for  the  community. 
j  This  essay  was  printed  in  January. 
■  1911.  Only  three  years  later  came 
;  the  present  military  work  of  Kings 
;  all  over  Europe.  Has  the  clock  of 
j   Time    struck? 

Before    closing    this    paper,    I    wish 
i   to   consider      a      moment      what      Mr. 
|   Straus  says  about  the  planting  of  the 
;   state    of    Georgia   by    "Oglethorp,    the 
j   Benevolent   Apostle   of   Equal  Oppor- 
!   tunity  and  Philanthropy,"  who  found- 
:  ed  Georgia  to  open  the  gates  of  free- 
I   dom       to      the       unfortunate      debtor, 
!   which  gates  he  kept  wide  open  to  re- 
ceive the   oppressed    from   every  land, 
and   kept    firmly   closed  against   every 
form    of    persecution      and      slavery." 
(American    Spirit    244.)         This      fine 
thought  by  Mr.  Straus  will  be  strong- 
ly   substantiated    by    James    Graham, 
L.   L.   D.,   in   his  admirable   history  of 
the    United    States,    v.    3,    pp.    7$,    179, 
ISO.     This  book  by  Mr.  Straus  is  pub- 
lished   in    fine    form    by    The    Century 
Company   of   New   York   City. 
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Never  did  I  feci  so  big  in  life  as  I 
did  when  I  received  and  opened,  and 
read   this  letter:

It  seems  strange  that  so  little  attention    j 
has    been    given    to    the    bibliography    of    j 
Providence,    for    this    reason    I    briefly 
touch  the  subject. 

In  a  former  Book  Notes  mention  was  j 
made  of  the  first  printing  press  set  up  in  ! 
Providence,  that  by  William  Goddard,  j 
in  1762.  }\\(V^:  Staples,  in  his  Anna-Is 
of  Providence  gives  some  account  of  it.  , 
This  enterprise  soon  made  a  paper  mill 
a  necessity,  and  one   was   established   in 

1764,  and  this  in  turn  brought  about  the  j 
establishment  of  a  second  printing  of-  J 
fice,  that  by  Captain  John  Waterman,  j 
about  which  there  has  hitherto  been  no  j 
mention  in  our  local  histories.  Mr.  j 
West,  in  his  New  England  Almanac  for  I 

1765,  says    that    a    spacious    mill    for   the 
manufacture    of    paper    had    been    built 
and    would    be    speedily    al    work.      Mr. 
West    wrote   this   in    the    middle   of    the 
year    1764.      There    is    an    advertisement 
for  rags  to  be  used   in   the  manufacture 
of    paper    in    the    Gazette    for    August. 
1764.     John   Waterman  appears  to  have  j 
been    the    principal    manager.      Recently 
there  came  to  the  writer  a  small  collec- 
tion of   songs,   with,   the    following  title, 
Songs  composed  for  the  Use  and  Bdifi-   ! 
cation   of  such  as  love  the  Truth  in  its  : 
Native  Simplicity.  Providence, New  Eng- 
land :    Printed    and    Sold    by    Waterman   j 
&    Russell,    at    the    new    Printing    Office  j 
at   the    Paper    Mill.      There    is   no    date,  j 
The    firm   of    Waterman    &   Russell    was 


dissolved  before  July.  1768.  for  in  that 
month  John  Waterman  printed  at  his 
printing  office  at  the  Paper  Mill  the  fa-, 
mous  Discourse  at  the  Dedication  of  the 
Liberty  Tree,  which  is  usually  attri- 
buted to  Mr.  Silas  DowuVr.  So  that 
this  very  rare  little  collection  of  Songs 
must  have  been  "published  previously 
to  that  date.  There  is  another  fine 
specimen  of  work  from  this  press.  It 
is  a  sermon  by  Abiel  Leonard,  preached 
on  Thank-giving.  Nov.  19.  1767.  at 
Woodstock,  Ct.  It  is  a  quarto  in  form, 
and  <^\  excellent  workmanship.  Impri- 
matur Providence,  New  England  :  Print- 
ed and  sold  by  Waterman  &  Russell,  at 
their  new  Printing  Office  at  the  Paper 
Mill,  1768.  This  must,  of  course,  have 
preceded  the  Downer  Oration,  but  prob- 
ably followed  the  Songs.  This  paper 
mill  was  in  OlncyvihV,  on  the  Woon- 
asquatucket,  where  it  runs  through,  the 
Rutenburg  plat,  and  here  within  my 
day  was  made  that  splendid  loft-dried 
cartridge  paper,  which  we  long  ago  used 
for  covering  book-,  and  with  which 
even  now  many  books  in  Lhe  Allien  .eum 
Library  are  covered.  There  is  a  singular 
interest  in  this  little  collection  of  Songs. 
it  is  probably  an  original  work  by- 
some  Providence  writer,  bul  concern- 
ing whom  we  have  no  present  knowl- 
edge. 

It  was  in  1882  that  I  first  saw  a  little 
book  of  Hymn-  bearing  the  following 
title:  "Songs  Composed  for  the  Use, 
and  Edification  of  Such  as  Love  the 
Truth  in  Its  Native  Simplicity,  and  the 
following  imprint:  "Providence.

The  learned  cler- 
gyman says,  a  more  weight}-  reason  than 
'"laying  on  of  hard"  must  be  found,  and 
it  was  found  in  the  oooosition  of  many 
of  the  members  "to  the  introduction  of 
music   in  public   worship. 

Singing  was  discarded  as  unauthorized 
by  the  New  Testament  (page  106). 
Hence  we  must  dismiss  the  First  Bap- 
tist. The  "Benevolent"  was  the  parent 
of  the  "Beneficent''  and  it  was  because 
of  its  liberality,  which  was  then  just 
beginning,  and  which  ended  in  Unita- 
rianism  that  the  "Beneficent"  people  left 
it.     These    were   singular   circumstances 


in  connection  of  schism,  and  the  rela- 
tion which  this  old  book  of  Hymns 
bears  and  which  will  assist  us  in  this  in- 
quiry. The  people  who  left  the  " Bene- 
volent,'*1 and  formed  the  "Beneficent." 
dismissed  Mr.  Cotton,  their  Pastor,  as

.•is  a  "preacher  of  damnable  good 
words",  and  the  church  went  among 
them  by  the  name,  Babylon  (Mall's  His- 
torical Discourses,  p.  15.)  The  Eleventh 
Song  in  tin's  collection  comprises  thirty 
verses,  and  is  devoted  wholly  to  "Baby 
Ion."

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Providence  in  which  it  could  be  used.

consent  of  Congress,  accepl  oi  any  pres- 
kind  whatever,  from  any  King  or  Priu  e 
or  foreign  state."  (U.  S.  Const.,  Art.  1. 
Sec.  9.)  The  Statutes  at  Large  of  the 
United  States,  Title  XXX,  Section  2165, 
Clause  fourth,  reads:  "In  case  the  alien 
applying  to  be  admitted  to  citizenship,  or 
who  !ia.->  uoinc  any  heriditary  title,  ot 
been  of  any  of  the  orders  oi  the  no- 
bility in  the  kingdom,  or  state  from 
which  he  came,  shall  make  an  express 
renunciation  of  his  title  or  order  of  no- 
bility in  court."  In  direct  violation,  tin- 
Roman  Catholic  Pope  of  Rome  is  giv- 
ing titles  of  nobility  to  his  "agents'*  all 
over  the  United  States.  Have  we  no 
Executive  government  overlooked  b\ 
Earls,  and  Dukes,  and  Lords,  and 
Knights,  so  titled  by  the  Pone  of  Rome.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  RHODE  IS- 
LAND   "CHARTER"    GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY,  IN  KEEPING  THE 
PEOPLE    OF    RHODE    ISLAND 
FROM    MAKING     THE     STATE 
ONE   (THE  THIRTEENTH)   OF 
THE  UNITED   STATES. 
It    is    now,    and    will    always    be,    a 
disgrace  to  the  Rhode  Island  People. 
Existing  records  were  false  for  years, 
especially    the    printed    records,    pub- 
lished here   1856-1865.     The  most  ela- 
borate description  was  given  by  Wil- 
liam R.  Staples,  for  years  a  Supreme 
Court   Judge    of    Rhode    Island.      Mr. 
Arnold,    in   his   history   of    Rhode    Is- 
land, gives  a  half  dozen  lines  on  one  of 
the   last  pages   of  his   history.     I   will 
reproduce    them    entire.      "On    Satur- 
day afternoon,  May  29.  at  five  o'clock, 
the  final  vote   (of  the  cpnvention  sit 
ting  at    Newport)    was   taken.     There 
were    seventy    members.      Thirty-four 
members  voted!  to  adopt  the  Constitu- 
tion  of  the  United    States;   thirty-two 
voted  in  the  negative,  and  four  mem-  j 
bers  declined  to  vote.   (Arnold's  Hist,  j 
Rhode   Island,   v.  2,  p.   562).     This   is 
his    closing    paragraph,    "A    majority  j 
of    two    votes    saved    the    people    of  | 
Rhode   Island  from   anarchy,   and   the  j 
state  from   dismemberment."   In   1902,  j 
Irving   B.   Richman  published  a   book 
entitled,    "Rhode    Island,    Its    History  i 
and   Its   Meaning."

The  Rhode  Island  Colonial  Record, 
edited  and  constructed  by  John  R. 
Bartlett.  contains  nothing  about  the 
work  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
forming  the  convention.  Nor  its 
numbers,  Staples  gives  the  number 
as  being  seventy,  Arnold  gives  num- 
bers at  sixty-six.  The  population  of 
Rhode  Island  at  the  time  was  68,825. 
Rhode  Island  became  the  Thirteenth 
of  the  United  States  on  the  29th  of 
May,  1790.  The  Congress  of  the 
United  States  was  in  session  in  New 
York  City,  at  the  time.  Fifteen  days 
later,  Congress  enacted  a  statute,  on 
the  14th  of  June,  1790.  The  name  of 
this  statute  was,  "An  act  for  giving 
effect  to  the  several  acts  therein  men- 
tioned in  respect  to  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions. This  law  covered  "Acts  of  Im- 
port and  tonnage  (now)  in  force  as 
to  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  and  for 
due  collection,  two  districts  were  es- 
tablished, their  limits  and  boundaries." 
By  this  law  two  districts  were  esta- 
blished for  the  collection  of  duties, 
to  wit,  the  district  of  Newport,  and 
the  district  of  Providence.  Newport 
shall  hold  all  the  Waters,  Shores, 
Bays,  Harbors,  Creeks,  Inlets  from 
the  West  line  of  the  State,  all  along 
the  Sea  Coast  and  northward  up  the 
Naragansett  Bay  as  far  as  the  most 
easterly  part  of  Kinnimicut  Point  at 
High  Water  Mark,  and  shall  include 
the  several  Towns,  Harbors  and  land- 
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ing  places,  at  Westerly.  Charlestown, 
South  Kingstown,  North  Kingstown, 
Hast  Greenwich  and  all  that  part  of 
Warwick  southward  of  the  latitude 
of  Kinnimicut  Point,  and  also  the 
Towns,  Harbors,  and  landing  places 
of  Barrington,  Warren.  Bristol,  Tiv- 
erton. Little  Compton  and  all  the 
towns,  harbors  and  landing  places  of 
the  island  of  Rhode  Island,  Kinnimi- 
cut, Prudence,  New  Shoreham.  and 
every  other  island,  and  place,  within 
ihe  state  southwest  of  Kinnimicut 
Point.  The  district  of  Providence 
shall  comprise  all  the  Waters,  Shores. 
Bays.  Harbors,  Creeks  and  Inlets 
within  the  state  northward  of  the 
latitude  of  said  Kinnimicut  Point. 
The  town  of  Newport  shall  be  the 
sole  port  of  entry  in  the  said  district 
of  Newport  and  a  collector,  Naval 
Officer  and  surveyor  shall  be  appoint- 
ed to  reside  in  the  town  of  Newport, 
and  North  Kingstown,  East  Green- 
wich, Barrington.  Warren.  Bristol 
and  Pawcatuck  river,  in  Westerly, 
shall  be  ports  of  delivery  only.  For 
an  explanation  of  the  locality  of  the 
place  "Kinnimicut,"  see  Rider's  In-

On  the  23rd  June,  1790.  Congress 
placed  the  United  States  Court-  in 
action  in  Rhode  Island.

On  Ring  street  lives  one  of  my 
excellent  neighbors,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  MacDonough.  They  own  the 
house,  and  the  land  on  which  it 
stands.  In  one  corner  of  the  lot  is  a 
magnificent  Elm  tree;  so  ancient  that 
I  cannot  remember  the  day  of  its 
birth.  A  short  time  since  Mrs.  Mac- 
Donough was  at  work  in  her  kitchen 
she  went  a  moment  to  feed  her  chick- 
ens, when  the  report  of  a  pistol  ex- 
ploded very  near,  and  the  bullet  crash- 
ed through  her  southern  window,  the 
sash  was  broken  and  two  panes  of  glass 
were  smashed.  The  bullet  would 
have  struck  Mrs.  MacDonough  had 
she  been  standing  near  her  "Stove," 
or  her  "Sink,"  where  she  had  been  a 
moment  before;   the   range   seems  clear.

"Understand  me,  gentlemen,  I  am 
not  venturing  in  this  presence  to  im- 
peach the  law.  For  the  present  by  the 
force  of  circumstances  I  am  in  part 
the  embodiment  of  the  law,  and  it 
would  be  very  awkward  to  disavow 
myself.  But  I  do  wish  to  make  this 
intimation,  that  in  this  time  of  world 
change,  in  this  time  when  we  are  go- 
particulars,  and  to  what  extent  the 
real  facts  of  human  life  and  the  real 
moral  judgments  of  mankind  prevail, 
it  is  worth  while  looking  inside  our 
municipal  law  and  seeing  whether 
the  moral  judgments  of  mankind  are 
made  square  with  every  one  of  the 
judgment?  of  the  law  itself.  For  I 
believe  that  we  are  custodians,  not  of 
commands,  but  of  a  spirit. We  are  cus- 
todians of  the  spirit  of  righteousness, 


of  the  spirit  of  equal-handed  justice, 
of  the  spirit  of  hope  which  bclievc-s 
in  the  perfectibility  of  the  law  with 
the  perfectibility  of  human  life  itself. 
"You  cannot  go  any  faster  than 
you  can  advance  the  average  moral 
judgments  of  the  masses,  but  you  can 
go,  at  least,  as  fast  as  that,  and  you 
can  see  to  it  that  you  do  not  lag  be- 
hind the  average  moral  judgments 
of  the  mass.  1  have  in  my  life  dealt 
with  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men, 
and  I  have  found  that  the  flame  of 
moral  judgment  burned  just  as  bright 
in  the  man  of  humble  life  and  limited 
experience  as  in  the  scholar  and  the 
man  of  affairs.  And  I  would  like  his 
voice  always  to  be  heard,  not  as  a 
witness,  not  as  speaking  in  his  own 
ease,  but  as  if  he  were  the  voice  of 
men  in  general,  in  our  courts  of  jus- 
tice, as  well  as  the  voice  of  the  law- 
yers, remembering  what  the  law  has 
been.  My  hope  is  that  being  stirred 
to  the  depth  by  the  extraordinary 
circunistances  of  the  time  in  which 
we  live  we  may  recover  from  those 
depths  something  of  a  renewal  of 
that  vision  of  the  law  with  which 
men  may  be  supposed  to  have  started

Such  incidents  cause  reactions  and 
make  as  many  votes  for  a  man  as  he 
loses  on  account  of  them.  In  view 
England  campaigning  of  the  A.  P. 
A.  sort  does  not  succeed  when  it  can 
be  unmasked  in  time.  Rhode  Island 
has  had  a  Roman  Catholic  governor 
for  several  years  and  the  state  has 
not  forgotten  that  Roger  Williams 
founded  it  on  the  bedrock  of  religious 
liberty.  Massachusetts  has  as  gov- 
ernor this  minute  a  Roman  Catholic, 
and  the  state  in  some  respects  is  the 
better  for  it.  Before  man}-  years 
have  passed  the  Jews,  also,  will  fur- 
nish a  governor  of  this  common- 
wealth." 

There  was  no  Religious  Liberty  in 
the  Roman  Catholicism  of  the  year 
1636,  when  Roger  Williams  did  what 
lie  did.  There  were  constant  objec- 
tions to  their  coming  here  to  dwell 
down  to  1721.  Near  that  year  they 
were  legally  admitted  to  live  and  buy 
and  own  land.  But  they  could  not 
vote,  nor  be  elected  to  office.       This 
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was  not  changed  until  the  French 
Armies  came  here  to  help  us  out,  in 
the  war  of  the  Rebellion.  The  Spring- 
field Republican  corncs  again  to  the 
question    on    the    12th    inst.   with   this: 

"The  possibility  of  new  tariff  legis- 
lation on  high  protectionist  lines 
seems  to  be  smashed  by  the  demo- 
cratic gains  in  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate— smashed  at  least  for  the  life  of 
the  next  two  Congresses.  That  means 
that  the  present  tariff  must  be  en- 
dured by  the  protectionists  until 
1919  and  by  that  time  the  present 
tariff  may  not  look  to  them  so  much 
like  tlie  sum  of  all  villainies." 

Somebody   enquired   how?  and   this 
the   Republican  said  on   the   12th   inst: 

"This  was  based  on  the  press  re 
ports,  not  yet  contradicted,  that  the 
democratic  plurality  in  the  Senate 
had  risen  to  14  or  15.  To  gain  con- 
trol of  the.  Senate  in  the  elections  of 
1916,  the  republicans  must  gain  an 
unusually  large  number  of  seats  from 
the  democrats.  This  year,  when  con- 
ditions proved  to  be  exceptionally 
favorable  to  the  republicans.  they 
lost  rather  than  gained  seats.  Turn- 
ing   to    the     list    of    senators     whose 


terms  expire  on  March  3.  1917,  anil 
assuming  that  the  republicans  would 
lose  none  of  the  seats  already  held  by 
them,  one  finds  in  it  tin:  following 
democrats: —

The   republicans   could   hardly   hope 
!    to  capture  in   1916.  when  the  war  will 
'    doubtless    be    ended   and    trade   every- 
where   will    be    much     improved,     the 
|    seats  of  the  democratic  senators  from 
j    the   six  states,  Arizona,    Florida.   Tex- 
|   as,  Tennessee,   V  irginia  and  Alississip- 
pi.      As   for    Nebraska,   it   was   carried 
strongly    by   the    democrats    only    last 
week  on   state  and  legislative   tickets. 
In    Maryland,    Missouri    and    Indiana, 
democratic  senators  were  easily  elect- 
ed   last    week    by    popular    vote.    Ne- 
vada is  ordinarily  democratic,  and  so 
is    Montana.     In   view   of  these   facts, 
the    possibility   of   ousting   the    demo- 
crats  from   control   of   the    Seriate   in 
the  Congress  to  begin  March  3,   1917, 
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seems  remote.  Democratic  control 
of  the  senate,  therefore,  seems  rea- 
sonably assured  for  two  more  Con- 
gresses, or  until  March  3.  1919. 

But  the  statement  that  "the  possi- 
bility of  new  tariff  legislation  on  high 
protectionist  lines  seems  to  be 
smashed,"  until  1919.  has  another 
basis.  Not  all  republican  senators 
are  high  protectionists.  A  sizable 
group  of  western  republican  senators 
revolted  against  the  part}'  caucus 
when  the  Payne-Aldrich  tariff  was 
passed  in  1909.  Such  a  group  may 
be  depended  upon  at  any  time  to 
counteract  the  Louisiana  protection- 
ist democrats  and  to  oppose  tariff  re- 
vision upward  on  lines  that  would 
satisfy  high  protectionists  of  the 
country.  The  United  States  will  nev- 
er return  to  the  old  high  tariff.  That 
is  only  an  opinion,  but  the  best  thing 
that  could  happen  to  business,  so  far 
as  the  tariff  is  concerned,  would-  be 
the  acceptance  of  this  view  as  a  fact 
by  the  high  protectionists,  to  the  end 
that  some  adjustment  of  the  tariff 
issue  acceptable  to  all  parties  might 
be  reached  and  the  troublesome  ques- 
tion banished  from  politics  for  a  pro- 


longed period.  Concessions  of  a  sub- 
stantial and  permanent  character 
must  be  made  to  the  always  formida- 
ble low  tariff  sentiment  of  the  United 
States,  if  the  periodical  political  over- 
turns at  Washington  are  not  to  re- 
sult, with  harrassing  frequency,  in 
either  tariff  tear-downs  or  tariff  tear- 
ups."

Professor  Macy  states  that  he  was 
invited  to  deliver  a  Lecture  (at  New- 
port). He  selected  for  his  subject, 
Magnetism,  because  he  believed  that 
he  could  unravel  the  deepest  by  this 
magnetising  power;  he  then  went  to 
a  room,  where  he  had  a  subject  whom 
he  used  in  tracing  out  wonders,  and 
miracles.  I  asked  him  of  what  to  ye 
all  is  the  greatest  wonder — "The 
Stone  Mill/'  he  answered.  The  la- 
dies smiled  and  the  Professor  pro- 
ceeded.

third  time,  he  came  hack  no  more,  at 
all,  at  all,  but  sought  out  the  society 
of  the  ladies  as  everyone  should  do 
and  for  years  he  fed  them  by  his  own 
industry.  He  brought  them  fish 
from  the  sea,  principally  smelts,  and 
occasionally  he  dug  clams  for  them, 
and  thus  they  were  preserved  alive. 
The  youngest  of  the  maidens  gave 
birth  to  Mary  Magdclen,  who  when 
at  the  age  of  thirteen  was  led  by  the 
dove  hack  to  the  land  of  darkness.

preservation;  though  they  have  lain 
there  thousands  of  years,  they  are 
still  fresh  and  fair  as  infants.  A 
small  stonecross  is  under  the  head  of 
each  for  a  pillow;  methinks  it  a  hard 
pillow,  for  such  sacred  heads.  <  >ne 
has  on  a  wig,  with  a  heavy  gold  spring 
which  would  be  well  worth  securing 
as  it  is  worth  a  great  sum  of  money; 
a  large  serpent  is  entwined  around 
the  feet  of  the  second  sister,  or  what 
appears  to  be  a  serpent. — hut  it  is  in 
reality  only  a  serpent's  skin  stuffed 
with  pounds  and  pounds  of  unflagged 
gold;  the  third,  and  last  one  lies  on  a 
bed  of  gold  and  silver,  and  the  elec- 
tricity caused  by  the  union  of  these  two 
kinds  of  metal  is  the  first  cause  and 
foundation  of  all  other  electricity. 
The  Dove  still  remains  and  visits 
their  grave  daily;  every  person  in  New- 
port has  seen  it,  yet  knew  it  not.  It  is 
gray  with  age,  and  resembles  a  white 
dove;  it  has  but  one  eye,  and  a  film 
is  fast  covering  that;  its  bills  are  com- 
pletely gone  and  are  supplied  by  a 
dentist  in  this  city,  one  day  when  the 
Dove   assumed    the    form    of   a   young 
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lady,  by  the  name  of  Ruth.  That 
dentist  is  here  this  night,  and  knows 
not  of  what  I  am  speaking." 

The  purpose  of  the  learned  scholar 
was  to  smash  by  ridicule  the  work 
of  John  R.  Bartlett  and  Doctor 
Thomas  H.  Webb,  about  1836-1850 
on  the  contsruction  of  the  "Old  Stone 
Mill,"  at    Newport   by  the    Norsemen. 

He  notes  also  the  "Rochester 
Knocking?,"  now  known  as  "Spirit 
Rappings."  They  were  invented  in 
Rochester.  X.  V..  a  little  before  1850. 
when  this  wonderful  work  was  writ- 
ten; again,  "electricity  flows  from  the 
"Old  Mill"  so  fast  that  it  (electricity) 
has  entered  into  many  people 
and  occasions  the  Spiritual  Knock 
ings  we  have  heard  of  so  much."  (P. 
7.) 

If  somebody  in  Newport,  can  in- 
form me  who  Benjamin  Franklin 
Macy  was.  and  when  he  died;  and 
the  meanings  of  his  scholastic  titles. 
D.  T.,  D.  D.  P.,  A.  S.  S.,  I  shall 
be  thankful;  and  what  the  word  Pap- 
pigansett   means   also. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Providence 
j  Journal  for  the  16th  November  last 
for  this  interesting  circumstance. 
Cardinal  O'Connell,  at  Boston,  was 
struggling  for  Religious  Freedom  for 
Priests  and  Nuns  in  Mexico.  The 
question  at  once  arrives.  "When  did 
Roman  Catholics  ever  practice  Reli- 
gious Liberty?;  and  the  Government 
of  Mexico,  ordered  them  to  leave.  In 
his  sermon,  at  Boston,  Cardinal  O'- 
Connell commended  President  Wood- 
row  Wilson;  asking  the  President,  to 
stand  in  opposition  to  every  Govern- 
ment in  Mexico  until  Religious  Free- 
dom was  guaranteed.

Who  ever  heard  of  a  Roman  Cath- 
olic, man,  woman,  nun,  priest,  or  Pope 
stand  for  Religious  Liberty.  Look 
at  England. 1650-16S0. when  the  Roman 
Catholic  Pope  was  burning  in  F.ng- 
land  more  than  a  thousand  men  and 
j  women  because  they  would  not  wor- 
j  ship  the  abominable  doctrines  of  the 
I    Roman  Catholic  Church  of   Rome.     I 
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am  told  that  the  Pope  of  Rome  has 
conferred  a  title  of  nobility  upon  a 
member  of  the  Bar,  a  Lawyer  here  in 
Providence. 


A  body  of  men,  numbering  two 
thousand,  (2,000)  have  formed  a  com- 
bination here  in  Providence,  calling 
itself,  "The  Chamber  of  Commerce." 
ostensibly  to  increase  business;  in  re- 
ality, as  I  believe,  to  form  small  com- 
binations of  different  kinds  of  busi- 
ness, as  for  instance,  Food  Markets, 
Cotton  Cloth  Dealers,  Dry  Goods 
Merchants,  to  control  or  govern  every 
''store"  or  "shop"  in  Providence,  to 
squeeze  money  from  the  consumers  j 
For  years  we  have  had  a  similar  body  j 
but  much  smaller,  called  "The  Board 
of  Trade." 

On  October  22.  1914,  this  commu- 
nication was  sent  to  me.  It  is  an  eye 
opener   to  me. 

"In  the  Committee  of  One  Hundred 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  there  is  a 
sub-committee  termed  "Groceries  and 
Kindred    Lines,"   consisting  of

The  Springfield  Republican,  in  a 
recent  issue,  published  an  article  on 
"Town  Names,"  with  some  facts 
about  their  origin  which  is  very  in- 
teresting, but  it  relates  only  .to  Mas- 
sachusetts. 1  will  reprint  a  brief  clip- 
ping: 

-  "Few  of  the  towns  retained  the 
name  by  which  they  were,  when  set- 
tlement first  begun  upon  them,  desig- 
nated. The  taste  of  the  colonists  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  establishment  of 
the  settlements  was  scarcely  to  be  ex- 
pected to  tend  towards  the  preser- 
vation of  the  Indian  names  of  local- 
ities, and  all  haste  was  made  to  get 
away  from  and  forget  the  names  sug- 
gestive of  the  "dusky  savages."  Thus, 
"Pocumtuck"  was  soon  replaced  by 
Deerneld.  and  fr&quakeag"  by  North- 
held,  although  to  some  extent,  in  the 
names  of  localities  that  were  perhaps 
less  frequently  spoken,  the  Indian 
names  were  retained,  and  are  in  usq 
at  the  present  time. 


"Many  of  the  names  by  which  the 
grants  were  known  have  passed  into 
oblivion,  and  the  only  memorials  of 
them  are  contained  in  the  transfers 
of  land  or  in  the  archives  of  the  com- 
monwealth, where  the  original  grants 
are  recorded.  Warwick,  one  of  the 
old  towns  of  the  county,  was  desig- 
nated as  "Roxbury  Canada"  or  "Gard- 
ner's Canada"  in  the  laud  transfers 
for  a  number  of  years.  The  name  re- 
flects the  history  of  the  grant,  which 
was  to  the  decendants  of  the  39  sol- 
diers from  Roxbury  who  took  part 
in  a  Canadian  expedition  under  Capt. 
Andrew  Gardner,  out  of  which  num- 
ber but  one  survived  the  expedition, 
which  started  from  Roxbury  in   1690." 

The  Republican's  article  was  twen- 
ty-six inches  in  length;  which  so  in- 
terested the  Providence  Journal  that 
it  followed  suit,  but  with  only  four 
inches,  so  compact  tiiat,  small  as  I 
am,  I  can  reprint  the  whole  oi  it: 
"Some    Rhode    Island    Names." 

"No  doubt  the  people  of  these  Rus- 
sian and  Hungarian  districts,  the 
names  of  whose  cities  and  towns  seem 
to  most  of  us  so  outrageously  hard 
to  pronounce,  would  stumble  a  little 
over  Meshanticut,  Acotes  Mill, 
Nooseneck,  Westconnaug,  Escoheag, 
Quonoclymtaug,  Usquepaugh,  Sb;iw- 
onlet,  Chagum,  Glocester,  Sneech 
Pond,  Tar  kiln,  Gazzaville,  Chepachet, 
Iugrahamville.  Mosquitohawk,  Hugh- 
esdale,  Starvegoat,  Tiogue.  Potowo- 
mut.  Premisy  Hill,  Chepiwanoxet, 
Weekapaug,  S h u n  1  u n g a n u g,  Pa s q u i s e I 
Biscuit  City,  Watchemoket,  Popa- 
squash,  Kickamuit,  Nonquit,  Knights- 
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villc,  Spraguevillc,  Nanaquaoket, 
Moshassuck,  Carbuncle  Hill.  Huckle- 
berry Hill.  Ironstone.  Yawcoog.  and 
Tommony. 

"Not  to  mention  some  others.  And 
what  would  they  do.  in  exploring  the 
Massachusetts  map,  with  Chaubuna- 
gungamaug?" 

Sometime  during  the  year  1914,  the 
Westerly  Sun  and  the  Xarragansett 
Times  published  lists  of  the  names  of 
cottages,  locations,  hills,  brooks,  etc. 
The  Times'  list  contains  116  names. 
The  Sun  list  contains  126  names  of 
cottages,  places,  and  locations.  The 
list  which  follows,  contains  113  names 
copied   from   the   Sun   every    day.

Such  an  exhibition  of  name  changes 
as  is  here  shown  is  certainly  of  much 
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historic  value:  it  must  he  doubted 
whether  any  other  state  in  the  coun- 
try could  show  such  a  nomenclature. 
Of  course  there  is,  all  the  wide  world 
over,  a  continuous  changing.  Many 
of  the  present  nanus  of  men  will 
soon  cease  to  exist.  The  newspapers, 
are  daily  filled  with  the  changing  of 
words,  often  a  growth  of  ignorance; 
here  are  two  from  the  Journal,  print- 
ed within   a  week  or  ten  days: 

"t.  npreparedness"  and  "citizenry;" 
"an  aerial  stunt"  is  another.  Bunga- 
low or  Bungalo,  is  a  new  name,  given 
tu   "cottages"   or,  to   dwelling  houses. 


Rhode  Island's  Motto. 
(\  p  \y  in  Y,->rn-;,:h  Bulletin.) 
The  following  clipping  I  reproduce 
because  it  so  misrepresents  things 
from  the  Providence  Journal 
about  Rhode  Island  history.  I  will 
give  one  specimen.  The  word  What- 
cheare.  In  1643  Roger  Williams  had 
printed  his  "Key  into  the  Language 
of  America,"  in  London,  by  Gregory 
Dexter  in  the  2nd  paragraph  of  chap- 


|  ter  one,  this  is  printed:  "What-chcare 
Xetop?  is  the  general  salutation  of 
all  English  toward  them.  Xetop.  is 
friend,  in  the  Indian  language. 

The  gentleman  inquiring  how  •lloj.-c' 
came  upon  the  seal  of  the  State  «>t" 
Rhode  Island  doesn't  appear  to  be 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  "little  Rho- 
dy"  is  the  optimist  among  the  States 
of  this  republic. 

It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  an  In- 
dian chief  and  his  braves  nut  Roger 
Williams  on  the  bank  of  the  Seekonk 
river  and  greeted  him  thus:  ""What 
cheer,  comrade?"  The  spirit  of  that 
Indian  has  to  some  extent  dominate, 1 
''little  Rhody"  to  this  day.  The  State 
lias  a  cove,  a  church,  a  pari:,  a  bank. 
a  hotel,  a  saloon  named  '  What  Cheer." 

Writing  of  Roger  Williams'  recep- 
tion by  the  Indians.  Judge  Durfee  of 
that  State  poetized     thus: 

"Whatcheer  Whatcheer!  resounded 
far  and  near.  Whatcheer!  Whatcheer! 
the  hollow  woods  reply.  Whatcheer! 
Whatcheer!  swells  the  exulting  gales, 
sweeps  o'er  the  laughing  hills 
trembles  thro'  the  vales." 
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Rhode  Island  has  a  town  named 
Hope,  !mt  whether  it  was  so  named 
because  of  hope  in  the  hearts  of  the 
founders  or  because  Mr.  Peleg  or  Ob- 
ediah  Hope  had  become  a  citizen  of 
renown  and  was  a  leader  in  public 
affairs,  I  do  not  know.  Since  New 
York  lias  a  distinguished  artist  named 
Jonas  Lie.  it  may  lie  possible  Rhode 
Island  in  its  early  days  had  a  Mr. 
Hope  who  was  not  a  Jonah. 

But  I  like  to  think  Hope  made  prac- 
tical in  Rhode  Island  is  of  the  general 
heart  rather  than  personal,  although 
it  ma}'  have  represented  the  hope  of 
Roger  Williams  that  the  day  might 
come  when  the  followers  of  Christ 
under  one  Hag  would  not  think  it  re- 
ligious to  persecute  the  followers  of 
Christ  under  a  different  name  and 
banner. 

A.  P.  W.  writes  this,  ''The  gentle- 
man inquiring  how  "Hope"  came  up- 
on the  seal  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Is- 
land does  not  appear  to  be  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  Liitle  Rhody  is  the 
optimist  among  the  States  of  this 
Republic." 


He  further  says.  "Rhode  Island  has 
a  town  named  'Hope.'  He  is  mis- 
taken, Rhode  Island  has  no  town 
named  'Hope.'  If  he  made  his  state- 
ment from  the  Rhode  Island  Manual 
of  1914,  p.  343,  it  was  a  blunder;  go, 
and  look  at  the  page  337,  where  he 
will  find  that  "Senator  C.  K.  Clarke 
was  a  Senator  from  Scituate,  a  town, 
and  that  "Hope"  was  a  village  in  the 
southeast  corner   of  the   town. 

He  further  asks.  "How  the  word 
'Hope'  came  to  be  on  the  seal  of  the 
State?"  Go  and  examine  R.  1.  Colo- 
nial Records,  v.  2,  p.  41,  line  18,  There 
his  question  is  answered.  If  he 
wishes  more,  go  to  Book'  Xotes,  v.  20 
p.  25. 


The  Providence  Journal  is  a  news- 
paper printed  here  solely  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  pee-pull;  but  chiefly  owned 
by  three  boys.  Their  purpose  being 
to  get  the  people  who  work  loaded 
with  money;  and  then  squeeze  it  away 
from  them  with  cotton  cloth  for 
shirts,  woolen  cloth  for  breeches  for

One  nine-year-old 
girl  in  Duluth  last  year  sold  4,500 
seals  in  four  days.  A  Meridan, 
Conn.,  boy  of  ten  sold  50.000  in  three 
weeks.  A  Wilmington,  Del.,  girl  oi 
twelve  sold  10.000.  Some  of  the  chil- 
dren in  Buffalo  sold  over  1000  in  a 
week.  The  schools  of  St.  Louis  sold 
over  250,000  seals,  and  in  other  cities 
they  added  large  sums  to  the  anti- 
tuberculosis   fund.
